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PREFACE 

THE three years comprised in the present volume (Sept., 1722 — 
August, 1725) are not important ones in Heame's life, but his 
Diary fully keeps up its literary and historical interest. There is less 
about coins, and fewer extracts from books, and fewer dissertations on 
antiquarian points. But the obituary notices of friends and foes in Oxford 
and elsewhere, and the current gossip of the University and City are very 
well represented. The deaths which most affected Hearne were those of 
John Bridges, his correspondent, on March 16, 1724, Hilkiah Bedford 
on Nov. 25, 1724, and before them that of his aged father, George Hearne, 
parish clerk of White Waltham near Maidenhead, who died after a long 
period of decrepitude on Oct. 18, 1723. It appears that Hearne knew 
nothing of the event till two days after the funeral I 

Heame's literary activity was well kept up, for Heming's Charhdary 
of Worcester was published in 1723, Robert of Gloucester's Chronicle in 
1724, and Langtoft's Chronicle in 1725, but they are not suffered to 
overload the Diary as in some former years. There were several persons 
yet living in Oxford who well remembered the Civil War, and Heame's 
conversations with them will be found at pp. 173, 243, 374. The subject 
which most agitated the University was probably the difficulties of 
University College over the election of Thomas Cockman as Master in 
Dec^ 17 22. Among smaller matters of interest are notes on the All Souls 
Mallard (p. 35), wells in Oxford (pp. 135, 164), Joe PuUen's tree (p. 174), 
the royal deed instituting the Regius Professorship of Modem History 
(p. 218), and All Souls Library (pp. 222, 225). There is also a re- 
miniscence of the Roman Catholic Dean of Christ Church in his old age 
(p. 343) ; and much more to which the Index will guide the reader, unless 
be wisely prefers to go straight through the volume. 



vi PREFACE 

As before, the selection of a few passages to be left out has been 
entrusted to myself (they are chiefly extracts from printed books, and the 
like), and Mrs. New has transcribed the Diary, calendared the corre- 
spondence, composed the Index, and taken the whole through the press. 
About four more voliunes, it is hoped, will complete the Diary, and 
perhaps a couple more might contain the more important parts of 
Heame's miscellaneous volumes of notes.

Sept. 28 (Son.), 1722. The Church of Old Windsor in Berks, is 
ancient, and consists of one Isle, in w^h is an octogon font (in the Angles 
of which are a W, a cross, 2 cross Keys, a Rose, a Lilly, an Anchor, & 2 
defaced ^). There are also in that Church some Remains of old painted 
Glass, very much ruinated, only some little Arms and Devices remaining, 
among which an Eagle plajdng upon a Ketde drum, with sticks in each 
Claw. Another bird pla}ing on a Lute, or suchlike Instrument of 
Musick. A Man's head, very fair & entire, with a cross raised above ' his 
forehead. In the same Window, in old Norman Spelling : ' pries pour 10 
laulm ' ; before the Glass was broke was added : ' de Ralph Tyle ', as my 
learned Friend, the Rev<i I>. Thomas Girdler (from whom I had these 
Things by Letter dated at Old Windsor, Sept. 10, 1722), was informed 
by the worthy Vicar. The grave Stone is underneath, which is a large 
stone coffin, jetting out of the wall, on which was fixed a Brass plate, 
eaten up by age, with an image of a man and woman roughly delineated, 
and these words, before the repairs of the Church much plainer than at 
present, in the same Norman spelling : ' Raulf Tyle et sa femme icy sont 
enterrez ; dieu de leur ame aye pitie.' In the neighbourhood, under the 
next window, is a slip of brass, much more modem & entire, on w^^ is a© 
written the 2 following Lines, in old letters, but the same spelling : — 

Orate pro anima Thome Tyle, quondam Constabular. Castri de Wynd'sor, | 
qui cbijt ibidem xvii die Januarij, anno domini roillesimo ccc** Ixxx^* 
nono. I 

An old, large stone coffin dug up in the present Vicar's garden, where 
it now is. 

Sept. 24 (Mon.). 

They write from Minchinghampton in Gloucestershire that there has lately 
been discovered at Woodchester, near that Place, a most curious Roman 
Pavement in Mosaick Work, of a considerable Extent, wherein are repre- 3^ 
seated Birds and Beasts in their proper Colours, and a great Variety of

ingenious Devices, all extreamly beautiful in the Workmanship. The whole 
spreads it self through the greatest part of the Church-yard, and some part 
of it is found in the Church it self. The Ground was open'd in several 
Places, at the Expence of Edmund Browne, of Redborrow, Esq., who sent 
to M'. Bradley on purpose to take a Draught of this excellent Piece of 
Curiosity. 

So in Mist's Journal for Sat., Sept 22, 1722, & I am told 'tis in other 
News Papers. Perhaps 'twas inserted by M'. Bradley himself. But 'tis 
not a new Discovery, the Pavem* having been found many Years agoe, 
10 and 'tis in Gibson's Camden. 

Sept. 29 (Sat.). Last Tuesday ^ I walk'd into Windsor Forrest, & 
retum'd, afoot also, last Night. 

Above the Stone that shews Oxford way at Dorchester is the Trace of 
a strange old Path, as appears from the Com when it comes to be almoKt 
ripe, which then is of a quite different Colour from the rest, like that at 
Silchester. 

In the Back side of one Rich<i Elton's at Dorchester is a very large 
Stone Coffin (the biggest, I think, that ever I saw), above 2 Yards long. 
In this figure.

They call it now the Horse Trough. 

I met with four Coyns at Dorchester, one of vf<^ a Silver one of 
Antoninus Pius, all found in Overey Field. 

Old M'. Bannister (who used to love mightily to talk of Antiquities) 
I found extreamly ill in bed. His Wife (a Woman of 68 years of age) 
died about four Months since. 

I went through Ewelm, a Quarter of a Mile from w^h is Gouldsheath, 
and about 2 Furlongs East from the said Ewelm passeth the lower 
Hackney way* About 2 Miles from Ewelm is Harcourt Hill, in Ewelm 
30 Warren, at w^h Hill the Butcher's Boy of Watlington lately found the 
Roman Coyns & a piece of an Urn. The Butcher at Watlington's Name 
is Anthony Atherton. 

When I goe to Watlington, I must remember to call upon one Richd 
Haynes, a Shoemaker. 

One Leaver of Potter's (as he is call'd) lives at the Foot of Harcourt 
Hill. Leaver of May's Farm lives on the right hand of him, the two 
Farms being about a Mile apart. Leaver of Potter's rents Ewelm Warren. 
He is an old, sullen, cross, hoggish Fellow, & so is his Son, who lives 
with him. I could get no manner of Intelligence from them about the 
40 Coyns. They would hardly own there were any found. 

There is an old way that goes just by the Place where they were found, 
and this, I believe, is a part of the upper Hackney way. 

Harcourt Hill, as to its Name, betokens that here was a Town or some 
Castle. Harcourt p>erhaps should be Harcot. Har signifies old, & coi 
a Mansion. But if the Syllable court be retained, it will signify an 
old Court. 

^ SepLa^. 
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I met with a Cojn, a little above Harcourt Hill, w^ they told me was 
found at this Hill. It is a Brass one of Trajan's. 

I had some Conversation at Shottesbrooke with Madam Dodwell, Relict 
of the famous M'. DodwelL She told me she designed in a little time to 
send her eldest Son Henry (who, with his Brother, Wa^ Dodwell, goes 
to School at Ockingham), to some University, and she proposed Oxford. 
She said M'. Dodwell said he would have him go either to Dublin or 
Oxford. For my part, I am sensible my Advice will not be taken by her ; 
but were it my own Affair, & I were to give Advice to my self, 1 would 
send him to Dublin, (i) because M'. Dodwell himself was educated there, 10 
(2^lr) because his Estate lyes in Ireland, & he will by that means be the 
better capable of becoming acquainted with it. But if, notwithstanding 
this, I were to prefer England, I would then send him to S^. John's College 
in Cambridge, w^^ hath produced so many honest men, & where are 
several now of M'. Dodwell's nonjuring Principles, a Thing w<^ cannot 
be said of any one College in Oxford. 

I came from Henly by Gray's Court, where are still a or 3 very old 
Towers. It hath been a most notable Thing, & abundantly more large 
than at present. It now belongs to the Widow of W™ Paul, of Bray 
Wick, Esq. It hath been a Castle, without doubt. ao 

Between Gray's and Nettlebed is Highmor. I think it should be High 
meer, meer signifying a Boundary ^ Here is a prodigious Quantity of black 
Cherries, w«l» grow in the very Hedges. 

Oct. 4 (Th.). On Tuesday, the 2^^ of last Month, one Francis 
Matthews, Hostler at the Angel Inn in OxfcH-d, rode for a Wager of 
20 Guineas from Burford to Oxford. He undertook to do it in an Hour, 
but lost by half a Minute. He is a Man near 50 years of Age, & his 
Horse not extraordinary. 

Oct, 6 (FrL). M'. Graves, of Mickleton in Gloucestershire, hath got 
a fine MS. Polychronicon, for w^^ a Bookseller hath offered him fifteen 30

I shall esteem it as a great favour, & be truly 
thankfull. All I will say to you in their defence is that the Typographer has

I cannot but let yon know y^ a day-labourer hereabouts, as he was cleaning 
a ditch the 6^^ of this Month, lighted upon a Stone-Coffin. AU the bones of 
a humane body were in it, and, as I am informed, they were large ones : but 
what they were I cannot say, for when I went on Tuesday last to see it, I found 
few, and those the lest bones belonging to a body, remaining. The country 10 
folk had, I conceive out of Covetousness & ignorance, carried off the Skull, with 
a compleat set of fine teeth in it, 8c the largest bones belonging to it. The 
place where this Coffin is now to be seen is 3 Miles from hence (Chippenham) 
in the Parish of Cosham (a place I find twice taken notice of by Leland in his 
Collect.). 'Tis but one ground distant from the great London Road to Bath. 
It lies East & West, as the bodies of Christians do nowadays. Is not this 
an argument that 'tis not of great Antiquity ? I find in Leland's Col. (A. i. 44) 
y^ publick Burying places were not very frequent among the Saxons, & that 
Persons of distinction in that age, if they died at home, were often buried in 
their Gardens. ao

Henchman plainly 
told them y* it look'd very gross for an Appellant to say he was not 
prepar'd (when he ought always to be so), whereas he was prepared, tho' 
he had so very little Notice. The Meeting therefore broke up, nothing 
being done. And yesterday Morning, at nine Clock, was a Meeting in 
the Head's Lodgings at University Coll., but neither was then any thing 
done, but they adjourned 'till to-day. However, yesterday Morning, 

40 before the Meeting, M^f. Cockman was install'd Head by the Fellows that 
had elected him, & he took his Place in the Chapell, and was sworn, ft 
took Possession of the Lodgings before the Meeting began. At the 
Meeting the D». of X* Church, ft some others, plainly told them that the 
Matter should have been ended last Thursday, that now they had nothing 
to do in it, their Power in this Case extending no farther than three days. 
Upon w«h they protested ag* their Proceedings. 

Deo. 18 (Th«)« But notwithstanding that protesting, the Vice-Chanc. 
ft several oth? '^^ ^^v, met Yeaterday, at two Clod^, in the Lodgings at 

(RaiH. 39, Kit). M am not displeased 
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Univ. Coll., in Number thirteen, and at that time the Election was declar'd 
vacant I saw M^ Cockman (the Master) this Morning, who told me 
that there were thirteen, and that there must be, by their Order, a New 
Election. M'. Cockman was at my room, and told me this, adding that 
those that were for him would not be present or be concern'd in the 
Election, but would stand to w* they had done with respect to himself. 
I know not when the Election will be, but M'. Boraston (the Senior 
FfeUow) is already gone away into the Country, and M^ Cockman himself 
will go very speedily, & leave the Issue of the Matter to Law. M'. White- 
side came into my room just as M'. Cockman was going away. 10 
M'. Cockman did not tell me the Names of those present at the Meeting 
Yesterday, but M'. Whiteside told me the Names of twelve, and they are 
as follow : —

It seems, in the Statutes of Univ. Coll. the Election must be Ekctio 
Canamca. This is interpreted by Bouchier and Denison, &c., as if it 
must be according to Canon Law that there should have been three 
Scrutators, and that M'. Cockman should have had the major part of all 30 
the Fellows. But this is a strange, wrested Interpretation, there being 
no such thing mentioned in the Statutes (as there is in New Coll. Statutes, 
where the Major Part of all the Fellows present is expressly mentioned 
as necessary to carry the Election), nor is it agreeable to Custom & 
Practice in the College, where he that had more Voices than any one else 
that stood us'd to be declared Master elect, & afterwards presented to & 
confirmed by what they call the Visitors. Had Denison had the same 
Number of Votes as M^ Cockman, there is no doubt but his would then 
have been ElecU'o Canonica, however look'd upon by the Party as other-^ 
wise now. EUciio Canonica is no more than a regular Statutable 40 
Election, such as M'. Cockman's certainly was. 

Deo. 14 (Fri.). M'. Cockman (the Master of Univ. Coll.) also told 
me yesterday (and so I have been assured by others) that in former times 
the Senior Fellow used to be made Master of Course, no body ever 
dreaming of this strange Interpretation of having three Scrutators, 'till 
this Election, when 'twas to do a piece of Service to Denison. 



with your adding co to the word you mentioned. I have neither time nor 
Indination to write a Book for you on the two vols, we talk'd of.' 
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I was told yesterday that there were eight that protested at the Meeting 
on Tuesday Morning last, viz. five D™. of X* Ch., & three that were not 
of Xt Church.

M'. Denison, as well as the V. Chanc. & others that espouse Denison, for 
their abominable Wickedness towards M**. Cockman. As I went by 
Univ. Coll., I saw a Citation fixt upon the Chapell Door, but some 
Scholars being walking up and down the Quadrangle, I did not step in 
to read it. It is said that they have carried their Malice so high that at 
the same time they declared the Election vacant, they turn'd also 
M'. Boraston out of his Fellowship, under Pretence that he hath a living 
not tenable with it ^ 

Yesterday Morning, at two Clock, the Duke of Beaufort (who is of 

3o Univ. Coll.) rid out of Town with that vicious, loose Fellow, M'. Ward 
(comn\pnly call'd Jolly Ward) of Univ. Coll. It is said they had sate up 
'till that time drinking. Ward was so drunk that he vomited four times 
between Queen's CoU. Lane & East Gate. They went to Wicombe to 
meet the Duke's Brother (a school Boy at Westminster), who designs to 
keep his X*™»m with the Duke. 

Mr. Hill, Rector of Charleton upon Otmoor, & late Fellow of Queen's 
Coll., assured me to-day that Edm. Hall was given to Dr. Felton upon 
Account of a Living that he is to secure from the Duke of Rutland to 
one of Queen's Coll. Fellows, as soon as it falls. 

30 I was well assur'd to-day that Matters were so laid that had 
M"^. Denison had only one vote, & M'. Cockman all the rest, yet 
Mr. Cockman's Election should be declar'd voyd, & M'. Denison be 
afterw<i« elected. I said I could not imagin the Vice-Chanc. could 
pretend to justify such Proceedings. 'Twas repl/d, he is the impudentest

Yesterday I was told that there is a Seal to the 
Citation at University CoUege, but that 'tis not; the College Seal, but some 
other without any Inscription, and that 'tis called Sigillum authenticum in 10 
the Citation. 

Yesterday, in the Afternoon, M". Meades, that poyson'd her Husband, 
escap'd out of Bocardo Prison, and got off. It is supposed to have been 
a Contrivance either between the Keeper of the Prison, M'. Mabbot, or 
else his Wife, & many others of her loose Companions. For she had 
a very great liberty, such as ought not to be allow'd to such Criminals, 
of going up and down every Room in the House, & of sitting as a Com- 
panion widi the Keeper and his Wife, with only a Uttle Chain about 
one Leg.

John's 
tcUs me, in a Letter dat. Sep. 9*^ last, that this M'. Tomkins has wrote 
the Life of S^ John Packington (tempore Eliz. & Jac.), now in the hands 
of the present S^ John Packington. 

DunsUble, near Amphtill. 'Twas at Dunstable that ArchbP Cranmer 
resided some time, to bring ab* the Divorce betw. K. H. VIII & 30 
Q. Catharine, Q. Catharine residing at Amphtill, whither she had retired. 
Sanderus de Schism. Angl., p. 98. 

Deo. 18 (Tu.). Notwithstanding M'. Cockman's right to the Head- 
diip of University College, as having been legally chosen by a Majority, 
yet the V. Chanc, &c., having been so impudent as to vacate the Election, 
yesterday M'. Denison's Party went to a new Election, and pronounc'd 
him chosen (a most unpresidented and abominable Act), after w<* there 
was great ringing of Bells all over the Town, except in Colleges, & such 
triumphing & insulting as the Uke, upon such an occasion, was never 
heard of before : and against the Duke of Beaufort's Lodgings in 40 
University Coll. was a great Bonfire, & abundance of Ale in the Street, 
the Duke looking on all the time out of a Window, & encouraging the 
Mob| ft being at the Charge of all these vile, rascally doings.

Denison, the rest, it seems, 
being somew^ confounded at what they have done. 

Dec. 20 (Th.). M'. Willis, being in Town two or three days since, 
told me that he is now writing and going to print the Antiquities of the 
Cathedral Church of Litchfield. I fear it will be but a poor Performance, 
unless it be methodized & managed by somebody else. His View of the 
2o Mitred Abbeys in Leland's Coll. is good. But it had been wretched 
Stuff, had it been printed as done by him. He afterwards spoil'd it in 
a Book of Crudities, in two Volumes, about our Abbies. 

Dec. 21 (FpL). I heard Yesterday that M'. Denison hath got seven 
(and no more) of the Hands of those that vacated the Election, viz. 
Dr. Shippen, Dr. De Laune, D'. Bridge, D'. Hunt, D'. Jones, D^. Hole, 
D'. Braboum. 

Dec. 22 (Sat.). Yesterday (being S*. Thomas's Day) M'. Denison's 
Party installed him Master of Univ. Coll. This was done in the Morn- 
ing, and St. Marie's & St. Peter's in the East Bells rang upon the 
30 occasion. 

Yesterday, as I was walking up Heddington Hill, I met M'. Francis 
Heywood (the Lawyer), of Holywell in Oxon,, who told me that he hath 
got Writings by w^^ it appeareth that one Part of Forresthill belong'd 
formerly to Osney Abbey, and another Part to the Priory of Studley. He 
said he hath other Writings, by ^n^ it appears that Osney Abbey had 
Weifs and Strays in Shotover Forrest.

The Body of her Grace the late Dutchess of Richmond was carriecf out 
of Town (Lond., on . . . .^), to be interred at Dean Thorp in Northampton- 
shire, near the Seat of her Brother, the Ear! of Cardigan. 

Extract of a Letter from Salisbury, dated Dec. 14, 1723 : — 

Yesterday was interred in our Cathedral Church, in an ancient Monu- 
ment of the Family of the most noble and potent Prince, Charles, Duke 
of Somerset, &c., &c., &c., the Body of the most excellent Princess Eliza- 
beth, Dutchess of Somerset, &c., A Lady most eminent, and alwayes as 
highly distinguished by her most extraordinary Virtues and Accomplishments 10 
as illustrious by Birth and Alliances. Her Grace was Daughter and sole 
Heiress of the Right Honourable Joceline, Earl of Northumberland, Baron 
Piercy of Alnwick, Baron Lucy of Egremond, Baron Poynings, Fitzpaine, 
Brian, and Latimer, and Lord of the Honours of Cokermouth, Pet worth, &c. 
Her Grace's Body was attended hither by her Daughter, the Right Honour- 
able the Lady Catherine Wyndham, M'. Charles Wyndham, Grandson to their 
Graces, together with the R* Hon^e the Earl of Thomond, and Sir William 
Wyndham, Bar*, and others. The funeral Ceremony was in every Thing 
suitable to her Grace's great Quality, without any ostentatious Pomp. 

At the same time were deposited in that antient, noble Monument the ao 
Bodies of two of their Graces' Sons, viz. the Right Hon. the Lord Piercy 
Seymour, their 4*^ Son, who died Anno 1721, and the Right Hon. the Lord 
Charles Seymour, their 5*1^ Son, who died Anno 17 10, being removed hither 
firom Westminster-Abbey, where they had been first interred, near the 
Monument of Anne, Dutchess of Somerset, Widow and Relict of the most 
noble and potent Prince, Edward, Duke of Somerset, Uncle to Edward the 
Sixth, and Protector of England during the Minority of that Prince. 

Deo. 24 (Hon.). On Sunday Evening (Dec. 16, 1722), at ab^ 9 Clock, 
X* Church great Bell rung out for M«. Crook, Mother in Law to 
D^. Clavering, Canon of X^ Ch., with whom she lived ever since the D'. 30 
was married to her Daughter, who is a pretty little Woman, whereas the 
Mother was a large, fat Woman. 

This day I saw M'. Taylour of University Coll., who told me that 
Denison's Party have broke open the Master's Seat in their College 
Chapell, that he may sit as Master there. 

He told me that their old Statutes, made in 131 1, make their Senior 
Fellow to be Master of Course. He told me that the later Statutes, made 
in 1475, are for ElecHo Canonica^ or a free, regular Election, and that 
these have been foUow'd ever since, and that they went according to 
these in their late Election of M'. Cockman. He told me that by virtue 40 
of their statutes, all ought to be over after the Election intra btduum vel 
iriduum. 

He told me that with abundance of Difficulty Denison hath got these

In Bennet 
Coll. Libr. (at Camb.) is a MS. of Asser, Miscel. Q. P. 92. M'. Baker 
tells me no Place is nam'd in it, the reading being thus : Defuncto autem 
Aethelwulfo rege, Aetlulbald^filtus ejus, &c. — without any words intervening. 
The MS. is in a very modern hand, probably copied out in ArchBP 
Parker's time, by his order and direction. 

ao Deo. 27 (Th.). On the 19th inst. died D'. Covel, Master of Christ's 
College, Cambridge, in a very advanct Age, being then the oldest Man in 
that University. My Lord Harley has most of his MSS., and the rest 
are to be delivered to his Wship by his Executors. My Lord has 
a Catalogue of most of his printed Books; whether he will purchase 
these, I cannot say. The MSS., I think, relate chiefly to the Greek 
Church, a History of wol» the D'. published lately in Folio. 

Yesterday died, at her Lodgings ag* the Theater in Oxon., the Lady 
Norris, Widow of the late Sir Edward Norris, of Weston on the Green. 
She was a very charitable Woman ^ 

30 Deo. 28 (Pii.). Last Night was delivered of a Son, a Daughter of 
Mr. Plastin, of S*. Peter's in the East, Oxon., who is married to one 
Colmer, M.A. & Clarke of Magd. Coll. She had a Child by him before, 
but was brought to Bed in London, and the Child died. She is something 
handsome, but Colmer is ugly.

Deo. 29 (Sat.). One M'. Gronas, having, about the time of Registring 
Roman Catholick Estates, bought the Estate at Holywell, in the Suburbs 
of Oxon., wo*i belonged to the Nevills, he finds the Bargain nothing near 
so good as he expected, my Friend, M'. Thomas Kimber, who sold it 
40 him for M'. Nevill (for no body understood it so well as M'. Kimber, 
who had acted as Steward many Years), having manag d the Affair with 
abundance of Wisdom and Honesty in behalf of his Friend.

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3>eo. 80 (Sun.). From Mist's Journal of Dec. 29, 1722 : — 

The Reverend and Learned D'. John Covell, Master of Christ-Church 
College in Cambridge, and Chancellour of the Church of York, being lately 
dead, his Grace the L* ArchbP of York has conferred the Dignity on the 
Reverend D'. Waterland, for his very learned Defence of the Faith against 
the Modem Arians and Socinians. 

Deo. SI (Mon.). A few Weeks since died M'. Joseph Abell, M.A. 
and Fellow of Merton Coll. He took the Degree of Master of Arts, 
June 18, 1702. He died at a Parsonage in the Country, w«** he held with 
his Fellowship. He hath translated some Things in Potter's Antiquities 10 
of Greece, and once design*d to have Publish'd Aristotle's Ethicks, and, 
indeed, was capable, as to Learning, of doing something considerable, 
but being of an extraordinary good nature, he kept too much Company, 
prov'd a Sot, and by continual bibbing shortened his Life. 

Jan, 1 (Tu.), 172f . I heard Yesterday of a Woman that reap'd last 
Summer, at Sanford near Oxford, an hundred and three years old. At 
the same time I heard of an old Man, an hundred and three Years old, 
that a few Years since plaid at Backsword in Berks, with a Young Man, 
that, indeed, beat the old Man, but acknowledged that 'twas not for his 
honour to do it, and confess'd that tho' he got the Victory, yet he was ao 
never so belabour'd in his Life. 

Jan. 2 (Wed.). Our Vice-Chancellour and M' Denison are both out 
of Town, 'tis said at London, about the Affair of University College. And 
yesterday I was told by M' Nevile, one of the Fellows of Univ. Coll., 
that the Duke of Beaufort and M'. Geo. Ward lately form'd a Design 
of taking Possession of the Master's Lodgings, but that, being not able to 
corrupt the Man whom M^ Cockman hath left to take care of them, it 
miscarried. 

On the 1 6th of March last died M". Catharine Thistlethwayt, Daughter 
of the late M"^. Gyles Thisdethwayt, Architypographus and Superior 30 
Beadle of the Civil Law to the Univ. of Oxon. She was married to 
a Clergyman, now living in the Country, who prov'd a cross, sorry Fellow 
to her, tho' she was a pretty, civil, good-natur'd young Creature as 
could be.

Jan. 1, 172§. IL Mead to H. (Rawl. 8. 7a). < While I was considering 
how to procure a MS. of Rob' of Glocester for You to publish, an affair has 
happened of which I think You ought to be apprised. M'. Jacob Tonson, the 
Bookseller, has brought from France some Additions in MS., which are very 
large and considerable, to Thuanus's History ; this has made him resolve to 
put out a new Edition of Thuanus, and he designs to have it printed at 
Oxford ; he will want a carefull Editor, and will, if you think fit to undertake 
the work, employ You in it.' 

Jan. 3, IV2}. H. to IL Mead JDiaries, 95. 81). Received R. M.'s 
obliging letter about a new edition of Thuanus. ' I have no reason to doubt 
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Jan. 4 (Eri.). Yesterday, about to Clock in the Morning, was found 
the dead Body of one Philips, a Servitour of Jesus Coll., of about two 
Years' standing. It was found in the Water at the End of X* Church 
Meadow, just where the Rivers Isis and Charwell meet. There was 
found an Hole or two in his Head, and some Contusions, w<'b make some 
think he was murdered. He hath been missing six Weeks or two Months. 
He had the Character of a Civil, honest Man. He was buried to-night 
at S*. Aldate's. 

Jan. 5 (Sat.). Last Night was buried in the Church Yard of S*. Peter's 
«o in the East one M'. Gardiner, A.B., formerly of Brasen-Nose ColL, 
a Gentleman of about 14 Years' standing. He had got Preferment 
beyond Sea, and was going thither again, but having been in the West 
of England to see his only sister (that is married to one M'. Stevens, 
formerly of Magd. Coll.) & his Mother, who lives with his said Sister 
(upon well Mother he had just settled for her Life, provided he survived 
her, sixty Pounds a Year), & being come to Oxford to see his Aunt, one 
M". Heddington, just as he came hither he fell ill of a violent Feaver, 
that carried him off in three or four days' time. He died on Wednesday 
last.

One Wise, Fellow of Trinity College, having pub- 
lished, in 8^0, a new Ed. of Asser Menevensis's Life of King iElfred, the 
Book is by no means approved of, but look'd upon to be much worse than 
either that of ArchbP Parker, finely printed in the Saxon Letter, or that 
of Camden. 

M^ Lethullier, a Gent.Man Commoner of that Coll. [Trinity], hath 
collected a great many good Coyns. This M'. Lethullier hath travelled 
[in] many parts of England, I am told he hath a 4*0 Book in wch he 
writes down his Observations, intitling it, Lethullier^ s Itinerary through 
30 England, I am told this M'. Lethullier minds Uttle of Antiquity, but 
confines himself to modem Things, and that, having some Skill in 
Architecture, he notes the modem Seats. M'. Lethullier is a virtuoso, & 
delights mightily in Fossils, &c., of wo*' he hath a good Collection.

The words in M'. Wood are : —

40 of Academical literature, which he found useful to him afterwards, when 
he grew eminent in the common Law. But leaving that house before he took 
a degree, he went to Lincoln* s Inn, studied the said Law, took the usual 
degrees, and became eminent for the knowledge in, and practice of, it,

City that they took it down, and threw it into the Thames. A Miller at 
Sandford one Morning seeing it, acquainted M^. Powell's Great Grand- 
father with it, who had it taken up and buried in the Chapell (now a Barn) 
cm the South side of Sandford old Manour House. 
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M». Powell told me he went to School at Great Marlow three Years, to 
a Master whose Name was Farmer, a Roman Catholick, who was almost 
an hundred Years old when he died. 

Over the Gate leadinpr, on the North side, to the Manour House of 
Sandford is this Date, 1614. In the Wall on this side the North Part of 
the Manour House is this Cross [rough sketch omitted]. In the same Wall 
is a Nun, but much damag'd [rough sketch omitted]. 

The Knt« Templers were seised in K. Edw. IK^ Reign, and their 
Goods and Revenues confiscated, tho' they were not appropriated to any

He hath pubMshedZeland de Scriptoribus^ in 8^0, Some Parts of Britannia 
Aniiqua ^ Ncma^ 8^0, Trivets Annals^ ^' the Continuation, in two Vols., 
octavo, and Put a Preface (a very poor one) before D'. Hudson's Josephus. ao 
But what he did in these Matters of Learning was far from being any 
ways accurate*.

Baptista Levins, Bp of Man, who died in y« latter 
End of 1692, ever since w^*^ she hath continued a Widow. The Bp, her 
Husband, was a handsome, but intolerably proud Man. By him she had 
two Children, a Son (who is dead) & a Daughter, a pretty Woman (tho* 
not so now), married to D'. Frampton, the Physician, late Fellow of 
Magd. Coll., who now lives in S*. Gyles's Parish, Oxon. 'Tis s^ this 
D**. Hyde hath left Magd. Coll. an Impropriation of 8 score libs, per an., 
two hundred libs, in Money, & a Coll. Lease of twenty libs, per an., & 
a Vicarage of about 40 Guineas per an. It was express'd upon his Coffin 40 
that he was aged 61, but he was more. 

April 12 (Gk)od Fri.). NT. Murray told me the other day that he 
gave between four and five Pounds for some of the castrated Sheets of 
Hollingshede's Chronicle.

a Morisco Dance of Men, and another of Women, where the rest of the 
Day is spent in dancing, mirth, & Jollity. The next day the Lamb 
is *part bak'd, part boyl'd, and rost, for y^ Ladle's feast, where she sits 

ao Majesucally (& much respect is shewed to her) at the upper end of the 
Table, and her Companions with her, with Musick, and other attendants, 
which ends the solemnity. M'. Blount does not tell us the reason of 
this Custom, but I am told 'tis upon account of the Inhabitants being 
Toll Free in Oxford ft other Places. I was told Yesterday that the same 
Custom belong'd formerly to Wightham in Berks. 

Hall had made a great 
Number of Remarks upon, & Additions to, Skinner's Etymologicon, all 
inserted by his own hand in a Copy of the Book. Several of these 
I transcrib*d, when I came first to Oxford, for M^ White Kennett (since 

30 Bp of Peterborough), & these & all the rest (D^*. Mill letting him have the 
use of the Book) were us'd by him in his Glossary to his Parochial 
Antiquities. 

A Bookseller told me Yesterday that even the small Paper of Spelman's 
Glossary is now risen to fifty shillings, tho' he sold one lately to 
M'. Browne of University Coll. for fourty shillings, to whom he also 
sold D'. Hickes's Thesaurus (of the better Paper, he said) for three 
Pounds ten shillings. 

On Thursday, the ii^i^ instant, dyed D^. Robinson, Bp of London, at 
Hampstead. 

40 On Thursday last was married (by M^f. Lamprey, Minister of the 
Place) in Magd. Parish Ch., Oxon., M". Harrison (Widow of the lat[e] 
M'. Harrison, Minister of the s<l Magd. Parish) to a young Chimney 
Doctor of London, to whom, it seems, she made her Addresses 
herself. 

April 21 (Sun.). I was inform'd yesterday that on Friday last was 
in Oxford M'. Henry Dodwell (eldest Son of the late famous Mr. Henry 
Dodwell), with M'. Browne, Vicar of Bray, & that he is entered (or 
to be entered) either of Blagd ColL or Magd. Hall See Vol. 103, p. 24. 
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This April being excessive dry, & for some time extreme hot, yesterday 
in the Afternoon was a very great Shower, with much Thunder and 
Lightning, from 3 Clock 'till a little after 4. 

M'. Peisley (the younger) of Oxford told me yesterday that he lately 
sold Spelman's Glossary for fifty Shillings. 

This being Lowe Sunday, the Repeater of the four Easter Sermons 
before the University was M'. Whitfeild of Wadham College, who did 
it well. The Preachers of the said 4 Sermons were (i) M'. Jones, 
commonly calFd (for his Sour Look) Vinegar Jones, of Christ-Church, 
(a) M'. Smith, Chaplain of X^ Ch., a good Singer, who made an 10 
excellent Sermon, (3) M'. Kippling, Usher of X* Ch. School, (4) The 
said M'. Whitfeild himself. M'. Kipling's Sermon was also excellent. 

April 22 (Men.). The Editions of Classicks of the first Print 
(commonly called Editiorus principts\ that used to go at prodigious 
Prices, are now strangely lower'd, occasion'd, in good measure, by 
Mr. Thomas Rawlinson my Friend's being forc'd to sell many of his 
Books, in whose Auction these Books went cheap, tho' English History 
and Andquities went dear, and yet this Gendeman was the chief Man 
that rais'd many curious & classical Books so high, by his generous 
ft couragious way of bidding. ao 

April 28 (Th.). Edmund L-onside was a legitimate Son by K. Ethel- 
red's first Wife, according to the genuine Chronicle of Rob^ of Glouc. 
in the Harleyan Library, but a bastard,^ according to the vicious, inter- 
polated Copy in the Heralds' Officer 

April 24 (WecL). Among other Customs that ]>. Felton hath 
altered at Edmund Hall, is the breaking ofif Fast Nights on Fridays. 
For, whereas there did not use formerly to be any Suppers there on that 
day, he hath now ordered the contrary, & makes the Bell to be rung as 
at other set Supper times. 

This Afternoon was a Convoc. at two Clock, when the two new 30 
Proctors, viz. M^. [Richard] Street of Merton Coll. & M^ [Robert]

before), betw. 8 ft 9 clocks 

This day was a publick Thanksgiving for our deliverance from the 
Plague. There was mighty ringing in Oxford. The University Prayers 40 
ft Sermon were at Magd. Coll., where M^. Shawe, Fellow of that Coll., 
preached. 

April 26 (Fri.). Last Week two Gentlemen, delegated from the 
ArcbbP of Canterb., were in Oxford, at All Souls ColL, to visit that 
Flaoei upon Account of M'. Wood, a Founder's Kinsman, who ought

He pretended to 
have been much out of Pocket in building a Parsonage House at Cottes- 
bitch, but I am well assured that he got Money by it, it being done by 
Contributions, ft much more Money rais'd than would do it, the overplus 
of wob he put into his own Pocket, instead of giving it to the poor, about 
w«l» time (under the pretence of Piety) he writ and publish'd an 8^<> Book 
about Building Churches. He got a great deal of Money by his Maps, 
done many Years agoe, having had rash Subscriptions, but alass I they 

10 are poor, paultry things, & not minded. He hath just put to the Press 
a Paraphrase upon the old Testam^, to get more Money.

Paul over the 
Porch, as well as the Dyal also over the Porch, have been new done.

Stevens (of Cat-Street, Victualler, who died lately), being a very honest, 
harmless Fellow (& for his honesty commonly called trusty), but married 
to a very ill woman, who brought him into distress *.

Charles Aldrich, D J)., Rector of Henley upon Thames, on the Thanks-

& Middlesex, with his Preparative to his Speculum, all done by hungry 
Booksellers to get a Penny, as they reprint many other Things out of 
a mercenary Design (w<^ ought not to be encouraged), among w^ is 
Brooks's Discovery of Errors in Camden, with Camden's Defence of 
10 himself, w«^ is newly come out also. 

This day, about half an hour after nine Qock in the Morning, 
Mn. Hannah Meads, that poysoned her Husband', was executed at 
Green Ditch (now New Parks), about half a Mile North from Oxford. 
She was first strangled, & then she was burnt to Ashes. She was Penitent, 
& confess'd the Fact. Her Father's Name is Scarsebrook. He is a Collar 
Maker, & lives at Combe (where she was bom), near Woodstock, but he 
hath a very ill character [ .].

On Sunday last the Lady of Mountague Gerard Drake, Esq., one of 
the Knights of the Shire for Bucks., was brought to Bed of a Son, to the 
great joy of that worthy Family.

This Man 
was bom at Reading in Berks., of poor Parents, but by his sordid, 
niggardly way of living, & by some other Tricks, he grew very rich, and 
yet he was not very old, being much about threescore. His Wife was 10 
as stingy as himself, & hath been dead some Years. They had but one 
Child living at her Death (having buried four), viz. a Son named Richd 
Shipway, who took his M. of Arts* Degree, as a Member of Merton 
College, June 28, 17 10, and is now a Minister in the Country, his 
Father having bought a Parsonage for him, where he lives with his Wife, 
one M». Betty Dean (a proud, conceited thing), to whom he hath been 
marryed several Years, but hath yet no Child by her. This M'. Richard 
Shipway is a Man of as littie Understanding as his Wife. The Father, 
M^ Edward Shipway, after his Wive's Death, left oflf his Trade to 
a Kinsman, and went to live at Stanlake (near Witney), the Parsonage of 30 
n^ he rented of D'. Rich^ Adams, the Rector thereof, for w«l^ he gave 
40 libs, per an. more than ever any one before either did or would give, 
for wch he hath incurred the Curses of the People of Stanlake, who look'd 
upon him, as many besides did, as a vile Rascal. He liv'd at Stanlake 

with a comely Widow Woman [ ], & 'twas reported that he was 

marry'd to her, but this he was not, as appear'd plainly just before he 
died, when on Sunday Morning (for he was sensible to the last) he calFd 
her before him, & ask'd her, before a Divine and others, whether she ever 
reported that he was marry'd to her, or whether there was any Marriage 

between them, both w^l^ she deny'd [ ]. When his Wife 30 

dyed, she injoyn'd her Husband (whom for that reason she made her 
Executor, and with wlhom he had a good Fortune) to give their Son Richard 
five hundred Pounds, if ever he married again, Uie consideration whereof 
perhaps might deterr him from a second Marriage. He was buried this 
Evening, between 7 and eight Clock, in S*. Peter's Church in the East. 

June 26 (Wed.). Yesterday I saw in the Shops a S];)eech of a 
sfaiUing Price, in folio, call'd the Bp of Rochester's, spoke by him before 
his late barbarous Sentence, but some say 'tis not genuine ^. 

June 27 (Th.). I was told last Night by a Revd Clergyman (well 
acquainted with James Tyrrell, Esq.) that the said James Tyrrell had an in- .^ 
terkav'd 4^ Bible in w<>h he had writ abundance of Notes and Explications,

but look upon it as cme of the weakest things ever done. 

Jnne 30 (Snn.). On Thursday last ^ed old M'. Thomas Blake 
(whose Age I have mentioned formeriy), of S^. Aldate's in Oxford. This 
Man was bom in Hampshire, whence he came to Reading, and lived 
there many Years. At length he came to Oxford, & lived first in 
Sl Ebbe's Parish, & afterwards in S^. Aldate's, & was some Years agoe 
look'd upon as a very thriving, substantial Man. But having an ex- 
travagant son, who was addicted to Women & gaming, & having made 
30 over all to the Said Son, he grew into Want, & was kept at last by 
S^. Ebbe's Parish. For as to his Son, as he led a loose life, so he made 
away all he had, and was very undutifull to his Father, as he was also 
cross to his own Wife, who is a very good Sort of Woman, and takes

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pains now in her Distress to get a Livelyhood for herself & children, and 
she is still a comely (as she hath been a very pretty) Woman, "wc*» might 
have kept her husband from going after other Women. As for the said 
old Blake, I saw him three or four days before he died, meeting him in 
High street walking towards East Gate, so that it seems he died suddenly. 
For on Thursday he eat a hearty Dinner, & after Dinner he said he 
would take a Nap, as he us'd to do, but lying longer than usual, they 
went up to see him, & found him dead on the Bed. He was buried 
(I think on Friday) in S*. Ebbe's Church Yard, whereas his Wife (who 
hath been dead many Years) was buried in that Church. He was a Man 10 
of good natural Sense, but of a turbulent, republican Spirit, so that 'tis 
said that when he left Reading, they rang all the Bells in that Town for 
Joy that he was gone from them.

bat much blam'd for parting with all he had to his idle Son, who^ tho' 
now in want, yet will not put himself to any Business. 

July 1 (Men.). On Saturday Morning last called upon me M^. George 20 
P^ker, the Figure Flinger, in his Journey out of Worcestershire, whither 
be had went about 3 Weeks before from London to see Friends 
and Relations. This M^. Parker was born at Shipton upon Stour in 
Worcestershire, and was apprenticed to a Cutler in London (I think, in 
or about Fetter Lane), but being much addicted to Astrology, he gave 
over his Trade, & set up the Trade of Figure Flinging and publishing of 
Almanacks, & used in his Almanacks to make brave sport with John 
P^itridge, a great Republican, whereas Geo. Parker is an honest Man, 
and a great Cavallier, & much superior to Patridge, who hath been dead 
several Years.

Upon w^^ he printed only an annual Ephemeris, with the 
S^' Days, without doing it in the nature of an Almanack, tho' now the 
Stationers let him go on again (if he pleases) as he did before. His 
Ephemerides & the Accounts of the Ecclipses are the best that come out,

If you'd appoint some 
Bookseller in Town to take in Subscriptions to your Books, I believe You'd 
have many more Subscribers.* 

[c. July 1, 1723.] G. Enowlea to H. (Rawl. 15. 113). Hopes H. will 
suKcribe for his new book, Philologia et Dendrologia Britannica, for which he 
has printed proposals. Encloses copies of letters from the Bishop of Rochester 
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having in these matters the Assistance of Dr. Halley. Some Years agoe 
he sold drink, & many honest & ingenious Men used to frequent his 
House ; among the rest M'. Edward Thwaites, late Fellow of Queen's 
College, when he was in London a considerable time ab^ his Lameness, 
& had his Leg then cut off by Charles Bernard, the Great Chirurgeon, 
us'd George's House much, &, I think, lay there for some time, &, 
learned Astrology from George, who, after Mj, Thwaites retum*d to 
Oxford, came over to' Oxford, ft stay'd there three Weeks at least, (k 
lodged in Queen's College in one of M'. Thwaites's Rooms, who did this 
10 out of Gratitude to George, who had been very civil to M'. Thwaites in 
London.

But this D^ Stukeley is not much admired among judicious Men, 
bang an hypothetical, fancifull Man, & his Draughts are generally 
according to his Fancy, & not as the Things really are themselves. 
This D'. Stukeley is very conceited, as I am well assur'd, tho' M'. Gale 
to be much for him & his way. M'. Gale told me this Stukeley 
Draughts and Accounts of the Remains of all the Roman Cities 
DOW to be seen among us. M^*. Gale shew'd me a Draught of an old 
Uonum* at Ramsey. 'Tis ingrav'd, & inscrib'd by D^ Stukeley to M^ Gale, 
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and call'd by Stukeley, Ayhvine the Alderman {^Founder of Ramsey Abbey) 
his Monum*'^ \i^^ is fancy, since there is no Inscription on it to shew it so. 

Aug. 81 (Sat.). The Honour of Richmond is lately published in 
Folio by Roger Gale, Esq., being a piece of Domesday Book, to yi^ he 
hath put an Appendix of other Things of the same kind. This Book 
was first undertaken by Mi*. Hare, the late Herald, and he put out 
Proposals ab' it, but after his Death M"^. Gale undertook it. 

Last Night died of the small Pox, at her Lodging in the Old Butcher 
Rowe, Oxon., Miss Weekes, a very pretty young Girl of 14 Years of 
10 Age, the only Child of the late M'. Abr. Weekes of Magd. Coll., who 
married the Widow of the late M'. Walker, of the King's Head Tavern, 
Oxon., w«Ji Walker had no Child by his said Wife, who was a fine 
Woman, even when Weekes married her, & she was very rich, but 
Weekes spent all, w<^^ I suppose might break her heart, for she hath been 
dead also several Years. 

Sept. 1 (Sun.). The said Miss Weeks had been at the Horse Race 
in Port Meadow, on Tuesday, where she had a fall from her Horse, w«^ 
put her into such a fright that, upon her return to her Lodgings, she had 
the Small Pox, wch prov'd mortal. The said Horse Race began on the 
20 said Tuesday, & lasted till Friday night last, being one day longer than 
'twas last year. 

Sept. 2 (Men.). From Mist's Journal, Sat., Aug. 31, 1723 : — 

On the 19^^ Instant (Aug.) died at Brussels, of the Small-Pox, Mary Ann, 
Countess of Derwentwater, aged 30 Years, Widow of the late Earl of 
Derwentwater, who was beheaded on Tower-Hill for High Treason, Feb. 34, 
1 7 16. She was Daughter of Sir John Webb of Dorsetshire. Her Corps was 
carried the next Day to Louvain, to be interred there in the Church of 
the English Regular Canonesses of S^ Austin. The Death of this Lady 
is much regretted for her extraordinary Piety, extensive Charity, and 
30 other excellent Qualities. In a Word, she was an illustrious Example 
of all moral and divine Virtues; she has left issue two Sons, Children of 
her said deceased Lord. 

Last Week dy'd one Dixon, at his Seat in Staffordshire ; all that 's remark- 
able of him is that he was bom, kept a Fishmonger's Shop near Temple Bar, 
and died worth a 0,000 1. 

About the same time died the Reverend and learned M'. Joseph Bingham, 
sometime Fellow of University College in Oxford, Rector of Havant and 
Hedbom Worthy in Hampshire, and author of a celebrated Book entituled, 
Origines Ecciesiastica, in 10 Volumes, B'^^. He was presented by the late 
40 D'. Ratcliff to the Living of Hedbom Worthy, which is now in the Gift 
of University College aforesaid. 

Sept. 8 (Tn.). M^ Graves hath an old Parchment Roll, beginning at 
K. Athelstan and ending with Edw. I, containing a short Account of 
our Kings and Princes, with their Pictures. It is in French, but im-

50 Years 
of age, as is suppos'd, carry'd her self very civilly, but, since the fact, they 
recollect that she was very prying, went to all y« Rooms of y« House, had 
a room that look'd into Sir Rob^^ burnt no Candle, so yt she could see 
every thing done there, & they remember she had been at this Inn about 
xo a Month before, when a Silver Spoon, & something else, was miss'd, w^ 
occasions suspicion y* this Woman took them away, tho' they should not 
have suspected her,^ had not this Fact happen'd.

Sept. 8 (Sun.). The honWe Benedict Leonard Calvert, Esq., informs 
30 me, in a Letter from Paris dated Sept. 3, 1723, that that Country afibrds 
little pleasure in y« search of Antiquities ; not that there is an intire want 
of them, but they are so disposed that it requires much thne & application 
to see them. The King's Library, being under some new regulations 
& alterations, is intirely shut up. His Closet of Medalls, &c., cannot be 
seen without an Order from himself. Indeed, at Versailes, in the 
Gardens, are several antique figures, w<^ M'. Calvert took some pains to 
examine. There are 3 senatorial figures, att y^ feet of each a sort of 
CapsQy or Coffer. But y* wcl> seems most valuable, as best executed, is 
one of Titiis, the Roman Emperour, in the Military habit, resting one 
40 hand on a shield ; on his Brest is represented two Angels, as it were 
supporting a Candlestick with seven Branches. This M'. Calvert takes 
to t)e his triumph after the taking of Jerusalem. 

Sept. 9 (Moxu). The Causey (as we go to Abbington) in the Mid-

time very impudent and saucy, yet he was a rascal, & could not at the

& kept a great Number of Books that were not sold to himself. Whence 
arose that vast stock of Books, tho' most of them but ordinary, that he 
had when he dyed, & which after his death were sold by Auction. 

Sept. 15 (Sun.). Thomas Paynell translated from Latin into English

From Mist's Journal of this day, viz. Sept. 21, Saturd., 1723 : — 

They wrote from Dover, Sept 14, that the Day before, Col. Churchill, 
with two other Gentlemen, arrived there from Calais, by whom they received 
the following Account, viz. that on Thursday Morning last, M'. Sebright and 
M'. Davis being in one Chaise, and M'. Mompesson and a Servant in another 

10 Chaise, with one Servant on Horseback, pursuing their way to Paris, were, 
about seven Miles from Calais, attacked by six Ruffians, who demanded the 
three hundred Guineas which they said were in their Pockets and Portnumteaus. 
The Gentlemen readily submitted, and surrendered the money ; yet the Villains, 
after a little Consultation, resolv'd to murder them, and thereupon shot 
M'. Sebright thro' the Heart, and gave the Word for killing the rest. 
Then M'. Davis, who was in the Chaise with him, shot at one of them, miss'd 
the Fellow, but kiU'd his Horse, upon which he was immediately kill'd, being 
shot and stabb'd in several Places. M'. Mompesson and the two Servants 
were likewise soon dispatch'd in a very barbarous Manner. During this 

ao bloody Scene, M'. John Locke coming down a Hill within Sight of them, in 
his Return from Paris, the Ruffians sent two of their Party to meet and kill 
him ; which they did, before the poor Gentleman was apprized of any danger; 
but his Man, who was a Swiss, begging hard for his Life, was spared. This 
happening near a small Village where they had taken their second Post, a 
Peasant came by in the Interim, and was also murdered. They partly flead 
and otherwise mangled the Horse that was kill'd, to prevent its being known, 
so that 'tis believed they did not live fax from Calais. The unfortunate 
Gentlemen afore-mentioned, not being used to travel, had unwarily discovered 
at Calais what Sums they had about them, by exchanging their Guineas for 

30 Louis d'Ors, which is supposed to have given Occasion to this disnrial Tragedy. 
On Monday last the Junior, Captain Adams, arrived in the River from Calais, 
having on Board the Bodies of these unfortunate Gentlemen, the Servants 
that were kill'd at the same time being buried in that Country. 

Last Wednesday the Bodies of M'. Seabright and M^ Davies, who were 
barbarously murdered by Ruffians on their way to Paris, were carried out of 
Town to be interred in Hertfordshire. 

The said M'. Sebright was the only Brother of my Friend, Sir Thomas 
Sebright, of Beachwood in Hartfordshire, and was Gentleman Commoner 
of Balliol College, and had his Master of Arts' Degree given him this last 
40 Summer by the University. He had a very good Estate left him lately 
by an Uncle. He was a sweet natured youn[g] Gentleman, and had 
been at Paris more than once. 

Sept. 28 (Men.). M'. Rob* Peirce, Rector of Scotere in Lincoln- 
shire, tells me that M^ Wesly (Rector of Epworth in that County) hath 
a MS. of all the Orders of the Nuns. The said M'. Peirce hath a MS.

The foUowing Account of y* Murther of the English Gentlemen near Calais 
is written by Richard Spindelow, Servant to M'. Seabrighti who is recover'd 
of his Wounds, and arriv'd here (at London ^) ; and as it appears to be the best 20 
and truest Narrative of that horrid Afiair that hath yet been given, we think 
it proper to insert it in this Paper, viz. 

Sn, 

On Tuesday, Sept 10, about Three in the Afternoon, we set out 
from Calais for Bologne, in our way to Paris: My Master Sebright (the 
best of Masters) and M^ Davies being in one Chaise, and M'. Monpesson and 
my self in another, and his own Servant on Horseback. About three Quarters 
of a MOe beyond the second Post, being near seven Miles from Calais, we 
were set upon by six Highwaymen, who, having stopp'd the Postillions, came 
rxp to the Chaises, and demanded our Money, and the same was readily 30 
snnneDder'd to them ; for we had no Fire-Arms with us to make Resistance, 
and even the Gentlemen's Swords were taken from them. Then taking us 
out of our Chaises, we were all commanded to lie dovtm upon our Faces, as 
were the Postillions too ; which was presently obey'd. Upon which, one of the 
Rogues came and rifled our Pockets, and narrowly search'd the Wasts and 
Linings of our Breeches. This being done, I was ordered to get up and open 
the Portminteaus ; and as I was going to do it, I saw one of them pull the 
dead Body of M^ Locke out of the Chaise, in which he had been kill*d, in his 
Rctom from Paris, at some small Distance from us. This was a sad Presage 
of .what was like to follow. M'. Locke's Servant, who was a Swiss, was spar*d, 40 
hot made to lie on his Face at the Place where they met him. In rifling 
M'. Sebright's Portmanteau, they found some Things wrapped up, which they 
inspected I endeavour'd to conceal, which made them cut me with a Sword 
very dangerously in the Head. When they had done with my Master's 
Portmanteau, they order'd M'. Monpesson to open his, and desir'd M'. Sea- 
bright to tell them in French that his Servant was gone before, and had the key 
with him. This Servant they had met not far off, and had shot him in the 
Back ; but he, not being dead, was order'd to lie down on his Face ; and now 
tbwfetch'd him to open his Master's Portmanteau. 

when they had finish'd their Search of the Portmanteaus and Cloak-Bags, 50 
Asking every Piece of Linnen for fear of missing any Money, then the 
Ittfteroas Ruffians gave the Word to Kill ; whereupon one stabb'd me in Ave 
Places in the Body, and left me for dead ; and with the same Sword he struck 
rt W. Davies several Times, & cleft his Skull. Who was butcher'd next, or

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what immediately follow'd, I cannot tell, being stunn'd by one of the Villains, 
who came up to me and stamp*d three Times upon my Head, as I was lying 
upon my Face. As soon as I came a little to my self, I perceiv'd by his 
Groans that they were murdering M'. Monpesson, whose Throat they cut, and 
otherwise wounded him ; but he surviv'd his Wounds for some time. 

About that time a Peasant, that was accidentally passing by, was brought in 
amongst us, and made to lie with his Face to the Ground, who, perceiving 
what sort of Work they were upon, got up, and attempted to run away, but 
they rode after him, and shot him dead. After this, they visited me once 

10 more, and having tum'd me about to see if I had any Life remaining, but 
observing none, they left me there, weltering in my Blood. The bloody 
Scene being then ended^ they pack'd up their Booty, carrying away two 
Cloak-Bags fiUM with the best of the Things, and having a Horse that was 
small and poor, they shot him themselves, and took away a better out of the 
Chaises in his Room. 

About a Quarter of an Hour after they were gone, we heard the Peasants 
talking over the dead Bodies, and M'. Monpesson and myself lifting up our 
Heads as well as we could, perceiv'd they were carrying away what Things 
were left ; we desir'd them to help us into the Chaise, but they refus'd to do 

2o it ; so. with much Difficulty, M^ Monpesson got himself in, and I crawl'd up to 
it, and got my Body in, while my Legs hung out, and in that Posture we were 
carry'd to a little House three quarters of a Mile from the Place, and one of 
the Peasants was so kind as to lead the Chaise ; the People of the House brought 
some Straw, and laid us upon it, and there we lay in great Misery that Night. 
M'. Monpesson took Notice in the Night that he thought the Rogues were 
but indifferently paid for the Drudgery of butchering so many (five Persons 
being then murthered, and himself, who died soon after, made the sixth), * for,' 
saith he, ' besides Watches, Rings. Linnen, &c., they had but 120 Guineas 
amongst us all, and the Payment of the Bills will be stopt at Paris.' 

30 M'. Seabright had chang'd at Calais about 25 Guineas into Silver (not 300, 
as was given out), to bear our Expences upon the Road. And whereas it was 
reported diat he said to the Ruffians he knew one of them, which Expression 
is supposed by some to have occasion'd the sad Catastrophe, which it might 
have done, had it been true, but the said Report is absolutely false and ground- 
less^ and highly injurious to the Memory of that worthy, tho' unfortunate. 
Gentleman. The Murther was doubtless preconcerted among them, and 
resolved upon; and they tell us in that Country that, some Time before, 
a certain Company had drank at a House upon the Road an ^mcommon 
Quantity of Brandy, who are supposed to be this wicked Gang, fn order to 

40 work themselves up to a sufficient Rage for the committing of so much 
Barbarity. 

Next Morning we were carried from our little Cottage upon the Road back 
to Calais, where several of the most able Surgeons of the Place were sent for 
to take Care of us and dress our Wounds. They sow'd up M'. Monpesson's 
Throat, and, finding he had a Fever, bled him, but he died a few Hours 
after. 

Another Report was spread here, and transmitted to France, which, !n 
Justice to Truth and the injured Person, I think my self obliged to contnuUct, 
viz. That the Woman*s Son at the Silver Lyon Inn at Calais was taken iq> on 

50 Suspicion of having a Hand in that horrid Action, upon which Account thef 
have since been great sufferers at that House; but the said Report ii pi 
false as any thing can be true ; on the contraryi these People facer ii|i 
best of Characters. .. 'J^^. 

I have here given you the Substance of the Report I made 1 ' «^-iiiX*M _ 

the President at Calais, which he told me he would hsfe Pti* 
England, when I waited on him some Davs before ( 1^ 
him for the great Care he had taken in thfe unhap|Di 
Time described to him the Features of two of t 
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Things remarkable in their Faces. What Account the Postilholns [j/V] gave 
of the Matter, I know not, but 'tis said to be little and next to none. 

A Person was some Time since taken up at Lisle, and said to be the old 
Man that was among them, for such there was in the Gang, but upon his 
Trial he did not appear to be the same ; however, he was broken upon the 
Wheel for a Robbery committed by him four Years ago. 

We hear of another Person taken up near Bologne, who is in Goal there, 
on Account of some Words that he spoke, as 'tis said, in a drunken Frolick, 
so that 'tis much doubted that he was a Person concerned, tho' he hath got 
a Stone Doublet by the Bargain. But it is hoped that the Perpetrators of so 10. 
much Wickedness will be apprehended, and in that Case I expect to be sent 
for to France ; & if so, you will hear further from

Kov. 19 (Tu.). In S*. Peter's Parish in y« East, Oxon., lives one 
M'. Bremingham, y^ sells Apples & some other small things, & is a 
brisk, lively old Man, whom I met with his basket yesterday in High 
Street, when he told me, upon my asking him ab^ his Age, that next 
Valentine's day he is ninety Years of Age, & y* his Wife is much about 
y same Age. He hath two Sons, y^ have good business at Cambridge, ao 
ft live well; one is an Inn Keeper, the other a Furrier. 

I was told to-day by M'. Thomas Mynne, an ingenious Joyner of 
S*. Peter's Parish in y« East, Oxon., that Crowe Well, w^h really divides 
Holywell & S^. Peter's (& is almost opposite to the Cross in Magdalen 
Grove Wall), & over woh Well he, the said M'. Mynne, hath lately built 
a Coach-House & Stable, tho* it (the Well) be stopt up, was of very great 
Note 'till the late Siege of Oxford, when it was stopt up, and afterwards, 
viz. soon after y« Siege, the Stones of it were carried by M'. Cowdrey, 
the Shoemaker (as M'. Mjmne hath often heard his Father, who was also 
a Joyner, say), to the Well that is on y« East Side of Hdy-well Church, 30 
now call'd Newton's well, from the Person y* lives in it. I told him y* 
this Well, call'd Crow Well, had been stop'd up long before y« Wars, w^h 
he could not deny ; but then I told him it was afterwards open'd again,

Pope, a young Attorney of that Town, 
who lived within the Precincts of the Abbey, & hath left the Character 
behind him of a good natured young Man, on w^'^ account he was well 
beloved. He was married to a pretty Woman, by whom he had one 
Child, & they are both living. He died of a hot, burning Feaver, 
occasioned by drinking Puiurh.

On Monday Night, Nov. 35, 1723, an Express 
arrived at Whitehall from Paris, with Advice that his Rojral Highness 
Philip, Duke of Orieans, late Regent of France, and afterward Prime 
Minister, upon the Decease of Cardinal Du Bois^ died there, on Thursday, 
the 3i"t of that Month, of an Apoplexy, in the 50*^ Year of his Age, 
10 being bom the 23d of July, O. S., 1674. This Prince has governed 
France, for above 8 Years, as absolutely as any of its former Kings, and 
tho' his Death was sudden and tmexspected, and of Consequence must 
have given great Surprize, yet he was such a compleat Villain that no 
one appears sorry for it, as there was as little sorrow shewn upon the 
Death of Du Bois, another great Rogue, who was eat up with Uie Pox. 
By the Death of these two, K. James hath lost two of his greatest 
Enemies.

Last Week died at Bath the R* Hon^^ the Lord Harvey, eldest son of y« 
Eari of Bristol, one of y* Gentlemen of the Bed Chamber to the Prince, in 
the thnty fifth Year of his Age. 10 

(This L^ Harvey had a younger Brother lately Gentleman Commoner 
erf* X^ Church, one of the finest Youths I ever knew.) 

Abo last Week died of the Small-Pox the R^ Hon^^« George Nevil, Baron of 
Abergavenny in Monmouthshire, [in] about the 25^ Year of his Age. He was 
first Baron of England, his Patent being granted by Edward the i'*, in the 33^ 
Tear of his Reign, and in the Year of our Lonl 1395. He is at present 
SQCceeded in his Title by his Brother, M'. Nevil ; but in Case the Lady of the 
deceased Lord should be delivered of a Son (she being now with Child), the 
Title will then descend to his Issue. 

The Corpse of the Lord Abergavenny is to be carried out of Town on ao

Mill us'd to say, Ncw^ there are many Men thai think 
themselves fity ^ would fain be Archie of Canterbury^ but I know no one 
so well qualify d as M^. Stone, tho* he thinks himself fit for no high Station, 
10 He had been a Traveller, and was Founder of S^. Clement's Hospital on 
the East Side of Oxford. He lies buried in S^. Michael's Church in 
Oxford, his Monument being in the College Chancell, just on the West 
side of that of M^. Guise. I transcribed it from the Monument on the

Two Instances of this 
happened last Week, one in Mr", Richards, wife of Henry Richards, 
a Shoemaker in S*. Pelei's in the East, This Woman (Daughter of one 
old Goody Swan, of S*.

In the Prose Additions to Robert of Gloucester's Chronicle we have 
pykeled eyen for fine and small Eyes. Pykele is the same with ptueUe, i. e. 
a maid, damsel^ virgine^ fine young GirU pretty , youngs heautifull Creature. 
And this Word was much used in former times by young Gentlemen, 
especially at Places near Oxford, one of w«l* was Garsington, and another 
was Sunningwell in Berkshire, to w«^ Village of Sunningwell many 
Persons of Note us'd to go, particularly at y* time when Fryer Bacon 
sometimes retired thither, whereof they have a tradition at Sunningwell to 
40 this day, & upon the upper Part of y« Tower of the Church is a Place y* 
they call Fryer Bacon's Study. Many of the Persons at Sunningwell (of 
whom this word pykeled was spoke) had forfeited their Chastity, w«h 
occasioned a sort of a Proverbial saying there, that is retain'd to this 
day, viz. 

All the maids in Sunningwell 
You may put in an Eggshell. 

Deo. 26 (Wed., Xtmass Day). On Friday last dyed Mn Anne 
vAylworth (Daughter of the late Chancellor Aylworth), aged 70 Years^ at 
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tbe House she hath lodged at many Years in S^. Gyles's Parish in Ozon., 
and was buried in S^. Michael's Church, Oxon., on Sunday following. 
There were 14 Coaches, besides the Hearse, at her Funeral. Her 
Father and Mother lye buried at S^. Michael's. She hath left an hundred 
Pounds, the use of it to go for ever to the Poor of S^. Michael's Parish. 
She was Daughter of D'. Aylworth by his first Wife. By his second 
Wiit are left two other Daughters, who lived in S^. Gyles's with this 
M™. Anne, viz, M" Ellen and M™. Hannah. The youngest, M". 
Hannah, receives all and pays all. This M". Hannah, three or four 
Years agoe, was forced by a high Wind into the Ditch by S^. Gyles's 10 
Church Yard, as she was coming from Church, & had like to have been 
, stifled. After w^^^ she, at her own Charges, had a Wall put on each side 
as we go into the Church Yard, to be a Guard for the future. They have 
been all three look'd upon as good sort of People. Neither of these 
three Daughters was ever married 

Deo. 26 (Th.). Daniel Langhom, in p. 9, 10, of his Introduction to 
the History of England, quotes a Passage in Verse out of an old English 
Chronicle in verse, wob he says is in Saxon in Trin. Coll. Library, Cambr. 
He refers to Comm. in Bedae Hist Eccl., lib. i. I have not Whelock's 
Bede. But, upon comparing the Passage, I find it to be Rob. ofao 
Gloucester's, and that therefore the Chron. is not properly Saxon, but an 
English one since the Conquest 

Deo. 27 (Fri.)* ^^ Night I was in Company with M'. W™ Reading, 
formerly of University College and a Schoolmaster in Oxford (teaching 
a private School), but now Keeper of the Library of Sion College in 
London, to w^^ he was chosen soon after he left Oxford, about fifteen 
Years agoe, much about w<'^ time he also married a pretty young 
Woman, who happened to be mightily taken with him, tho' he be not 
a personable Man, but a plain, downright, honest Person, with whom she 
thought she should be more happy than an handsome Man. They lived 30 
happily together for some time, but she died soon of a Consumption, 
having one Child only by M'. Reading, w^'^ was buried with her in the 
same Grave. M'. Reading expressed much Concern for her Death, as he 
insinuated last Night, but some time after married a second Wife, by 
whom be hath had four Children, all living. His Mother (an old, infirm 
Woman) is still living in Worcestershire, & he goes this Morning out of 
Oxford to pay her a Visit This M'. Reading (who is a Clergyman) 
bath published several Books, two of w^^^^ are Cluver's Geography & 
Valesius's Ecclesiasticall Historians, and he is now publishing in folio, 
A Catalogue of Sion College Library, about half of y^^ (he says) is 40 
already printed. He is about 52 Years of Age. He brought with him 
a thin folio Paper MS., left to the Ashmolean Museum by y® late M'. E. 
Waple of S*. John's Coll. It was written by M'. Edw. Gresham. 

Meeting this Afternoon with M'. Clarke, of Oxford, the Scrivener, he 
told me that he was in the 79^ Year of his Age, that he was bom in 
S». Peter's Parish in the East, Oxford, tho' he lived many Years in 
Sunning Parish in Berks., that tho' he was a great Lover of History, and 
read much of it/ yet he never read Stowe's Survey of London 'tiU very 
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btdj, when be read it all ofver with irerj great Satisfartioo, faawiiig bor 
low^ it of old Nic Cox, the BocAsdler.

On SatuixL, the 31 isst, about Eleven o* Clock, &dy at his Hoose 

in Essez-strect, Sir John Bennet, RS Serjeant at Law, and Judge of 

the Marshal's Court. Two of the said Gentleman^ Soib» nz. John and 

Tho. Bennety Esq", are Bfasters m Chancery. His Dangfater, the Lady 

10 Vicoontess Lisbnm, died at her Father's House some Months ago. 

Mist's Joomal, Satord., Dec. 28. 

Dec. 80 (Mod.). There are no Remains now of Missenden Abbey 
in Bncks^ only a Qoyster. Nor is there any Account to be gadiered how 
faj it extended, or how big it was. But there b a place which they say 
the Church stood on. We are also as ignorant as to the Bigness of thaL 
Several CofiKns have been found here, and, among the rest, near to the 
Place where the Church stood, was found, some Years agoe, one of 
Stone, wherein was an intire Corps, which had not been expos'd to the 
Air above 10 Minutes before it was Ashes. In this Coffin were found 
20 a Lamp and a Crodfiz, which, with the Ashes of the Corps, were com- 
mitted to the Ground at the Request of Mn Fleetwood, Mother of the 
then Lord of the Manor. M'. Fleetwood's House was bnih out of the 
Abbey Materials. 

This Day, about half an hour after eleven of the Clock, died M'. W™ 
Musgrave, of the Eagle and Child in St. Peter's Parish in the East, 
Oxford, being near, if not quite, fourscore Years of Age, an Irishman of 
a very good Character for his Honesty, notwithstanding he was a Roman 
Catholick. He was a Souldier in Ireland for K. James U. He hath lefl 
a Widow and many Children, Sons and Daughters \ 

30 Dec. 91 (To.). Ankerwike in Bucks, consists of Meadow Grounds, 
and therefore subject to be overflowed. It comes from the Saxon Ancep, 
anchorite, or hermiU^ or solitary ^ and pic, a village or dwelling place^ so 
that the true signification is, a soUtary place^ or anchorite's celL And, 
indeed, here was a Religious House, vir. a Priory or Nunnery of the 
Order of S*. Bennet, built by Gilbert & Richard Munfichet, K*», to the 
Order of S*. Mary Magdalen, temp. H. a (Tanner's Not. Mon., p. 16), 
and I am apt to think that long before that here had been an Anchorite's 
Cell. There is nothing remarkable now remaining of the Nunnery, nor 
do the least Ruins of it appear. But out of it hath been built a good 

40 Seat. At the Dissolution it was retum'd into the Commissioners to be 
wholly in mine, and therefore 'tis very probable that what was left 
standing was quickly after pull'd down. It does not appear to me at 
present where the Church stood, nor do I hear of the Discovery of any 
Coffins, or other sacred Reliques of that kind. But, in all likelyhood, 
the Church was in the Court before the House, where is a great Yew

Afternoon. 
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Tree. The Ground behind the House is levelled for Gardens, so that 
nothing remains to prove it an ancient Habitation, except the Moats. 
At this Place John Tayler, Bishop of Lincohi, died in the Year 1553, 
lo Maris, some Years after the Dissolution ^ The Estate now belongs 
to the Harcourts, and they have got a great Number of old Evidences 
relating to this Nunnery. 

I h^rd M'. Tho. Myn, the Joyner, say to-day that he was born on 
Nov. 5*1^, 1666. He also told me that when he was a Joumyman in 
London, he once walk'd the Length of London, purely out of Curiosity, 
and that he set otit at three Clock in the Morning, & had done by eleven, 10 
& found it seven Miles in length. He said he once went to Chester on 
purpose to see a Building there ', the only one in England, just in shape 
of one of the Egyptian Pyramids. He sayd he doubted not but the 
Architect, a most curious Man, had them in his View. He said he ask'd 
the Keeper of the Church ' whether there were not a Corps in iL He 
told him there was one below, so he went down and saw an old Altar 
Monument, it may be the Founder's. 

Jan. 1 (Wed.), 172f. The Abbey House of Medmenham, commonly 
called Mednham, in Bucks., seems most part of it to have been built 
since the Dissolution, as doth the Chappell at the End of one of the ><> 
Wings. There is no painted glass nor Arms of it remaining. In the 
Chappell (w^h is a low, til'd Building, paved with ordinary Brick) lye 
some broken Marble Carvings, being Representations of our Saviour, 
which came from the Abbey. They can give very Kttle or no account of 
the Abbey, and no more is remember'd to be standing than what now 
remains, which is part of the North Isle. It seems to have been a very 
good Building. For those four Pillars remaining are very handsomely 
wrought. The Windows are large, and the whole Ruines consist of very 
good square Ashler Stone. The length of the Part of the N. Isle 
standing is 16 Yards, the Breadth 4 Yards. 30 

There are the Ruines of an old, strdbg Building here, w<>h they call 
Bolbank's Castle, w^'^ I take to be part of the Mannour House of Hugh

of yoOy Dear Brother, when you Look ouer my Dear Father^s Books, if you 
Could bestow any of them upon mee, they will be uery acceptable, and they 
may be seniiseable to mee one time or other ; but I shall leaue this to your 
desposeing, whom all those things Doth in Right belong to. I should be glad 
to know when you goe ouer to White Waltham, because I would, if you 
thought iitt, meete you there att my Mother in Law's. I am att Work now 
att my Lord Cadogan's, att Causham, in the Gardens under M'. Acres [?], who 
undertaks it, but I Designe to gett into Seruice again as soon as I can gett 
into some good, Ciuill Family.

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de Bolebec, who had given both it and its appurtenances to the Abbey of

called Mednham Abbey) in the beginning of K. John's Reign, whose 
Charter for that end bears date the 2^ Year of his Reign. So that Hugh 
de Bolebec was the true Founder, tho' 'twas built several Years after his 
Death. 

Last Night was buried in S^. Marie's Church, Oxon., the Widow 
Wbeatly, an Apothecary of Oxford, whose Husband died many Years 
lo since. There is a Son, an extravagant young Man, who may soon spend 
30 libs, per an. that is come to him. 

Jan. 2 (TIl). Last Night I was with M'. Reading two or three 
hours again, he being retum'd from seeing his Mother, now almost 
fourscore Years old, a very infirm, weak Woman, in Worcestershire. He 
says that after he hath published his Catalogue of Sion Coll. Library, he 
designs to print a Volume of Sermons in 8^o *. 

Yesterday, about two Clock in the Afternoon, M^ Richard Johnson 
Mancipal of £dm. Hall's Wife was brought to bed of a Son, being his 
3d Child. 

30 Jan. 8 (Fri.). At Bumham in Bucks, was a Priory of Benedictine 
Nuns, built a.d. 1266, by Richard, King of the Romans, to the honour 
of St. Mary. Its annual revenues were worth at the Suppression 
51I. 2s. 4d. q., Dugd,\ $il. 5s. iid., Speed, What remains of tins Abbey 
lays about a Mile South of the Church. It seems to have been fitted up 
for a Seat or Habitation soon after the Dissolution, but was quickly, for 
some account, forsaken, and left to Tenants, who chose a mean Habita- 
tion at a little Distance. The Fabrick remaining is in the Shape of an 
L, one part of w<^ is divided into an Hall, Kitchen, and other OfiSces, 
& the other converted into a Dormitory, over which (as is said) hung 

30 a Bell. The Dormitory & Hall^ &c., are full of little arch'd Windows. 
All the ancient Windows remain, & the Fabrick seems to have been in 
good Repair at the Dissolution. I can learn no account of the Church. 
It probably stood on one side the Dormitory. Here are diverse Motes 
& Ponds, as are also at Marlow Abbey and Medmenham Abbey. 

Yesterday I was told by M". Major, Wife of M'. Major, Keeper of the 
Oxford Schools, that Madam Yen desired most earnestly to be buried in 
the Church Yard of S^. Peter's in the East, and by no means in the 
Church, and this she repeated over and over. And yet her Executor, not 
observing her Request, had her buried (or rather put, for it cannot pro- 

40 perly be called Buried) in a hole of the Church by S*. Grymbald's Vault, 
as I have before observed. She was most certainly in the right in that

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she desired to be buried in the Church Yard. It is what is exactly 
agreeable to Antiquity. Church- Yards are the Koifjornipia, or Cemiteries, 
or Places of Sleeping 'till the Resurrection, not the Churches. Churches 
were designed for the Living, not for the Dead. So D'. Peirce, of Magd. 
ColL, Oxford, us*d to say, and he insisted upon it in his Sermons. And 
Madam Yen's Husband was buried in the Church- Yard, not in the 
Church, viz. in the South side of Laurence Liddiard Church- Yard in 
Somersetshire, where he hath a Tomb four square, on the South side of 
which is this Inscription : —

Jan. 4 (Sat.). The Church of Bumham in Bucks, is a Vicaridge 
endowed, and formerly belong'd to Bumham Abbey. The length of this 
Parish from N. to S. is 5 Miles, and 3 Miles in Breadth. There are two 
antient Places in it, one near Cippenham, called Prime Rose Hill, the 
other in East Bumham Common. They are both moated about, and 
there appear at them Foundations of antient Buildings. They are 
supposed to have been two Seats of some of our Kings, probably of the 
Mercians, being just on the Borders of that Kingdom. Here is a small 
Brook, that rises from a Pond, and mns thro' Cippenham, & so falls into 
the Thames, carrying a Mill call'd Eye Mill. 30 

On Thursday Moming last (Jan. 2^) died in the Morning, of the small 
Pox, one M'. Stillback of Queen's-ColL, a young Man, very sober and 
regular, of about two Years' standing, that came out of the North, and 
was Servitour in the College. He was buried the same day in the 
Evening, in S*. Peter's Church Yard in the East. 

Priscilla Clarke, Sister of Saml & William Clarke, Printers at the 
Theater, was bom on June 12, 1685, at six Clock in the Mornmg^ being 
Friday, and was baptized on June 21^^ following. 

Jan. 6 (Son.). From Mist's Journal of Yesterday, Sat., Jan. 4, 
1724: — 40 

On Sunday, in the Afternoon, arrived a Mail from Flanders. A Letter

on the same Road, has been seized at Nancy. The Chief of them b a Col- 
lector of some small Impost in Lorrain, who first took to this execrable Course 
of Life vinth others who are Lorrainers, but afterwards increased his Gang in 
the French Netherlands.

30 Jan. 6 (Men.). Bumham in Com. Bucks., that I have mentioned 
above, consists of 4 Divisions, viz. Bumham Town & East Bumham, 
Cippenham and Boveney, where there is a Chappel. The Vicar endowed 
with the small and great Tithes arising from East Bumham. The Tithes 
of the other part of the Parish formerly belonged to Bumham Abbey. 
Cippenham seems by the Name to have been formerly a Market Town. 
In East Bumham is an ancient Seat, call'd Allards, situate a Mile S. of 
the Town, which, for about 400 Years, has belong'd to the Eyres. There 
is also another old Seat in this Parish, viz. in Boveney Division, and 'tis 
call'd Hundercomb. It formerly belong'd to the Darells, an ancient 

40 Family, but now extincL After it came to the Evelyns, and was lately 
bought by Tho. Eyres, Jun., Esq. In East Bumham Common is a Place 
called Hartley Cote, moated about, in wch, 'tis reported, in the time of the 
Heptarchy one of the Kings lived, but nothing is extant but the Mote. 

Jan. 7 (Tn.). M'. Meadocourt of Merton Coll. hath printed the 
Sermon he preached at Merton Coll. last first of May, before the Univ., 
but it is most horrid, vile Stuflf. 

Last Sunday died a Daughter of Counsellor Carter, of Great Hasely, 

of the small Pox. She was a pretty Girl, of about 15 Years old. He 

had her by his first Wife. She was buried very decently in S*. Aldate's 

50 Church, Oxon., on this day, in the Afternoon, being brought in a hearse, 

and six Mourning Coaches attending. 
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Jan. 8 (Wed.). M'. George Hammond, M.A., Fellow of Brazen- 
Nose ColL, and late Head School-Master of Macclesfield in Cheshire, 
was latelj presented to the Living of Syrensham, alias Syersham, alias 
Sjsham, in the County of Northampton, w<)^ is, in some measure, a Sine- 
CnrCy because his Parishioners are generally buried at Northampton. 

Last Night, about six Clock, died M». Sawyer, Wife of one M'. Richard 
Sawyer, a Cooper in S*. Peter's Parish in the East, Oxon., and one of the 
Daughters of one Smith, a Gent, that lives behind the Angel Inn, Oxon. 
She had been delivered of a Child a little before, & was just recovered of 
the Small Pox, but was taken with a Pleurisy, w^h carried her off, to the 10 
great Grief of those that knew her, she being a very pretty, good natur'd, 
dvil young Woman, tho' her Husband be a cross, ill natured, sorry Fellow. 

This day, in the Afternoon, was buried in S*. Peter's Ch. in the East, 
Oxon., one Will. Wild, Capper of that Parish, a poor Fellow, whose Wife, 
notwithstanding very poor, would have him buried in the Church, where 
his Brother had been buried a year or two before. 

This day died Jacob Richards, ab^ 2 Clock in the Afternoon. He had 
been formerly Cook of Edm. Hall. Afterw^a he was second Cook of 
New-Coil., then second Cook of Queen*s-Coll., in w«^ Post he died, being 
75 Years of Age last August. 20 

Jan. 9 (Th.). Last Night M". Sawyer was buried pretty late (viz. 
about II Clock) in Magd. Parish Church, Oxon., where her Mother lyes 
buried. 

D'. Richd Frewin, of Oxford, Ph)rsician, hath got a MS. containing. 
An account of the hospital of St. Mary Magd., near Bawtree in Com. 
Notingham, by John Slacke, Master of that Hospital. 

Yesterday I saw and talk'd with a Man, a Joyner by Trade, of sixty 
Pounds per an., of Watlington, who told me that tho' the Church be now 
a this side the Town, at a little distance from it, yet formerly the Town 
stood where the Church is, and that there are there great Foundations of 3o 
old Buildings. I told him there had been a Castle at Wadington, which 
he agreed in, and said it must have been on one side of the Church.

Jan. 10 (FrL]. 1>. Bland, head Master of Eaton School, is made 
a Prebendary of Windsor, in the room of D'. Prat, deceased. This D'. 
Bland is said to be an industrious Man in his School, but it is certain, 
from an Epitaph in Latin that I have seen of his composing, that he is 
but a muddy headed Man, and that he cannot write clear & intelligibly 
in that Language. 

Jan. U (Sat.). Yesterday, at 4 Clock in the Afternoon, was buried 
Jacob Richards, the Cook, in S*. Peter's Ch. Yard in the East, by his 
30 Children, tho* his Wife, who died some Years before, was buried in the 
Church. But the reason of her being buried in the Church was to pre- 
vent her being taken up again, it being a common practise nowadays for 
young Physicians to rob Church Yards, tho' even Churches are stiU less 
safe, many Clarks, as 'tis said, in London, & other great Places, being 
confederate with the Physicians.

37), 
raised a most noble Monument to his Father, Mother, and Brethren, on 
which were many cunning Devices, and by it seven Pyramids, and divers 
columns or Pillars, adorned with their Armour. This stately, high monu- 
ment continued many Ages, and may put us in mind of the Roman 
Columns, fome of wt* have been discovered under Ground, & of the 30 
Egyptian Pyramids. 'Twas from the Jews' adorning the Monumts of 
their Heroes with Military Instruments that even the X*^™* put up 
Pennons and other Ensigns of Honour in Churches, tho' the most 
common Banner on our Monuments, before the Dissolution of Religious 
Houses, was a Cross, which, however, hath since that time been generally 
discontinued as Popish and Superstitious. And yet, why more Popish in 
thin Case than to sign Infants with the Cross at the time of their Baptism, 
w*!" is still practifi'd (and that very laudably) among us ? Meihinks, 
Cranmer's Monument by Balliol College had been never a whit the 
less honourable, had a Cross been put on it, such a one as we see on 40 
some old (the' otherwise very plain) Stones in some Church Yards. 
Especially since he is allow'd 10 have been a Martyr, and to have died 
fbi the true Christian Religion. If Crosses were found at Stonehenge 
on any of the Stones, ihey might argue the Monument to be Christian.

ao How, FeUow of Trinity-College, Oxon., a very great Cavalier and Loyalist, 
and a most ingenious Man. It was preached before K. Ch. I at Christ- 
Church, and was printed an. 1644, or thereabouts, as M'. Wood observes 
(Ath. Oxon., Vol. ii, col. 737), tho' he could never see the Sermon. I have 
been well assured that this Sermon was printed at Oxford, at Lichfield's 
Press, and that there were only thirty Copies printed, that K. Charies I 
ordered it himself to be printed in red Letters, and that Lichfield, being 
then printing ArchbP Usher's Ed. of Ignatius's Epistles, made use of the 
very same Ink that he did in Ignatius, where is a great deal of red Letter. 
The times being troublesome, & in Confusion, & very bloudy, a red 

30 letter was proper, & 'tis very probable that the Sermon being much talk'd 
of then, as it hath been since, to secure both himself & the printer the 
better, M^f. How might leave out the Title Page. M'. Wood was well 
acquainted with this M^. How, and yet for all that he could neither 
see this Sermon, nor get a good, clear account of it, w<)^ makes me 
think that M^". How had no Copy of it by him, when M^*. Wood became 
acquainted with him. I have heard old M'. Crosley, an Oxford Book- 
seller, who died some Years agoe at Great Milton (having left off his 
Trade some time before he died), say more than once, upon my asking 
him, that he once had this Sermon in red Letters, but he could not tell 

40 who bought iL It may be, 'tis this very Copy that I now have. As for 
M*". How, who took the Degree of Bach, of Div., July 10, 1646, being 
created among many others that had the honour of Degrees confer'd on 
them by Creation that year, for their laudable Sermons before the King, 
Court, and Parliament at Oxon. (preached by all of them some time 
before)^ he was put out of his Fellowship by the Parliamentarian Visitors, 
An.

Coll., Oxon., 
a famous Cavalier, and a very honest Man, who printed a Sermon that 10 
I have in red Letters, was bora at Lower Winchenden in Bucks., as 
M'. Dyer told me Yesterday. He sold his books, when old, some time 
before he dyed, being apprehensive y* after his Death they would go 
for little, it being usual to give but small Prices for Scholars' Books 
when they are dead, tho' the Tools of other Trades generally bring 
a good Sum.

The 30*^ inst, being the Martyrdome of K. Charles I, 
D'. Heywood of S*. John's Coll. preached before the Univ. at S*. Marie's, 
and, I am told, made a good Sermon. But then that at Cairfax was 
a most horrid one, before the Mayor, &c., being preached by that Block- 
head, D'. John Braboume, Principal of New Inn Hall. I hear he defended 
the Murther of this blessed King, & the vile Principles of those that did it. 
They say also that some are living that heard him preach this very same

Feb. 4 (Tu.). Yesterday I bought Spon's Miscellanea erudites Antiqui- 
talis of M'. Wilmot, out of D^. Charlett's Study, for thirty Shillings. 
At the same time I bought of him, out of ye same Study, Apian's 
Inscriptions, with Aulus Gellius of the Ed. 1526, in officina Michaelis 
Vascosani, for a Guinea, or 2 1 shillings. I never saw but one Copy of

This Morning, about ten Clock, died M^ Harrison, commonly called 
I>. Harrison, of S*. Peter's Parish in the East, Oxon. He was a Man of 
a very good Character, and was well skilled in his Business, being an 
Apothecary. He was honest, good natur'd, sensible, and facetious, & 
very well belov'd. He was about sixty six Years of Age. He had the zo 
Gout many Years, & this was y® Distemper that kill'd him, tho' he 
might have held out many Years longer, had not he some time agoe 
received a ^1, in the time of Night, when 'twas dark, in Edmund Hall- 
Quadrangle, where there happened to be a deep hole. His Wife died 
several Years agoe, as also did one of his Daughters, & he hath left 
behind him one only Child, a Daughter, that is supposed to be married 
to M'. Waseney Grove, M. A. & Student of X* Church \ who is a good 
natur'd Man, and hath layn at M'. Harrison's House many Years'. 

Peb. 6 (WecL). I heard M'. Dyer, Fellow of Oriel Coll., say last 
Night that he hath voted as Fellow of that College in Elections there ^o 
from the Year 1675, & that he never knew the Provost give a Vote 
formerly. 

M'. Strype, who hath published many large Books, as Memoirs of 
ArchbP Cranmer, ArchbP Parker's Life, &c., was bom in 1643, & is 
still living. 

This Morning, about half an hour after six of the Clock, died M^ 
Thomas Myn, of S*. Peter's Parish in the East, Oxon., Joyner. He is 
the same Man that is mentioned by me several times lately. He was 
bom Nov. s*^, 1666 •, and died therefore in the 58*^ Year of his Age*. 
He was a most ingenious Man. Indeed, I believe he had as good a head 30 
for his Business as any Man in England He had also some Learning 
& Knowledge in Antiquities. He hath had a Diabetes several Years. 
He walk'd about to the last, being out on Monday Morning last, tho' he 
was forced to be carried home. He had also the Palsy, so that the use 
of his right Arm was quite taken away, w^^ he told me was chiefly 
occasioned by a fall one evening, as he was coming down a Stair Case at 
Queen's College, at w^^ time happening to stumble, he hung by his Arm, wd^ 
was put out, & never well set, nor had he afterwards hardly any Use of it. 
He told me very lately that the present Provost of Queen's Coll. (D^. John 
Gibson)sent him once to London, chiefly to see a Scmtore, or Cabinet, made 4^ 
by !>. Edmund Gibson (then Bp of Lincoln, now Bp of London) his own 
Contrivance, the Provost looking upon it as a wonderfull & most ingenious

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Piece of Work. When M'. Mjn saw it, he said nothing, but afterwards 
declared his Mind aboat it as being a very poor Things w^ neither 
pleased the Bp nor Provost M^. Myn told me plainly there was nothing 
in it, but that it was a poor, inartificial Thing.' M'. Myn died in his 
Chair very easily & quietly, without a Groan, having several times desired 
that, if it pleased God, he might go oflf, he cared not how soon, by one 
easy turn, without pain ^ 

Last Monday D^. Hunt Master of Balliol College's Son, bdng half 
Christened before, was baptized in Magdalen Parish Church. Gossips 
10 were the Duke of Buckingham, the Marquis of Carnarvon, and the 
Countess of Arran, all by Proxies. The Duke's Proxie was the Lord 
Boyle (a young Nobleman of X^ Church, son to my lA Orrery), the 
Marquiss's M'. Lee of Corpus X^ ColL, & the Countesse's old Madam 
Rowney. 

Feb. 6 (Th.). Philemon Holland, M.D. of Trinity Coll. in Cambrici^, 
practis'd Physick in good repute many Years at Coventry, where he died 
in the year 1636, aged 85 Years, and was buried in the Choir of the 
great Church there. He was a most eminent Translator of Books, as is 
well known, several of w<^ were very difficult, & plainly discovered his 
20 great Skill. One of these Books was Plutarch's Morals, w<^, tho' it 
consisted of above a Ream of Paper of Philemon's Writing, yet it was 
translated & writ by him with one only Pen, which was so very remark- 
able a Thing that his learned Son, Henry Holland (Author of that curious 
Book call'd Her»logta Anglica), writ the following Distick upon the said 
Pen • :— 

This Booke I wrote with one poor Pen, made of a grey Goose quill : 
A Pen I found it us'd before, A Pen I leave it stilL 

Which Pen afterwards was begged by an auncient Gentlewoman 
(Mother to a noble Countess), who garnished it in silver, and kept it as 

£0 a Monument. 

M^. Davenant, late of Oriel College, made an Abstract of all the 
Writings in that College Treasury, & digested them in order. His Book 
is of great Service to the College, as I was told on Tuesday Night last by 
M^. Dyer and M'. Brooke, Fellows of the College. M'. Brooke also 
said Mr. Davenant made a List, at least had one, of the Writings, Muni- 
ments, & Records in the University School Tower. Indeed, I have often 
heard say this M'. Davenant was a good Antiquary, as well as Classical 
Scholar, and that he understood our University Statutes well. He was 
well acquainted with the late D'. Timothy Halton, Provost of Queen's 

40 Coll., who was a good Govemour, & was known to understand our 
Statutes very well. I knew M'. Davenant, & have been in his Com- 
pany. He was a facetious, witty, Satyrical Man, & would talk of old 
History, such as Josephus, &c., but I never heard him talk much of our

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English History & Antiquities. Tim. Halton was a great Hunter, & so 
was this Davenant, & ihey used to hunt together. 

There are several Places in England call'd Slapton, quasi slabby town. 
So I am told by a Gentleman, that knows one of them to be a very dirty 
place. 

Feb. 7 (Pri.). In Cat Street, Oxon., lives one M'. Roger Pamcot, 
a Taylor, a Man of about 93 Years of Age, as I am told, tho' I never 
ask'd his Age, notwithstanding I have several times talk'd with him. He 
is a Man that hath read much History, & is particularly vers'd in 
Josephus's Hist, of the Jews and Knowles's History of the Turks. 10 
He seldom stirs out now, but formerly his Company was much coveted, 
& being Taylour at Brazen Nose College, many of that Society would 
oflen send for him on purpose to have his Conversation, & would be 
so delighted with him as sometimes to keep him most part of the night, 
if not all night, being mightily pleased with his Stories. 

Feb. 8 (Sat). M'. Horrox, a young Man, Minister of Hool, a very 
poor Pittance, within four Miles of Preston in Lancashire, was a prodigy 
for his Skill in Astronomy, &, had he lived, in all probability he would 
have proved the greatest Man in the whole World in his profession. He 
had a very strange, unaccountable Genius, & he is mentioned with great ao 
honour by Hevehus, upon account of his Discovery of Venus in the Sun, 
upon a Sunday, but being called away to his Devotions and Duty at 
Church, he could not make such Observations as otherwise he would 
have done. He died very young, I think at about 23 or 24 Years of 
Age. His posthumous Works were printed by D'. Wallis. They are 
now scarce. M'. Whiteside of the Museum bought them several Years 
agoe, but gave 7s. 6d. for them. 

M'. Best of Balliol ColL bought out of D'. Charlett's Study the Tryal 
of ArchbP Laud, & his Chancellourship, in two Vols., fol., done by Hen. 
Wharton, for a Guinea, as M'. West of that College told me Yesterday. 30 

Feb. (Sim.). From Mist's Journal, of Febr. 8, 1724 : — 

On Saturday last D'. Egerton, Bishop of Hereford, and D'. Smallbrokc, 
Bishop of S^. David's, were both confirmed in Bow Church in the usual 
Manner. 

The Reverend D'. Tanner, Chancellor of the Cathedral Church at Norwich, 
b made Canon of Christ Church, Oxford, in the Room of the Right Reverend 
D', Egerton, now Lord Bishop of Hereford. 

" Yesterday died D'. Rich^ Adams, Rector of Stanlake, near Oxford, 
and late Fellow of Magd. Coll., Oxon. He was Brother to D^ Fitz Herb. 
Adams, late Rector of Line. Coll. This D'. Rich. Adams (who was a very 40 
weak, shallow Man) took the degree of M.A., June 27, 1684, that of B.D., 
Feb. 4, 1695, and that of D.D., July i, 1708. 



Feb. 0, [^172J]. T. Baker to H. (Rawl. 23. 1 la). [An extract from this 
letter is pnnted in the Preface to Robert of Gloucester , p. xix.] Note on 
Daniel Langhorn. [See Diary, April i.] Has not heard from Dr. Tanner : 
possibly he has gone to take possession of his canonry at Oxford. Wishes H.

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Feb. 10 (Mon.). Praying for the dead is most certainly a very ancient 
and primitive Custom, as appears from the Fathers. Our best English 
Divines also are for it, and many use it privately, tho' not publickly. 
jy^, Isaac Barrow and M'. Thomdyke were mightily for it. It is justiiyed 
from 2 Maccabees, xii. 44 : For if he (Judas Maccabaeus) had not hoped 
thai they thai were slain should have risen again^ it had been superfluous 
and vain to pray for the dead. And in Matt, xi.* 32 we have : And 
whosoever speaheth a word against the Son of Man ^ it shall be forgiven 
him : but whosoever speaketh against the holy Ghost ^ it shall not be forgiven 
10 him^ neither in this worlds neither in the world to come. This shews some 
Sins of an inferiour nature are forgiven in the world to come. 

Feb. 11 (Tu.). On Sunday, the 2^ instant, M^. Clement of Sandford 
near Oxford's Maid coming out of Sandford Church, at Evening Prayers, 
just at the Porch the Floor of the Church gave way, & she sunk a little. 
On Friday last they dug there, & found a very fine Image of Harrington 
Stone, by Burford. The Figure part of this Image lay downwards, & 
the back or blank part upwards, so that, being not covered with any 
Thing else, this plain Part is much worn in by People's continually 
trampling upon it I walk'd over yesterday, with M'. West of Balliol 

20 College, on purpose to see this Antiquity. It is now in the Chancell 
of the Church, & they design to-day to fix it in the North Wall of 
the Chancell. It is fine & old. I take it to be of Edw. Ilia's time, & 
that the Virgin Mary is really the Eflfigies of Q. Philippa, Edward UK* 
Queen. This was usual for the Artists to have Queens in their View, 
when they designed to represent the V. Mary. Her dress is pretty. 
There are three Angels on one side of her, & three on the other, & 
2 on their Knees at her Feet, with a holy water Pot. M'. Powell thinks, 
& so do others, that it stood in Sandford Church, & was buried in 
Edw. Vr« time, when Images, &c., were ordered to be puU'd down. It 

30 might have been also in Q. Eliz.'« time, when the like Mischief happened. 
But I rather believe that this Image did not originally belong to this 
Church, but either to the Chappel by the great Ivy House at Sandford, 
or else to the Minchery at Littlemore, and that in Hen. VIII^^'* time, 
when such a destruction of Religious Houses were made, it was removed 
hither as to the more safe Place, since Parochial Churches were not 
ordered to be destroyed or pulled down. I rather incline to the Chappell 
by the Ivy House, & now think that Chappell was not dedicated to 
S*^. Nicholas, but to the Virgin Mary, & that when S*. Nicholas is men- 
tioned in old writings, it is to be understood of the Church or Chappell 

40 at the Minchery, contrary to what I thought formerly in my Ed. of 
Leland's Itinerary. Yet still all Things are obscure. 

M'. Powell told me yesterday that Sandford Church is dedicated to 
S*. Andrew. He told me he thought Sandford Church older than the 
Conquest. This he told me some time ago. I said no ; stone Building 
was not common before the Conquest. Yet 'tis certainly a very old 
little Church. I have published an Inscription in the ii^ Vol. of Leland's 
Itin. out of the Chancell of Sandford Church. There is also in the

Major, Keeper of the University 
Schools, who lives in Holywell Parish, half a Guinea towards the Repair 30 
of the Roof of Holywell Church, which is now in a very bad condition.

Feb. 12 (WecL). As the old Britains were a Religious People, so 
also they were very loyal, and used to adhere firmly to their Princes.

Tho' domvs avgvsta be look'd 40 
upon as the same in signification, yet the word divina was more proper upon 
account of the use it was to be of to the Britains. This Expression took 
place al^er Julius Caesar's Apotheosis. It is of something a more sublime 
signification than avgvsta, as shewing that Claudius was not only of the 
Imperial, but divine Family. And were not the Roman an Elective 
Monarchy, I should think it were to be restrained to those of the right 
Line, such as Robert of Gloucester calls q/" the kund.

There are also 3 Copies of Verses in Praise of Sir John Stone- 
house, K* & Bar*, Son of the foresaid Sir Wm Stonehouse. This Sir John

Cross, a Taylour in Catstreet, Oxon., whose Son died two or three Years 
agoe, these two being his only Children, and both by his first Wife. 

Feb. 16 (Sun.). Yesterday D'. Thomas Tanner was installed Canon 
of X* Church, in room of D^. Egerton, Bp of Hereford, who hath resigned. 
The said D'. Egerton was a noble Man of New-CoU. He is young, and 
hath no Learning. As for D'. Tanner, he owes this Preferment to the 
spurious Ed. of Ant. ^ Wood's Athens Oxon. Had he acted honesdy 
and fairly, & given us the iii<^ Vol. of Anthony's Book, just as Anthony 
left it (as he should have done), he would not have been prefer'd in this 
Manner. He hath had two Wives, but both are dead. He hath one 30 
Child, a Son about six years old, by his second. His first Wife was 
one of the Daughters of D^ More, late Bp of Norwich.

I have some small Acquaintance both with him and the Chaplain to his Lady, 
the Countess of Coventry, who was Dowager to the first E^l of Coventry, of 
the Name of Coventrv, but despair of seeing either of them before Summer, 
the Roads thro' the Vale being now so very bad ; but if I should have any 
Opportunity before of informing my self, I will certainly acquaint you ; and in 
20 the meantime can aojuaint you (if you have not already heard of it) that 
M'. Thomas is now printing of a Chartulary of the Priory of Great Malvern ;

D'. William Baker, the present unworthy Bp of Bangor, hath just 
printed a Sermon he preached before the House of Lords last 30^^ of 
Jan. They desired him to print it, & they call it an excellent Sermon.

& Tittle Tattle, fiill of Lyes, abusing the rightfuU King & his Friends, 
& flattering the Usurper. 'Tis void of Divinity & reason. This 
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Dr. Baker was always look'd upon in Wadham College as an illnaluretJ 
Man, and they are glad there that they &re rid of him. 

Feb. 20 (Th.). I am inform'd thai M'. Turkentine [Torkington] Rector 
of Shottesbrooke in Berks.'s Wife died lately. This M', Turkentine, 
I am lold. was of Trir. Coll. in Cambridge, that he is about fifty 
Years of Age, that he is a great Lover of Women, & that he once 
belong'd to the Stage. He is not much at his Parsonage, but for the 
most part in London. 

Peb. 21 (Fri.). Being last Night in Company of Mr Whiteside, 
Keeper of Mu3. Ashm., & of Mr. Rawlins, D', Charlett's Administrator, 10 
I heard M'. Whiteside say Mr. Wilmot sold Bale's Dictionary in Engl., 
that belong'd to Dr. Charlett, for six Guineas, tho' he (Mr. Whiteside) 
would have given him 7 for it, and it had been presented by my \A Har- 
Icy to Dr. Charted. When I heard of this Present, I could not but 
conclude that it was to please Dr. Charlett a little, & I do therefore believe 
that lA Harley, by the Means of Humphr. Wanley, who was at Oxford 
a liitle before Dr. Charlett's Death, got roany Things of Charlett's before 
he died, particularly Dr. Pocock's ftlSS. Papers (wc'' are not now to be 
met with, I am told, at the Lodgings among Charlett's other Things), 
and the best of his Medals & Coyns, those that remain being of little 10 
noie, excepting a Gold one of Queen Anne, & yet Humphr. Wanley used 
to say that himself gave D'. Charlett twenty Pounds' worth of Coyns, 
whereas the Case & all remaining now was ' valued by M'. Whiteside but 
at twenty Pounds, w"'' was, too, such an extravagant Price that they will 
not altogether bring half the Money, insomuch that M'. Rawlins told 
Mr. Whiteside last Night that he had sold them a good while smce, had 
not he {Mr. Whiteside) priz'd them too high. 

Yesterday died, and the Bells went for her, at 8 Clock in the Evening, 
Mr*. Dorothy Tyrrell, commonly called Doll Tyrrell, at the House of 
Mr. Skinner, Recorder of Oxford, standing in St. John Baptist's Parish. 30 
This young Woman (a mighty good natured Creature) had the small Pox 
at the said House, but she was recovered. However, being very full of 
them, the Remains broke out in Boyls, -w='' caua'd her Death, just as she 
was about going to take the Air. She was about ao Years of Age, & was 
the second of three Daughters of my Lady Tyrrell, Wife to D'. Richard 
Frcwin. The other two are living, the Eldest, M". Belinda (commonly 
called Bei) Tyrrell, much noted in Oxford. 

This Afternoon, upon my Return from my Country Walk, I had a 
great deal of Discourse with old Will. Bremicham, of S'. Peter's Parish in 
the East, now in the 91** Year of his A^, being, as he says, bom a little 40 
after three Clock in the Morning, in the Year 1632 '. His Father was 
a Cavalier, & a Souldier for K. Charles 1". He says he us'd to supply 
hb Father's Place in the Siege of Oxford, sometimes as Centinel. He 
says he haih many times seen K. Charles I^, as he was walking, ft that 
the generality of the Pictures of him represent him too full faced, & 
with 100 much beard, he being a thin Man, & of a little picked Beard, & 
Utile Whiskers, tho' a strait Alan, and of a Majestick Countenance. He 

'' wa^ ' h ilruck oDt, but in blacker iak, bs if by a later bud.] 
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says he serv'd as Centinel in that Part of the Fortifications where 
Buddard's Garden (as they call it), by Wadham College, is now. He 
says he had a mighty Veneration for that excellent Prince, & that he rec^ 
several Kindnesses from the King's Souldiers. This old Man was 
formerly very brisk, & let Horses. He let Horses to King Charles H^'* 
Men in the Parliament of Oxford, in the latter End of that King's Reign. 
He says his Wife is four Days older than he is, & that she was bom 
somewhere about Dover. He says that the Tradition used to be y^ 
Blake's Oak (as we go to Abbington) was so called because Blake was 
lo hang'd there upon it (he being a great Parliamentarian VillaiD) for 
betraying three Christian Kings. He said this Oak was older than 
Magdalen Oak, notwithstanding much smaller, both being now in their 
Decay. He was bom in Oxford, & never liv'd out of it, unless it were 
before he was in Breeches, when he was not two years of Age, that he 
st'aid a little while at Norleigh. 

Feb. 22 (Sat.). Upon the Top of Heddington Hill, by Oxford, on 
the left Hand as we go to Heddington, just at the Brow of the Branch 
of the Roman Way that falls down upon Marston Lane, is an Elm that 
is commonly call'd and known by the Name of Jo. Pullen's Tree, it 
20 halving been planted by the Care of the late Mr. Josiah FuUen of Mag- 
dalen Hall, who used to Walk to that place every day, sometimes twice 
a day, if tolerable Weather, from Magdalen Hall and back again in the 
Space of half an Hour. This Gent, was a great Walker, & some ^i^alks 
he would call a Mug of two Penny, & others a Mug of Three penny, 
&c., according to the Difference of the Air of each Place. 

Feb. 23 (Son.). Yesterday I bought out of the Study of the late 
D*". Charlett, TTie Vision of Pierce Plowman, wherevnio is also annexed the 
Crede of Pierce Plowman^ neuer imprinted with the hooke before. I had be- 
fore two Copies of this very Edition of Pierce Plowman, one given me by 

30 M'. West of Balliol College, the other by M^^. Graves, of Mickleton in 
Glouc.sh., but in both of them the Creed, notwithstanding mentioned as 
annexed in the Title Page, is wanting, being, it may be, laid aside for 
some that had Copies of a former Edition. This Crede is so great a 
Rarity that it was formerly lent me by Thomas Rawlinson, Esq., being 
bound up by it self, and at that time I extracted some Things out of it, w<^ 
I have made use of in my Ed. of Guil. Neubrigensis, & in my Glossary 
to Robert of Gloucester, mentioning in both Places that it is a very great 
Rarity. And in GuiL Neubrigensis I have signify'd that it is a distinct 
Book (altogether different) from the Book in meeter commonly called 

40 Piers Ploughman, the Author whereof was Robert Langlande. This Book 
D''. Charlett procured out of the Study of the late learned M'. W^i Fulman, 
who hath written the following Particulars at the End of the Book : — 

The Creed seems to have been written some yeares after the Vision, as 
appeares by the mention of Wicklef, who appeared not till the end of K. Edward 
the third, and especially of Walter Brute, who was later. Of Walter Brute, 
mentioned in the Creed, c. iiii, vide Foxe, Act Men., p. 566, Ann. 1391. Bale 
calls him Britte, p. 503 ; Pits, Brithus, p. 547. The Prayer and complaint of 
the Plowman extant in Fox, Act Mon., p. . . ., seems to be of the same age. 

From what I have said in p. 770 of Guil. Neubr., it appears that Piers 
50 Ploughman was wn^^*^ ^ the Year 1409, whence I should conclude y^ 
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the Creed is older than Pierce Ploughman, and yet after all I have there 
insinuated that Pierce the Ploughman's Crede was so called, as other 
Sat)rrical Books were, in Imitation of the former, so that I still am of 
opinion & believe that Pierce Ploughman's Vision is the oldest, tho' not so 
old as M'. Fulman seems to take iL Toward the Beginning of the Crede 
are some MSS. Glosses or Explications. It cost me (being priz'd no more) 
one Shilling and six Pence only, and yet the Book is well worth a Guinea. 
It is really very remarkable what is mentioned, Matt xxvii. 14, viz. 
that our saviour answered (Pilate) to never a word, insomuch thai the 
gaoemour marvelled greatly, Pilate was not his proper Judge. Ibid, 10 
V. 59, And when Joseph had taken the body (of our Saviour), he wrapped 
it in a clean linen clothy &c. This an argument for burying in linnen. 
In V. 5, ml mnkBaw oir^^o, Pricasus interprets it that he went away & 
threw himself headlong from some steep Place, &, agreeable to Act. i. 18, 
that his Bowels burst out, as usual in such violent deaths. What is in 
our com. Transl., Mat. xxvii. 3, the jo pieces of Silver, is in Wickleffs 
TransL Pe J>ritti pans, & so v. 9. lb. v. 11, And Jesus stood before the 
gaoemaur, 'Tis domesman in Wickl. for governour, Wickl. has it 
sometimes yitff/iV^. But 'tis rjfpyL^v in the Gr. Mat. xxviii. 9, And tluy 
(the women, viz. Mary Magd. & y® oth' Mary) came and held him by the ao 
feet, and worshipped him, Mark i. 6, 'tis said John the Baptist did eat 
locusts and wild honey. Wickliff haUi it, hony soukis ^ wilde hony, 

Teh. 24 (Hon.). I bought out of D'. Charlett's Study, on Saturd. last, 
Ant, Augustini libri duo de emendatione Gratiani, una cum A, Schotti oratione 
infunereAnt. Augustini ; Par., 1607, 4°. Price is., but 'tis worth 5s. 

M'. William Mitchell, a Chandler, gave me lately a Roman Co^-n of 
one of the Gordians. He lives with M". Broadwater of Oxford, is a Man 
that is ingenious, and loves Antiquities. He had some time ago a Crucifix 
(that he found in a hamper of Raizins that came from Spain) with Beads 
hanging to it. He lent it to M'. Child, the Organist, who borrowed ic to 50 
shew some body in S^. Gyles's, and thereby he lost it. 

Feb. 26 (Tu., S<^. Matthias). Yesterday I bought out of D'. Charlett's 
Study the two following Books : —

10 is wholly written by D'. Charlett's own hand, and, being poor and weak, 
I believe the D'. drew it up, but that the Particulars of Law were given 
him by old D^ Bouchier, M'. Proast, & some others, and that several 
Passages, too, were gleaned from Discourse at Table. 

This MS. Thing, being against Anthony for characterizing a dead 
Person, and the Penner being for punishing those that shall speak any 
thing but honourably of the dead, be they never so profligate, ^y con- 
firms me that D'. Charlett was one of the most violent against me, when 
I was lately prosecuted in the V. Chancellour's Court for writing Truth 
of the Dead, &c. Charlett himself was mighty Ambitious of fame A 

ao honour, & was terribly afraid of being spoke ill of both living and dead. 
And he had reason to fear this, being a very ill Man, and one that did 
an inconceivable deal of Mischief in the University. He thought, by 
appearing zealous for the fame of the Dead, that it would get him Prefer- 
ment But 'twould not do. 

Yesterday Mr. Wihnot, the Bookseller, told me that John Pointer of 
Merton Coll. was mightily out with him, and very angry, because he 
refused to print a Thing of his (Pointer's) Writing, that he lately sent to 
him for that end, being something about the Coyns found some time 
since by Ew-elm. M'. Wilmot told me it was dedicated to D'. Potter, 

30 Bishop of Oxford. 

Feb. 27 (Th.). The Maiden Name of old M™. Bremicham, mentioned 
above, is Kem, her Father, M'. Kem, being a Clergyman somewhere near 
Dover. 

Feb. 28 (Fri). D'. Wm Nicolson, Bp of Derry, hath just published 
his Irish Historical Library, in 8^0.

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Teh. 29 (Sat.). Yesterday I walk'd to Sandford, near Oxford, & saw 
again the Image of the Assumption of the Virgin Mary^ lying still, but 
not fix'd, in the Chancell. It is very pretty, but the Arms are off, & so 
they were when found, being, I suppose, broke oflf when laid on the floor, 
for better conveniency of lying. It is four foot long. The Clark, who is 
a Taylour, & named Richard Hoar, told me that there were formerly 
buildings in the Church Yard on the North East Side of the Church. 
He is an elderly Man, but tho' he does not remember them himself, yet 
he bath heard his Father and others of\en talk of these Buildings, & he 
said a Poor Man lived in the House, whose name was .... I said perhaps 10 
this was the Church House. Or, it may be, 'twas formerly the virgin 
Chapel, & the Image might have belong'd to it I mentioned this to 
M'. Powell, who said he was older than the Clarke, but remembred 
nothing of Building there. 

I told M'. Powell of St. Edmund's Chapell & of S*. Mary's Chapell 
somewhere thereabouts. But he knew nothing of them. But said perhaps 
it was upon account of S^. Edmund's Chapell that so many of his Ancestors 
were call'd by the Name of Edmund. He told me that the V. Chancellour 
(Df. Mather) & D^. Gardiner (Warden of All Souls Coll.) had interceded 
with him that this Image might be put in the Ashmolean Museum, & that ao 
M'. Whiteside (who, nevertheless, had said nothing of it to me) was also 
urgent for it to be put there. M'. Powell said he had accordingly made 
a sort of a Promise that it should be given by him to the University, but 
that he would not have it put among Gim-Cracks and heathen Statues. 
I am of opinion myself that it ought to be kept in the Church, since it 
was found there.

)o much estcem'd by the Masters of Eaton School. This M'. King is 
still living, being D'. of Div. He was of Exeter Coil., where he took 
the Degree of M.A., Febr. 12, 1680. He was a very good School 
Master, as I have been told, but hath left the School a great many 
Years. Upon his leaving it, he was succeeded by Mr. Patrick Gourdon. 
an ejected Scottish Clergyman, Professor of Hebrew at Aberdeen, w"!" 
H'. Gourdon taught me my Accidence at Bray School, about the Year 
i6()2. Upon his leaving the School, Mr, James Gibson was made 
School Master, & proved much belter than Mr Gourdon, who, tho' 
a good Scholar, yet he had not the Art of teaching School. During 

30 this Mr. Gibson's being School Master, I came to the Univ., being 
entered of Edm. Hall, in the latter End of Michaelmass Term, r695, 
where I have continued (tho' not now as a Member) ever since.

Thorold, upwards of fifty 
Years of Age ', second Butler of All Souls Coll., which Place he hath 3^ 
bad a matter of thirty Years, a Man that was a very great Lifter, indeed, 
a down right Sot, and was buried last Night at S^. Marie's. He was, 
however, an ingenious Man, an excellent Accountant, and had read 
much.

At the End of the 
Book he hath given the various Forms of Prayers, Supplications, Collects, 
Votes, and Acclamations used at the Coronations of Emperors and 
Kings, especially of our ancient and late Kings of England and Scotland 
(not hitherto published). 

20 March 10 (Th.). There is very lately printed and published by 
Subscription, at London, in 4^0, Afona Antigua Restaur ata, by the 
Rev^ M'. Henry Rowland, Vicar of Llan-Idan in the Isle of Anglesey. 
I have not yet had an opportunity of reading this Book, having had only 
a transient view of it. It does not seem, however, to deserve so very 
high a Character as that given of it by D'. Nicholson, in p. 24, 25, of his 
Engl. Historical Library. But it seems this Rowland was one of 
Nicholson's Admirers, & he had communicated the Work to Nicholson 
in MS. M'. Rowland died before the Book was quite printed, as I have 
been informed by M'. Williams above mentioned (p. 145, 146), who 

30 added that he was a very fat, bulky Man, of about 3 score Years of 
Age, of excellent Learning, & that he would write Latin very well (better 
than any Man in the Isle of Anglesey), tho' he had never been above 
20 Miles from his own habitation, thereby insinuating as if he never had 
Academical Education. This Book is writ in English. I know no need 
for the word restaurata, because all allow, that I know of, that Anglesey 
is the ancient Mona. 

There is a large Passage published by M'. Selden, de Jure naturals 
^- Gtni.juxta Disciplinam Ebraorum, p. 415, Ed. foL, out of Vetlius 
Valens's Anthologia, MS., to w«*» he hath added a Translation. 

40 March 20 (Fri.). D^. Richard Fiddes hath just published, in Folio, 
The Life of Cardinal Wolsey, I have not yet the Opportunity of perusing 
this Book, but I hear but an indifferent Character of it. Nor, indeed, 
can it be exspected that he should do any thing well this way, since 
he never had a genius to the Study of History and Antiquities. Neither 
had he ever any Inclination, or made it his Business, to search ancient 
MSS. & Records. He formerly published Sermons and a Body of 
Divinity. His Sermons are tollerably good, & he might have done 
-vdl enout^ in such Discourses, but what he call'd his Body of DiviniQr, 
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in 3 Vob. fol., is mean. His Life of Card. Wolsey is reported to be 
inferior to the 4^0 Life written by Cavendish. 

March 21 (Sat.). Yesterday I walk'd to Sandford, near Oxford, 
& saw again the Figure there (lying still in the Church) of the Assumption 
of the Virgin Mary. After w^, oilling at M'. Powell's, I met with his 
Lady (who is still a very fine Woman). I had some Discourse with her 
about It She told me she was altogether against giving it away, & that 
if it was taken out of the Church, she was for having it kept in a little 
private Room of their House, in w<>^ there were formerly Books. I told 
her it was altogether my Opinion that it should be kept in the Church, 10 
but that if it were taken away, they and nobody else ought to have it. 
She approv'd of what I said, & desir'd me to perswade M'. Powell to it, 
w^ she mentioned because M'. Powell had had some Inclination to give it 
to some Place in Oxford. Meeting afterwards with M'. Powell, walking 
in the Cemitery of Sandford with an elderly Gentleman of good sense 
(I suppose, the Family Confessor), I told him my Opinion as to this 
roint, as Madam Powell had desired me, & then I had a little Discourse 
with die said elderly Gentleman about Antiquities, on occasion of w^^ 
I told him Sandford Church was one of the ancient Feld-chirches, to w«b 
he agreed. I had a little Discourse also with one of M'. Powell's so 
Daughters, who happened to be with her Mother, & afterwards came 
to her Father in the Church Yard. It was Miss Kitty, a very fine, well 
bred, genteel, virtuous young Woman. 

March 22 (Sun.). Last Night, about six Clock, died D'. George 
Stonehouse, M.D., & Fellow of Magd. Coll., Oxon., leaving the Character 
behind him of a good Physician, a good natur'd Man, and charitable 
to the Poor, who used to receive Advice from him gratis. He took 

5» Degree of M.A., Nov. 10, 1687, & accumulated the Degrees of B. and 
•M., March 23, 1699. He was a Man yt drunk a great deal of Coffee, 
& abundance of Small Beer. Friday last was sennight I have observed 30 
to have been a strange wet day. The D'. was out in the Country, 
by Fifeild in Barkshire ^ They would have had him staid, he having been 
there from Wednesday before, but he would not, but came home very wet, 
did not shift himself, but went directly to the Common room, sat there 
about two hours, & drunk about 2 Quarts of small Beer, w^'^ threw him 
into a Feaver & convulsions, y^ carried him off. 
From Mist's Journal, March 21, 1724 : — 

On Monday last, about Eleven o' Clock In the Morning, died John Bridges, 
Esq., Bencher of Lincoln's- Inn, one of the Governors of the Hospital of 
Bethlehem, & Fellow of the Royal Society. 40 

This is the Bridges whom I have often mentioned, both in these 
Collections and in my printed Books, as my particular Friend. The last 
time I writ to him was y« very day on wcl* he died, as may be seen 
in this Volume. He was about three score Years of Age, & was origin- 
ally of Trinity Coll. in this University, being a Commoner there under the 
Tuition of D'. Thomas Sykes, as I have often heard him say. He was

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a very worthy Gentleman, an excellent Classical Scholar, & a very good 
English Antiquary. By his Death I have lost a good Friend, & y« 
publick is deprived of a great Work, viz. The Antiquities of Northampton- 
shire (where he had an Estate), in order to w<^ he had survey'd the 
whole County, had had exact Draughts taken of all y^ was considerable 
in it (not excepting the famous ancient Statues in my L^ Lemster's 
Gardens), & had collected a vast stock of Materials out of MSB. of 
all kinds yt any way related to the Coimty. He was a strong, lusty Man, 
but there was a decay of Nature, & a Complication of Distempers, inso- 
lo much y^ I am assured his Bowells were corrupted. He hath left 3 
Brothers, viz. Wm Bridges, Esq., who belongs to the Stamp OflSce, & is 
a married Man, & hath Children, M'. Nath. Bridges, who was of Magd. 
Coll., Oxon., & married a pritty young Girl about a Year agoe, ft 
M'. Ralph Bridges, who was of Trin. Coll., Oxon. These two last 
Brothers are Clergymen. 

Out of the foresaid Mist's Journal : —

Thus this great Man, whose 
Words are of greater Authority with the Inhabitants & others than those

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Name from Bryers and thorns (from vf^^ they also derive Bniern Abbey 
in Oxfordshire, when on the contrary it was so denominated from the 
Bruem or Bourn there), an Etymology that is more weak than that of the 
very learned D'. Skinner, who thinks it so called from Burrs there 
growing \ Brill in Com. Bucks, (so he writes) con/r, (i Burr-hill, sc» ^ 
LappiSy qua ibi /requcntes crescunt. Its having been a Royal Vill of 
Edward the Confessor had been sufficient to have stil'd it a burgh, were 
there nothing else to rely on. Such Vills in those times were commonly 
caird Burghs. Whence 'tis that Kcu/iot in SK Luke ^ is translated burh^a 
in the Saxon, casiella in the vulgar Lat., & castels in that vt^^ is termed ^^ 
Wickli£f's Version. As here was doubtless a Castle or Fortification, 
80 had it a greater right than otherwise to the Title of a Burgh. 
And as here was also a Market, so, withall, it might have been called 
straete, such as are mentioned in St. Luke ', where for greetings in the 
Markets the Saxon hath ;retin^a on straetum, and Wickliff salutaciouns in 
chepyng, M'. Somner, in his Saxon Dictionary, hath noted that straete 
signifieth sometimes a market-place, having an eye, I suppose, partly 
upon what occurs in the Saxon version of the New Testament, & partly 
upon what he had met with in other old Saxon Monuments. I do not 
know but Stretely in Berks, was so call'd, not only because the Ikenild 20

Yesterday was carried out of Oxford, about six 
Gock, one Jacob Sanders, a tall, thin young Man, who was condemn'd, 
this last Lent Assizes at Oxford, to be hang'd in Chains at Caversham, 
near Reading, for murdering one Jonathan Blagrave of Caversham, as he 
was coming in the Night time from Reading. This Saunders exspected 
a great Booty of him, & so knock'd him down with a Stake, but he was 
disappointed, Blagrave having not fec<^ the Money that Night, as he should 
have done, had it not been late & himself in drink. Sanders was by zo 
Trade a Teazer in Reading, but an idle Fellow, and of very ill Repute. 
I am told his Wife and two Children are living in Reading. He is said 
to have behaved himself, since his Condemnation, in Prison very well 
& penitently. The Judge that sat upon Life & Death at Oxford, is 
Fortescue Aland, the same that published from my Copy, tho' without 
any Acknowledgment (or so much as sending me a single Copy, or any 
other Gratuity), a Piece of the famous Fortescue's, to w^^ he hath put 
Notes, tho' poor ones. I have been told by some honest Men that 
he owes his Preferment to me, his Merits being taken from this 
WorL 

This Afternoon was buried, at five Clock, in the Church Yard of 
S^. Peter's in the East, Oxon., Anne, the Daughter of one Oliver 
Widdrington, a Mason of y^ Parish, who bears a good Character. She 
died two or three days since, of y« Cholick, in the 22^ Year of her Age. 
She was a plump, merry Giri. She died Sunday last 

This Afternoon died of the Small Pox one M'. Gwyn, a Battler of 
jEdmund Hall. He was carried^ i. e. forced (for he walk'd on foot), out

in ye East, in w<'h House he died. He should not have went out of the

John Rastell or Ra8tall*s 
Chronicle, an English Book in Folio, with many wooden Cuts, several 
of w«h are very good, is a wonderfull rare Book. There is a well pre- 
serv'd one in the Harleyan Library at Wympole, near Cambridge, 
as I am informed by M'. Timothy Thomas, Chaplain to his L^ship, ft 
10 Student of X* Church, Oxon., to whom my L* also very lately shew'd 
in London an imperfect Copy of this Chronicle, of w<'h he hath given 
me the beginning & ending. 

[Notes from this book omitted.] 

I have often wondered how this Book came to be so very rare, the' it 
may be upon account of the Author's being a zealous Roman Catholick. 
Tho' he was a Printer, yet he was a very learned Man (as, indeed, Printers 
in those times were Scholars), and having married Elizabeth, Sister of 
Sir Thomas More ', it was of very great advantage to him, for, having 
thereby continual Conversation with Sir Thomas, he improved himself 
ao by that means strangely in y« History of our Affairs, & being a bitter 
Adversary to the proceedings of Hen. VIII, both with respect to the 
Divorce of his virtuous & most religious Queen, & to his Enmity to the 
Religious Houses, it might make his History or Chronicle lyable to 
the Censure of those that were of the Reformed side. For ought I know, 
it might be one of the Books y* were suppress'd & destroy'd in K. 
Edw. VI'" time, when great Havock was made of Roman Catholick 
Books, and of many other Things characterized as Reliques of Popery. 
The Author died anno 1536, 28 of Hen. VIII. M^ Wood does not

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seem to have known y* this Chronicle was ever printed, wch is very 
strange to me, considering his great Diligence in searching after Things 
of this kind, & his great Acquaintance with many eminent Roman 
Catholicks, who were always very ready and willing to inform him in any 
Thing. But, indeed, this Book is a very great Rarity even among them, 
at least among such as live in England I have not heard so much 
as one of those I know ever mention it. 

Last Night was buried at S^. Michael's in Oxon. one old Shirwood, 
a Man yt was by Trade a Shoemaker, and had formerly lived very well, 
and kept several. Journey Men in that Parish, and paid Taxes to the Poor 10 
for many Years, but being reduc'd, he lived the latter part of his time bv 
gathering Plants, going in Errands, &c. He was always very chearfult 
ft would walk stoutly, notwithstanding almost fourscore years old. He 
was at last something craz'dt What contributed chiefly to his Death was 
his being turn'd out of a Room in v;^^ he lay, and afterwards applying 
himself to the Overseers, they would not so much as look upon him, so 
that he was forced to lye out upon the Ground, and on Monday Morning 
last he was found dead in a Ditch in S^. Gyles's Parish. 

March 26 (Th.). Yesterday was buried, at four Clock, at the publick 
time of their Prayers, in the Afternoon, D'. Stonehouse, in the College ao 
Chapell*. He died in the 63d Year of his Age. 

It seems, the Man that was murdered at Caversham by Jacob Sanders 
of Reading, was not a Caversham Man, but a wealthy, substantial Farmer 
of Maple Derham, & his Name, as I have before observed, was Blagrave, 
or Blagrove. The Murder, as the Printed Account hath it, was done on 
February the first last, near Caversham Church, near one a Clock in the 
Morning. I have noted before that Saunders was penitent, but I hear 
since that he was otherwise, and behaved himself very rudely at the Gal- 
lows. As he rid along the road from Oxford, he appeared cheerfull 
& content, & drank a pint of Ale (as every one of the Sheriff's Men did 30 
also) at Benson, and cut a good Piece of Bread and Cheese, which he eat 
heartily. When he came near to the Place of Execution, he flagg'd 
& shrunk & wriggled, & would fain, if possible, have got off his Links, & 
made his Escape. When the Ladder was set for him to go up, he would 
not, but his Sister in a great fury threw it down, & endeavoured to hinder

Mr. Howe's Sermon must also be a rarity, ' but it looks like a Humorist 
to print in Red. Somewhat of that might be a Bar to his Preferment. I have 
the same opinion of D'. St. that you have. He sent to me sometime ago, 
ft I wrote him a very civil Letter, but had no Answere. Sometime after, 
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the Execution, but he was forc'd up. The Executioner ask'd him foigive- 
ness. He said he would not forgive him. Thereupon the Executioner 
declin'd the Office, & 3 or four other People tum'd aside the ladder, & so 
at last, after much trouble, he was hang'd. 

March 27 (FrL). M^. Francis Taylor, M.A. and Fellow of Univ. 
Coll., gave me, on the 24^ inst, Camden's Description of Scotland, 
published, with great Improvements, by S' James Dalrymple, Edinb., 
1695, 8^<>. D'. Nicholson gives a good Character of this Book in p. 13 of 
his Scottish Historical Library. Here are many MSS. Notes in this Copy

March 20 (Son.). On Friday Morning last they found the boy, 
of about 7 or 8 Years of Age, between Ifley and Oxford, in a Ditch, that

Mr. Benjamin Growe, formerly of Queen^s College, wishes to be remembered. 
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was drowned on Jan. 25 last, at the Folley Bridge, that I have mentioned 
in Vol. loa, p. 39, & the Child was buried that Evening at S*. Aldate's. 

March 80 (Hon.). ^On the 25th inst., being Lady day (the 
Patroness of King's College), after Prayers, a Sermon, and an Anthem 
compos'd upon the occasion, they laid the first Stone of their (King's) 
College with great Solemnity.

April 8 (Gk>od Fri.). I was well assur'd last Night by M'. Francis 
Gwyn, A>B. and Fellow, and by M'. Parsons, A.M. & Chaplain of 
All Souls College, that all Women whoever are prohibited to be in their 
College by their Statutes, wol^ certainly reaches all manner of Evasions, 
that even the Warden himself, or any besides, can pretend f(nr the 
10 Warden's of that College marrying. 



4 (Sat.). Yesterday I saw a Man who is pretty much at 
Cassenton. He told me they have a Notion at Cassenton that tho' it be 
in Oxfordshire, yet they formerly buried at Cumnore in Berks., and that 
there is still an old way leading from Cassenton towards Cunmore, w^ is 
even now call'd often Uie Church way.

April e, 1724. H. to J. Murray (Rawl. 11 a. 160). Will be glad to run 
over J. M.*s copy of Rastall's Chronicle. Account of payments received for 
Robert of Gloucester. 

April 7, 1724. H. to R. Bridges (Diaries, Io^ 23). Was much con- 
cerned to hear of the death of R. B.'s brother. He had more than once 
complained of his health to H. Hopes his collections may still be applied to 
the benefit of the public. Wants to know what to do with the copies of 
* ^^loucester he subscribed for. 
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He was acquamted with my worthy Friend, John Bridges, Esq. He 
told me that M'. Bridges had ordered by Will that his Books, w<'^ is 
a fine Collection, should be sold by Auction, but that his MSS. Collections 
& Papers relating to the Antiquities of Northamptonshire should remain 
and continue in the Family, to be published when any one of the Family 
should arise that was capable of the Work. 

He told me tliat Clapcot, by Wallingford, was the same with Molines's 
House. He said an old Man at Wallingford, near fourscore Years of 
Age, told him that Molines's House was beat down in the war time by 
the Govemour of Wallingford Casde, and that, too, when Molines was at 10 
dinner with the Govemour.

Mu&dum, just let me see a long Bon, in ■w'ol> he said were several Bundles of 
Leiters lo and from Anl. k Wood, but, indeed, he did not so much as shew 
me the writing in one of (hem, being then in hast, and having not look'd 
them over himself. He said he had got this Box and the Letters out of 
D'. Charlett's Study, as Papers that belong'd, by Ant. i Wood's Gift, 
to the Musdum. How this appears, I know nof, tho' to make the matter 
out, M'. Whiteside went with M'. Brown Willis to D'. Tanner lately, 
and the D'. telling them that they did belong to the Museum, M'. Whiteside 
thereupon went to the Vice-Chanc, D'. Mather, & representing the matter ic 
to him, it seems they were demanded as Museum Papers of M'. Rawlins, 
D^. Charlett's Administrator, w"**, if true, it shews Charlett to have been

On Friday last, Apr. lo, was an Election at Oriel ColL for two more 
Fellowships that were void. Tho' there were two elected by a MajoriQr 
of Fellows, viz. 8 to a, yet the Provost, who did not vote at all, would 
not admitt them, but exercised his Negative, like a Villain as he is, by 
saying, non assetUio^ so that there is now more work for Law.

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the English Gentlemen were murther'dy a few Hours after the said Murther 
was committed, while the dead Bodies stript naked by the Country People yet 
lay in the high Road, upon which, out of Humanity to his unfortunate Friends 
and Countrymen, and to perpetuate the Memory of so transcendent a Villany, 
he gave orders for erecting a Monument of black Marble, in Form of a 
Pyramid, after the manner of that called the Cestian Monument at Rome, on 
the Spot where the Murther happened, with the Privity of Sir Thomas 
Sebright, the Participation of the King's Ministers at Paris, and the entire 
Approbation of his most Christian Majesty's Governors, &c.y of the Province ; 
but upon Condition that nothing should be inscribed thereon but a bare lo 
Narrative of the Matter of Fact, out of an Apprehension that something might 
be said injurious to France, and insinuating national Reflections. On the 
Western Front of the Pyramid, towards the High-way, is the following 
Inscription, viz.

Which is thus rendered into English : ' Stand still, Traveller, and observe : 
In the Year 1723, the ii**» of the Calends of October, about Four o* Clock in 
the Afternoon, £. Sebright, and H. Monpesson, Esq**, Youths accomplished in 
themselves, and of distinguish'd Extraction among the English, being fatally 20 
curious of visiting foreign Countries, were travelling, but certainly with adverse . 
Omens, to Paris, when 7 Robbers, Confederates in Rapine, Slaughter, and 
every Thing villainous, surprising them in this Place, unarm'd as they were, 
and unprepar'd for Defence, after pillaging them of their Goods and Money, 
then mangling them with a Variety of Wounds, at length, with impious Hands, 
murther'd them. There perished at the same time two other Gentlemen, 
J. Davies and J. Locke, Sharers of the same cruel Misfortune, and butcher'd 
in the same Manner, with dishonest Wounds. Two other common Persons, 
the one a Servant, the other a Peasant, involv'd in the same bloody Execution, 
miserably lost their Lives. Proceed now, and compassionate 'their Mis* $0 
fortunes.' 

On the Northern Front, towards Calais : — 

Oeeuomm eontammato hoc Cejpite, &c, 

English'd thus: 'G. Turville, Esq., who had seen lying on this polluted 
Spot of Ground the dead Bodies of the murther'd Persons, a dreadful 
Spectacle! order'd this Pyramid to be erected at his own Expence, as a 
Monument of his Piety to his Countrymen, to the Intent that so execrable an 
Action of the RufiSans, as well as the disastrous End of Men undeserving of so 
severe a Fate, might be transmitted to Posterity. A Fate ! to be lamented, 
not by the pompous Ornaments of Language, but the silent Eloquence of 40 
Tears.' 

On the Southern Front, towards Boulogne, is this Inscription : — 

Par Permission De Monseigneur le Due de Humieres, &c. 

That is, ' By Permission of the Duke de Humieres, Governor for his 
Majesty in the High and Low Boulognois, of the Bishop of Boulogne, and of 
the Marquis de Colembere, Lieutenant/ 

The same Letters further add that the Bishop of Boulogne (the Murther 
having been committed within the Dependence of that City) kindly offered, 
in case it had been judged necessary, to send an Order to the Curate of the 
Village to to in Procession, at the Head of his Parishioners, in a solemn 50 
manner, to bless the Cross on the Top of the Pyramid, in order to procure it 
a greater Veneration from the Country, the King's People. 

Oat of the same Journal : — 

Samuel Trefusis, Esq., formerly Member of Pari, for Penryn, died lately. 
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This Gent, was Gentleman-Commoner of £dm. Hall when I first 
came to Oxford. 

April 28 (Th.). Yesterday I call'd at M'. Kjmber's, and he sheVd 
me the old Chronicle I have mentioned last Sat.

Some body hath mark'd the Years in several Places 
with a Pen. 

April 24 (Fri.). The old Well on the East Side of S^. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, near Oxford, is call'd Crowwell. New College Queristers Us'd 

10 formerly to sing every Year an hymn there in the Morning. M'. Gadbury, 
as I remember, mentions this in one of his Almanacks. Some Years 
agoe, the late old M'. Clements of Oxford bought a Study of Books for 
24 libs, that would be worth now 150, if not 200, libs. I saw a Catalogue 
of them Yesterday, priz'd by the said M'. Clements himself, & even, 
according to his own prizes, they were sold by him for 100 libs, or 
more. There were many Books of English History and Antiquities 
among them.

Mr. Ranee has just finished. Thanks for loan of Rastall's Chronicle : it will 
be of use in his next work.

Nor hath the 2^ Edition (for w^^^ 
they ask about 8 Guineas), in vi^^ Boissardus is printed at large, & some 
other Additions made, at all lessened the Value or Goodness of the 
former, the i*^ £d. being the authentick one, & preferred to the second, 
upon many accounts, by divers learned Men. The late D'. Francis 
Carsewell, Vicar of Bray in Berks., had one of the old Ed., w«^ he us'd 
to value at 14 or 15 libs., tho' it was nothing but a common, plain Copy. 
M'. Dodwell & M'. Cherry (neither of w^^ learned Men had one) borrowed 10 
it once of him for about a Month.

30 very little, or not at all, belov'd there, and was look'd upon as one of the 
worst, if not the very worst, Preacher in England, as I have often hear[d] 
several of the Inhabitants of Bladon and Woodstock say, who add that he 
was, withall, a very sour, ill temper'd, morose, proud Man, and that, for 
his bad preaching, it was a common saying there upon Sundays, Who 
preaches to-day ? Why, M^. Prideaux, Then lei us e'en go to hoh-far thing 
in Burghley Wood, Now, Burghley Wood is near Bladon, and thither 
they would commonly go to bob-farthing, or chuck-farthing, rather than 
hear their Parson, tho' a very learned Man.

In the Southern Parts of England 
it was totally darkened, as it happened in the Month of April, 17 15. It 

30 began about 40 Minutes past 5, the middle was about 36 Minutes after 6, 
and the end at about half hour after 7. The Northern Limb of the 
Shade entered the Kingdom on the West Part, near Montgomery, and 
pass'd to Leominster, Evesham, Oxford, and so on a little distant to 
the Southward of London ; the Shadow at the same time extending it self 
Southward to Plymouth, Dartmouth, &c., and the Center thereof passing 
over Pembroke, and so in a direct Line to the Isle of Wight, and to 
Diepe in Normandy. It is remarkable that May i"*, 2^, and in the fore- 
noon of May the 3*1, the Weather was most sultry hot, but in the Afternoon 
of the said May 3^ it immediately chang'd, & grew wonderfully cold, 

30 & so continued every Morning Frosty *till the Eclipse, but the Eclipse 
being over, it was sultry hot again, & some time after, for several hours 
together, was very great Lightning and Thunder (but the Thunder was 
not very near Oxford), beginning about 10 Clock in the Evening, & con- 
tinuing, as far as I could perceive, 'till 2 in the Morning, & after.

Hay 14 (Holy Th.). Last Night &['. W" Brome, of Ewithingion, 
near Hereford, call'd upon me, & spent several hours with me. He told 
me that his Collections for the Antiquities of Herefordshire are as much 
printed, he believ'd, as ever lliey wouid be, thereby insinuating that 
he did not intend them for the Press at all, iho' he said that they are in 
a good manner digested and methodiz'd, so as 'lis easy now, upon lo 
occasion, to add any Thing to ihem. 

He said D'. Hickes, Dean of Worcester, after his Deprivation, spent 
more than a Year in his house, that he (M'. Brome) look'd upon this as 
the best part of his Life, & that here the late Bp of S«. David's, Dr. Adam 
Ottlcy, came acquainted with D'. Hickes. He said the said D'. Oitley 
was not only a very learned, hut a wonderful! modest Man. 

M'. Brome hath got Gyraldus Cambrensis of D». Powell's Edition, 
with Poniicus Virunnius at the beginning, at the End of which Poniicus 
Vinmnius is the following MS. Note : ' @tio Su^a i^tijv. Legi, nee video

Note in another hand : ' The 
beginning of the Giralds' family in Ireland was from one Girald, which 
looke to wife Nesta, Sister to Gruffin the prince, of whom he begate 
R goodly, faire progeny, from whom descended Giraldus Cambrensis ;

Archdeacon of Brechnock, above 400 yeeres since ; Cambden., in Brech- 
nocksb., p. 627.' 

M'. Brome tells me that Browne Willis, Esq., hath got, among his 
Grandfather D*". Willis's Observations, an Account of old Thomas Par 
upon his being dissected. 

M'. Brome hath abundance of Antiquities found at Kenchester, among 
wol* is an old Gold Ornament for the Ear, as it seems, in w^l" is a sort of 
Emrald, v/^^ seems (o be Roman. [Drswing omitwd.] 

He hath also an ancient Gold Ring, dug up at Sutton's Walls, a famous 
Place in Herefordshire, where King Offa had a place. K, Ethelbert was 
tnuidercd there. [Drawing omitted.] Ii was dug up about three Weeks 
agoe, & M'. Brome purchased it of a Countryman. On the out side 
of the Ring is, Je part in sauz (for fauz). On the inside, de lout loial. 
It is of DO great Antiquity. It seems to have been a Serjeaot's Ring, 
with his Poesy. 

M». Brome told me to-day his Book of the Antiquities of Herefordshire 
is a Folio, and 1 am apt lo think 'tis large.

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May 16 (Fri.). M^ Brome told me Yesterday that the late Bp Ottley 
was an excellent Canonist and Civilian, and that he was a very good 
Antiquary, and a polite Scholar, that he had a very good study of Books, 
among w<s^ were many scarce ones, all w<'^ were sold to somebody 
in London. 

May 16 (Sat.). The Matter of Oriel College being lodg'd in the 
Common Pleas, it is so far gone against the Provost that it is there 
determined that the Bp of Lincoln (to whom the Provost had left it) is not 
local Visitor of the College, but the King, and that the Bp is only Diocesan 
)o Visitor, as Oxford (when Oriel College was founded) was in Lincoln 
Diocess. In this Affair the Recorder of Oxford, Serjeant Skinner, did the 
College very great Service.

M^ Lee, Brother to the Rt Hon^le the Earl of Litchfeild, at his Chambers 
in Corpus X*^ Coll., Oxon., of wo^ House he was Gentleman Commoner. 
It broke out upon him on Wednesday last was Sennight. He was a 
sweet natur'd, pretty young Gentleman, & his Death is much lamented.

On the said Birth day of the D. of Brunswick, being May the 28**>, 
D'. John Mouldin, Fellow of Pembroke College, and Minister of 
S^. Aldate's, Oxon., was found dead upon the Ground, between Cowley 
and Ifley, having dined at M^ Phipps's at Cowley, & being crossing, as 
'tis thought, to Iffley. It is uncertain whether his horse startled and 
threw him, or whether he had an Apoplexy, no body being with him. 
This !>. Mouldin (who was about 50 Years of Age) was formerly 
a tolerable good Preacher, and had a good reputation, but he lost 
himself through his Prevarication, when D^ Brickenden was elected 
10 Master of Pembroke Coll. in opposition to M'. Archdeacon Hunt, at w«J» 
time he forfeited his word (having promised the Archdeacon) on many 
accounts, on purpose that he might have S^. Aldate's, w^^ should other- 
wise have been the Master's, whereupon (for his Inconsistency) he 
became despised, & thence he grew mopish and stupid. He was buried 
in S^. Aldate's Church last Night. 

May 81 (Sun.). Out of Mist's Journal, Sat., May 30, 1724 : — 

The Reverend M', John Thistlethwaite) Fellow of Winchester-College, and 
Rector of Compton in Hampshire, lately deceased, has left, by his Will, loool.

20 Corporation for the Relief of Clergymen's Widows ; and 300I. to the Corpora- 
tion for promoting Christian Knowledge in foreign Parts. 

The Reverend M'. Lewen is presented by the Bishop of Gloucester to the 
Living of Standish, in the same County, vacant by the Death of M^ Fowler. 
It is worth about 300L a Year. 

(The said M'. Lewin was originally of Edm. Hall, where he took the 
Degree of B.A., and applied himself to the Study of Physick. Thence 
he removed to Magd.

' George R. 
Trvsty and well-beloved, we greet you well. We, being greatly 

40 desirous to favour and encourage our two Universities, those ancient and 
laudable Nurseries of Piety and Learning, and to enable them more effectually 
to answer the End of their Institution, by sending forth constant Supplies of 
learned and able Men to serve the Publick both in Church and State : and 
having observed that no Encouragement or Provision has hitherto been made 
in either of the said Universites for the Study of Modem History or Modem 
Languages, the Knowledge of which is highly necessary towards compleatly 
qualifying the Youth committed to their Care for Several Stations, both in 
Church and State, to which they may be called : And having seriously weighed 
the Prejudice that has accrued to the said Universities from this Defect, 

50 Persons of foreign Nations being often employed in the Education and Tuition 
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of Vouth, both at home and in their Travels, and great Numbers of the young 
Nobility and Gentry being either sent abroad directly from School, or laten 
away from the Universities before the Course of their Studies can be there 
compleated, and Opportunities frequently lost to the Crown of employing and 
encoura^njf Member* of the two Universities, by conferring on them such 
Employments, both at home and abroad, as necessarily require a competent 
Still in writing and speaking the modern Languages : In order, therefore, to 
remedy these and the like Inconveniences, we have determined to appoint 
two Persons of sober Conversation and prudent Conduct, of the Degree of 
Master of Arts, or Balchelor of Laws, or of some higher Degree, in one of the 10 
said Universities, skilled in modern History and in (he Knowledge of modem 
Languages, to be nominated by us, to be our Professors of modem History, 
one for the University of Cambridge, and the other for that of Oxford, who 
shall be obliged to read Lectures in the publick Schools at such Times as shall 
hereafter be appointed. And we have further deiermincd that each of the 
said Professors shall have a Stipend of ftiur hundred Pounds per Annum, and 
out of the said Stipend shall be obliged to maintain, with sulficient Salaries, in 
the University where he shall be established, two Persons, at least, well 
qualiHcd to leach and instruct in writing and speaking the said Languages, 
which said Teachers shall be under the Direction of the Professors respectively, ia 
and shall be obliged to instruct. Gratis, in the modem Languages, twenty 
Scholars in each University, to be nominated by us ; and each Scholar so 
nominated shall be obliged to learn two, at least, of the said Languages, both 
the Professors and Teachers taking especial Care that the Times and Hours 
for the instructing and teaching the said Scholars be so ordered as not to 
interfere with those appointed for their academical Studies : which Professors 
and Teachers shall be obliged once every Year to transmit an Attested 
Account of the Progress made by each Scholar committed to their Care, to 
our Principal Secretaries of State, to be laid before us, that we may encourage 
the Diligence and Application of such amongst Ihem as shall have qualified 3' 
themselves for our Service, by giving them suitable Employments, either at 
home or abroad, as Occasions shall offer. And our royal Will and Pleasure is, 
that you forthwith, upon the Receipt hereof, call a Congregation, in order to 
communicate these our royal Intentions to the Univereity, And so we bid 
you farewel. Given at our Court at S'. James's, the if^ Day of May, 17J4, 
in the tenth Year of our Reign.

He said there were lately brought out of the great House two old Statues 
of two of the Harcourts, and placed in the Church, where they had been 
formerly, but removed, I suppose, in the War time for Security. He said 
the said Statues are look'd upon to be as old as the time of £dw. 3^. 
They were not in the Church when I was there some Years ago. He 
10 said the present Lord Harcourt had had them cleansed & beautified, & 
that he had laid out 2 or 300 libs, about repayring the Church. He said 
that the Harcourts' Arms are several times in the Church of South-Lye, 
and that they commonly think Stanton-Harcourt is the Mother-Church 
to it.

Writings, that one of the Harcourts, upon his Death, ordered to be 
burnt, many of w®^ related to this Abbey. 'Tis certain Raunton Priory 
was founded by an Ancestor of the Harcourts, as may appear from the 
Monasticon Anglicanum.

M'. Gilbert Lake, Vicar of Chippenham in Wilts., informs me by 
Letter, May 27 last, that the good old D^. Merewether died on ^Tonday, 
May 18 before. 

June 7 (San.). Out of Mist's Journal of Saturd., June 6, 1724: — 
They write from Paris, Ma/ 10, N. S., That on the 7"' an ExtraordiDary 
Courier arrived at Versailles, being dispatched from Rome by the Cardinal de 
Rohan, with Advice that Cardinal Orsini was unanimously elected Pope on the 10 
n*^ of April, and had taken the Name of Benedict the XlV'h He is the 
oldest of all the sacred College, being seventy five Years of Age. 

Yesterday died of a Consumption M.^. Lucy Sulch, of Allhallo>vs'

Richard Graves, of Mickleton in 
Giouc.shiie, informs me, by Letter dated from thence the 6'Ji instant, 
that their worthy neighbour, Erasmus Sanders, D.D., Prebendary of 
S*. David's, and Vicar of Blockley in Worcestershire, died suddenly, at 3c 
the beginning of that Week, at Shrewsbury, and was to be brought up 
the day he writ his Letter, as he thought, to be buried at Blockley, He 
had been a little ill that day, and look a vomit at night ; his servant was 
gone down stairs, and when he came up again, found hira dead upon his 
knees.

He hath also printed a Sermon that 
he preached on Act Sunday, at S'. Marie's in Oxon., the Year he 
proceeded D,D. He was a very great Talker, 8l would preach long, and 
very fast. 
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June (Tu.). John Fox's Ed. of the Gospels, in Saxon and Engl., 
was sold in M'. Thomas Rawlinson's Auction for fifteen Shillings, 
whereas D'. Marshall's Ed. of the Saxon and Gothic Gospells (which is 
a much better book) was sold only for 75.

June 10 (Wed.). Yesterday I was in All Souls College Library, by 
the favour of M'. Owen, one of the Fellows of the College. I had never 
been in it before, tho' I had formerly much desired it. It is a very 
pretty place, and venerable for its Antiquity, being as old as the College. 
The Windows are adom'd with the Pictures of several of the Saints and 

10 many of our English Kings. There is also the Picture (in the Glass) of 
the Founder, ArchbP Chichley, and of John Stafford, who succeeded 
Chichley in the ArchbPrick of Canterbury \ There are also Inscriptions 
in the Glass, most of w<'^ relate to the Pictures. Edward the Martyr is 
pictured with a long beard, tho' he was but 16 Years old when he was 
murthered. I suppose the Inscription under the Picture is a Mistake for 
Edward the Confessor. I never saw Edward the Martyr painted with a 
long beard before. Nor, indeed, do his Coyns (for there are of them [sic\ 
tho' some ascribe them to Edward the Confessor) represent him with 
any beard, in w®** they are certainly exact I sought for a Picture of 

ao K. Richard the first, but could find none. My design in it was to see 
whether he was represented putting his Arm into the throat of a Lyon. 

I look'd over the MSS. there, which stand among the printed Books, 
tho' in a distinct Class. M^. Owen told me they were all the MSS. 
they had. Among them is a thin, folio, Paper MS. in Arabick, bound 
after the oriental manner, being Abulpheda's Geography, transcrib'd 
fairly by the famous M'. W^a Guise, Fellow of that College, and design'd 
by him for the Press. It was given by his Widow, M». Frances Guise, 
as app>ears from an Inscription in the Book (as well as from D^ Thomas 
Smith's MSS* Papers in my hands), which Inscription was made by 

30 D^ Thomas Smith, and is pasted into the Book immediately under the 
title of it, well Title is written in another modern hand, but the Inscription 
relating to the Gift of the MS. was written by D'.

They have a MS. Virgil, an oblong book, in Vellum, well and fairly 
written. At the beginning of it is this note in capitals, liber hagistri 
ALMtEDt, in a hand as old as the MS., which I take to be above lo 
400 Years old. It was given them by Henry Penwortham, as appears 
from this Note in it, Liber collegij omnium fideli'um Je/unclorum Oxon, 
dalus per Henr. Ptnworlham. The same Henry Penwortham gave other 
Books to the Library. All he gave were valued at xl Marks, as is noted 
by M', Wood, Hist. & Antiq. Univ. Oxon., I. ii, p. 184, where he notes 
that he was Actuarius or Register lo the Founder, ArchbP Chicheley, and 
one of the first Fellows. 

There is a good MS. in Vellum of Solinua. There is a MS. Com- 
mentan'us m Bcelhium tie Musica, but in a bad hand. There is Jokanms de 
Turrrcremala Commenlarius in PsaJUrium Davidts, Magistro Aphewell ao 
Scriba, Peraciui anno Domini 1463, well written on Vellum. There is 
a good MS. in Vellum of Seneca's Tragedies.

They have a MS. there intit., Concordiet facia per Johannem, Cant. Arch., 
super quibusd. reformationibus habtndis inter regem Anglia 4" regent 
Francia, Sf sailem inter regem Anglia et £.Lewelinum, Prineipem Wailiic, 
el de articulis inter eosdem. As I remeniiber, 'tis in fol., and hath very 
many remarkable Things. I could wish to peruse it. In it is this Note:

They have Hisloria Segis Henrici V", MS. fol., different from, and 
larger than, that written by Titus Foro-Jul, It begins, Ihesus Mercye. 

Ends, verum eciam in alijs 
minisieriis tarn nobihi quam alij erunt. At the beginning and end are 
several fragments of an old Saxon MS.

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June 12 (Fri.). Yesterday, in the forenoon, was at Oxford just over 
us, and very near, a most prodigious storm of Lightning and Thunder. 
It began a little after eleven clock, & continued more than an hour. 
I never knew so many strangely loud Claps of Thimder in my life 
together. Neither do I remember to have known it so near, insomuch 
that we were very apprehensive of mischief, but there was a very great 
Rain with it, which prevented it. I heard a Gentleman, who is a curious 
Observer of Things of this nature, say that he thinks the Cloud of ^^^ 
two or three of the Flashes broke ou^ was very little farther than from 
lo £dm. Hall to S^. Clement's. 

June 13 (Sat.). Yesterday I found that the Thunder had done some 
harm to the House that Sir Wm Giffard lives in, being where SK Mary 
College (for Benedictine Monks), near North-Gate, stood formerly, the 
Gate way whereof is still to be seen next New Inn Hall Lane. A Ball, 
it seems, broke in, and beat quite thorough down to the Floor of the 
Kitchen, but did no damage to any one, tho' several were there, being 
the servants. It smelt very strong like Brimstone, & quite dissolved. 

Yesterday, meeting twice with M'. Heywood (the Father) of Holywell, 
he told me that there was a Chapell at the end of Forresthill yr^^ 
30 belonged to the Priory of S*. Mary's in Littlemore, & that the place 
(tho' the Chapell is down) is called in writings (that he hath) Minchin 
Court, the Prioress & the Nunns of Littlemore using to keep court there 
in old time.

30 700 libs, per an.), departed this Life at Highgate ; which Rectory being 
in the Gift of the Duke of Mountague, his Grace has been pleas'd 
to present the same to the Reverend M'. Barton, a Clergyman of the 
Country. The said D'. Sacheverell is the person that made so great 
a noise in the time of Q. Anne. He took the degree of M.A., March 16, 
1696, that of B.D., Feb. 4, 1707, and that of D.D., July i, 1708. He 
was a bold man, and of a good presence, & delivered a thing better than 
a much more modest man, however preferable in Learning, could do. 
He was but an indifferent Scholar, but pretended to a great deal of 
honesty, v^^ I could never see in him, since he was the forwardest to 

40 take the Oaths, notwithstanding he would formerly be so forward in 
speakin|2: for and drinking the health of K. J. III. He hath printed 
several Things, but that w<* is really good, viz. his Speech at his Tryal, 
was none of his own, but was penned by D'. Francis Atterbury, the 
depriv'd Bp of Rochester. He died very rich. He had a complication 
of Distempers. 

The Rev. M'. Strype has preached his Farewel Sermon at S^. Joha't 
at Hackney, where he had been Lecturer about tbhty Years.

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Henricum Penwortham, Of this book there is mention in the printed 
Catalogue of MSS. in the ii^ Part of the Oxford MSS., p. 44, among 
those of All Souls, num. 11, thus: Flores Historiarum per Jo. Rochfori^ 
Militem^ cujus lihri prima pars continet res gesias h principio Mundi usque 
ad Nativitaiem Christi ; Secunda ah adventu Chris it usque ad advenium 
Normannorum ; Teriia ah adventu Normannorum usque ad finem operts. 
Now, to know what the end of the work is, must be gathered from the 
last Chapter, w<^ treats De Coronaciane pseudo Regis Roherti de Brus. 
The Author lived in the time of Hen. IV, as appears from his Extracts 

10 in the same MS. out of Josephus's Antiquities of the Jews, vt^ Extracts 
are also noted in the same printed Catalogue. In the Cotton Library, 
Vitellius D. xii. i, is Extractus Chronicarum Cestrensis Ecclesia^ per 
Joannem Rochfordy a Chrisio naio ad annum 1410. The MS. of All 
Souls Coll. is imperfect at the Beginning, and there is a Leaf cut out at 
the Beginning of the Conquest, where seems to have been an Illumination. 
This MS. of All Souls Coll. is a remarkable Book, and what ought to be 
examined. Nicholson says nothing of this Historian. 

They have in that Library a noble folio Book, printed on Vellum, of 
Duranius^s Rationale Divinorum^ but then it hath been horridly abused, 

ao several leaves being cut out. Nor does the date when printed appear, 
tho' it was very early, as may appear from the following MS. Note at the 
Beginning of the Book : Liher Collegij omnium animarum Oxon\ quern 
Reverendus pater^ Jacohus Goldwell^ Episcopus Norwicensis^ emit in 
civitate Hamhurgensi^ dum erat missus in amhassiatam h Cristianissimo 
principe, Edwardo Rege AnglicBf ^r., ad illustrissimum principem^ Regem 
DacicBy voluitque dictus Reverendus pater ut cathanetur in choro dicti 
Collegij ad utilitatem studencium, Et si quis eum alienaverit, vel contra 
hanc disposicionem/ec^ity anathema sit, Et hcBc disposicio erat per prcs/aium 
Reverendufn patrem anno Domini millesimo cccclxxxxviii**. This Book is 

30 even imperfect at the end, where, in all likelyhood, was the date. 

Beughem, in his Incunahula typographtcBy notes yt Durandus or 
Durantus's Rationale divinorum officiorum was printed several times before 
1500, viz. MogunticB 1459, R^utlingcs 1473, VeneL 1485, Argent, i486, 
BasilecB 1488, Norih, 1493, "^ ^* Goldwell was made Bp of Norwich 
1472, 12 Edw. 4; Godwin, p. 497. He was before Dean of Salisbury, 
& Secretary to K. Edw. IV. It is, as it is, a book of great value, but 
were it perfect, it would be look'd upon as worth about an hundred pounds 
among some curious Men.

He was 
30 a stout, couragious, brave man. M^ Chemock of All-Souls ColL is 
a Warwicksh. man by birth.

The Dr. was 
look'd upon as a good Scholar, iho' his folio History of the Greek Church 
does not answer exspectation (as even this Clergyman well observ'd), 
D'. Thomas Smith's Uttle Book upon the same Subject being much 
better done. We had some discourse about the Antiquities of Oxford. 
The Clergyman (who appear'd to be a man of very good sense & 3° 
understanding, & was very facetious & pleasant) said that it was suf- 
ficiently plain to him that the University of Oxford was much older than 
that of Cambridge, & he added that Oxford had produced 2 much 
greater Number of learned Men in all Sciences than Cambridge.

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June 21 (Sun.). On Tuesday Morning last died, at her House in 
Downing-Street, Westminster, the Lady Harcourt, Wife to the Right 
Hon. the Lord Viscount Harcourt. 

Mist's Journal, June 20, 1724 : — 

We are informed from Rome that the present Pope bears the most 
extraordinary character, for the Sanctity of his Life and Manners, of any 
Prelate who has sat in S^ Peter's Chair for some Ages past, having alway^ 
lived in a Simplicity and Plainness equal to the primitive Fathers of the 
Churchy contemning Wealth, and despising worldly Honours. When he was 

10 first offer*d the Promotion of a Cardinal, he refused it, and, to avoid that 
Dignity, went away from Rome into a Part of the Ecclesiasticall State near 
the Sea, where, certain Corsairs of Barbary making a Descent, he was carried 
into Slavery; but Pope Innocent the XI**», then reigning, redeem'd him, 
paying a great Ransom. After his Release, he was prevailed upon to accept 
of the Purple, but it is said he never wore the Cardinal's Habit but one Day. 
He was also made Archbishop of Benevento ; but, from the Day of his 
possessing it to the present Time, he has constantly bestowed the whole 
Revenues of his Archbishoprick upon the Poor. And since his Promotion to 
the Papal Crown, he has not yet been seen out of the Habit of a Dominican 

20 Frier. 

June 22 (Men.). On Saturd. last, in the afternoon, being at Sir 
William Gifford's, by New-Inn-Hall Lane, about some business, I saw 
the Breach lately made there by the Lightning. It is very remarkable, 
considering the lowness of the house, and shews that the Clouds, as 
indeed they were, were extraordinary neer. It came in at the top of the 
House, at the North East Comer, broke some of the laths of the deling, 
passed down to the boards, as appears by a line that it made (without 
any damage) in the Wall, then broke a stone just near the boards, broke 
in pieces a Box, without firing the linnen in it, or doing any damage to 

30 the linnen in it (tho* it burnt some woolen cover, either at the sides or 
bottom of it), went westwards up to the cieling again, & burnt some

June 28 (Tu.). On Friday last (June 19) M"". Dobson, Warden of 
New College, was presented in the Convocation House to the Degree of 
D'. of Divinity.

John 
Murray of London, is a very great admirer of this Poet, and picks up 
every thing of him that he can meet with, and, indeed, he hath light upon 
several pieces not seen by M'. Wood, 

M', Wood, in Athense Oxon., vol. i, col. 487, speaks of a Latin Life of 
John Fisher, Bp of Rochester, as a MS. he had seen. M''. Baker of 
Cambridge, in a Letter of Aug. 13''' last, informs me that, being making 10 
some Collections concerning this Bp (to whom, in a great measure, they 
owe the Foundation of (heir (S'. John's) College), he made Enquiry by 
a. Friend concerning this MS., from whom he understood that Mr. Wood, 
instead of seeing it, had only taken a note of it from D». Langbaine's 
Papers. My Friend, Roger Gale, Esq., hath the MS., and M^. Baker 
hath had the use of it from him, from his Father's MSS., and he believes it 
to be the only Copy now extant of that Life. 

June 26 (Th.). Mr Ashmole informs us, in his History of (he 
Garter, p. 129, from the Patent Rolls, that much of the Stone with vi°^ 
Windsor Castle is built (the greatest part of which seems lo have been 10 
finbhed in the forty-third year of K. Edw. Ill) was digg'd out of the 
Quarries of Wellesford, Helwell, Careby, Heseleberg, and Demelby. He 
does not lell us where the said Quarries were. Welford in Barks., in 
Faircross Hundred, being a Rectory in the Deanery of Newbury ; another 
in Glouc.sh., in Deerhurst liund. ; & a 31^ in Devonsh., in Hariland bund.

Broolu, for a very learned 
Antiquary, in his Pre/act, says thai M^. Vincents book 0/ the Aniig-s of 
Nerlhamptonsh. were nctr publishing, iul{S^ Philip supposes) never wre, 
to the injury of Learning. 



Joaa 24, 1724. H. to [B. L. Calvert] (Rawl. 1 to. 97). B. L. C.'s letter 
of March iB last was very welcome. Remarks on copper plates and Roman 
inscription at Lyons, Roman remains at Nismes, MSS, at Lucca, &c. Is at 
present of Sir Walter Raleigh's opinion about the triremes. Has sent Robert 
of Gloucester by Mr. Lowe, but Ld. LichReid has not received his copy yet.

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In the same letter he observes that at Spaldingt in the very sink of 
Lincolnshire^ is a Library ^ and ihaX formerly the grecU men qf Eng. had 
their professors and Heraulds. The Earl of Leicester kept 2X. Fulk of 
Camb,, where he read his Prcelectiones in Apocalypsin^ ^ had sev. Noblemen 
for his Auditors, Cities^ also^ as Coventry ^ which allowed the very Learned 
D"', Holland ^ the best and surest Translator wee ever had, forfy pounds per 
ann,y ^ I hope (saith Sir P.) other Noblemen had the same honour if 
reverence for Religion ^ Learning, The Duke of North, also the adjoinif^ 
town qfFeovill [sic] had a Sociefy for Religion, but now very much debauched 
10 by swearing ^ blasphemy and dissolute Alehouses.

When Mr. W™ Brome, of Ewithington, near Hereford, was in Town, 
on June iS*!" last, in his return from London, he told me that the late

On Monday Morning, the aa'l instant, 
the Corpse of the Lady Harcourt was carried out of London, to be interr'd 
at Stan Ion- Harcourt (w"'' was accordingly done) in Oxfordshire, with 
great funeral State and Solemnity. 

On Friday Sennight (June 19''''), about five in the Evening, a dreadfull 
Fire broke out at Wooburne in Bedfordshire, at a House where they were 
brewing. It burnt with the utmost Violence till about ten the next 30 
Morning, and consumed about 100 Houses. The George and Lyon 
Inns escaped, as did also the Church, but with great Difficulty. It is 
impossible to express the melancholy Scene occasioned by this Disaster. 

June SO (Tu.). On the 1 1^'^ instant, as there was in many places 
much Mischief done by the great Lightning and Thunder, so at Odding- 
lon, near Stow in Gloucestershire, two Men were kill'd with it, as ihey 
were mowing in a Meadow, & two Cows. 

Since the writing of the aforesaid passage, I have latk'd with a Man 
that knows Oddington very well, as being not bom far from it. He lold 
me that there were two Men & two Cows struck down. One of the Men 40 
was kill'd out right, the other was stunn'd, & much damag'd, especially one 
side of him, but he is now come to his senses. The Cows were kill'd. 
The men were standing for shelter under an Oak. The Oak was not 
damag'd, w^^ is remarkable. 

I remember, when 1 was a Schoolboy, there was a terrible Tempest of 

Thunder & Lightning. Wc were very apprehensive of damage in the 

^rish of White-Waltham. It was in the Afternoon. Soon after the 

^hnmest was over. News was brought that in a ground hardly half a mile 

^^^kre was an Oak shattered to pieces by the hghtning, and a magpie 
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(ihat had been on the top of the tree) lay deaii under it. I saw the thing 
mysellf. The pye lay dead, and the Splinters of the Oak were scattered 
all over the ground, \\<^^ was a pretty big close, full of olher trees, & most 
part of it surrounded with Coppice wood, 

July 1 (Wed.). Mf. Baker (in a Letter from Cambridge, Dec, r, 
lyaj) told me that the Patronage of the Church of Aldworth in Berks. 
belongs to their (S*. John's) College, was originally in the Priory of 
Bromchall (in the Parish of Winkfeild, in Windsor Forest), & came to 
them from ihat Nunnery; but he hath met with nothing among their 
10 writings concerning the Antiquities of the place, & should be glad of any 
account of that nature. The present Incumbent, late Fellow of that 
College, is a very honest, good man, but no Antiquary. 

I heard a good character of the Incumbent, when I walk'd to Aldworth 
some Years ago, some time after vi"'^ I writ something about the Place at 
ihe End of Rojer's Life of Sir Thomas More, and have occasionally 
mentioned it elsewhere. 

July 2 (Th.). On Tuesday last was a Convocation, at 9 Clock, that 
M', Thistleihwayt, Warden of Wadham College, might have two Terms 
given him, so as to be standing Lhis Term for accumulating B. & Doctor 

»o of Div., woh^ accordingly, was done, tho' not without Opposition, the 
matter being carried for him by a Rlajority of only two Votes. There 
was great grumbling on the occasion, especially because he really had 
three Terms given him, the Term of accumulating being reckoned by 
his Friends as if he really had kept one towards the Degree of D^. more 
than he had. Had not this Concession of Terras being granted, he 
would not have been qualified to continue Warden of Wadham College, 
the Statutes of wot (as I am told) require the Warden to be D'. within 
such a time. But I have but an imperfect Notion of the Thing, 'Tis 
very unreasonable, however, that the Universily should be byass'd to act 

30 wrongfully upon account of th< private Statutes of a College. I say 
wrongfully, because giving of Terms to one not fully standing is mani- 
festly so, and tends to the prejudice of the Universily. We have an 
instance of that in that Coxcombe, Bowles (of whom the whole Univer- 
sity, as well as others, are now sick), who had two Terms given him for 
qualifying him for the Degree of Bach, of Arts, otherwise he could not 
have been Fellow of Oriel- Col lege, & 'twas that Grant that made him 
Master of Arts sooner than he would have been. Indeed, had it not ' 
for that, he would not have been Master of Arts at the lime D'. Hui 
dyed, & consequently would have been unqualifyed for Head Libi 

40 tbo, after all, he was not compleat Master when he was elected. Bi 
may be, after all, he would have been chosen, as there was an Infattiatil 
at thai time, had he been only Batch, of Arts. 

July 3 (IVi.). There is now living at Bisseler in Oxfordshire an 
elderly Man, that is a Wheelwright, a perverse, obstinate, conceited 
Fellow, of a shallow Wit, that gets scraps of Scripture, & sets up for 
a teacher of strange doctrines, & I am told he holds forth every Sunday 
in his own house. I happened to see him here in Oxford on Wednesday 
last (as I bad also seen him here about a year agoe), & heaid him speak 
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for some time most blasphemously, maintaining that God is the Author 
of all Evil, & that no mischief is done but what is to be ascrib'd to him. 
He was zealous also at the same time for Predeslinalion, & I know not 
what, but in all his discourse he contradicted himself most strangely, 
& talked like a very silly, illiterate fellow, as he realty ia, He bears, in 
all respects {as far as I can learn), a very ill character. Sometime agoe 
he lived at Wendlebury, where he was prosecuted for refusing to pay his 
dues to the Minister. 

July 4 (Sat.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, being at the Museum, 
M'. Whiteside shew'd mc some of Anih. A Wood's Papers that he lately 10 
got for that Place out of D', Charletl's Study. I look'd over two Bundles, 
& gather (as D'. Tanner had told me) y' there is no great matter in 
them, besides what is printed. They are, however, vouchers of many 
Things y' Anthony had said. Many of them are nothing but little, odd 
scraps of Paper. 

N'. Sheldon was Anthony's great Friend. He writ himself Raphe 
Sheldon. In 1 68J, Jan. e'l", he, Mr, Sheldon, mentions ten Founds he 
had sent for M'. Joyner. This must be Mr W" Joyner. 

There is an original Letter, tho" not sign'd, written by John Aubrey, Esq., 
& dated Jan. 16, 1671, by wob I find that what Anthony said ab* Judge to 
Jenkyns, insinuating that after the restauration he might have been made 
one of the Judges of Westminster Hall, if he would have given ftToney 10 
the then Lord Chancellour, he had from M'. Aubrey, whose words in that 
Letter are these ; 'Tkvas filly he viat not made one of the fudges 0/ West- 
minster Hall Jar his long sufferings, and he might have been (^he told me), 
ij he would have given money to the Chancrllor ; but he scorned it. He 
needed it net, for he had his estate again, i^Qot.per an., ^ being old ^ car- 

eeribui eonfractus. M'. T. H. Malmesb. told him, one day at dinner, 

thai that hereafter would not shew well for somebedie't honour in History. 
In the same Letter, before what 1 have transcrib'd is, — David fenkins ^o 
writing this wise out of Ausonius, not long before he dyed, to Sir Llewellin 
fenkint, ' et baculo innitens in qua repetebat arenS '. 

I find by a Letter of Mr. Aubre/s {dated Feb. 1, 1671), among those 
Papers, that Mr Wood became acquainted in that Year (1671) with 
Raphe Sheldon, Esq.. by M^. Aubrey's means. 

M'. Winceslaus Hollar died in Gardiner's lane, Wesim., an. 167(6), & 
lyes buried in St Margaret's Church Yard, neare the Tower, N.W. 

What Anthony hath said about D'. Thomas Worihington, President of 
the English College at Doway, he had chiefly from one of Worthington's 
Successors in the Presidentship, who writ to Anthony, & sent him a Latin 40 
Extract out of the Register there. 

What he hath said about D'. Thomas Sutton, vol. i, col. 407, 408, he 
had, in good measure, from one old M". Bury of Abbington. 

'Tis almost incredible to see from Anthony's Papers (woli I have also 
often heard said) what Pains Mr. Aubrey look to get Anthony Intelli- 
gence, v^ Anthony used also to acknowledge in Company, saying that

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he (Mr. Aubrey) would go over fire & water to serve him, & yet, for all 
that, at last Anthony despised him, as I have heard it spoken several 
times. 

July 5 (Son.). Out of Mist's Journal of Saturd., July 4, 1724:-- 

The fine Monument that is erecting in Westminster-Abbey to the Memory 
of the ingenious Matthew Prior, Esq., is now finish'd. We were told, some 
time ago, that the following Epitaph, said to be done by himself, was to be 
put upon it, vlx. 

Nobles and Poets, by your Leave, 
10 Here lye the Bones of Matthew Prior^ 

The Son of Adam and of Eve : 
Let Bourbon or Najsaw go higher. 

Among his Poems we find the following Epitaph, with this Title to it, For 
my own Tomb : — 

To me 'tis given to die, to thee 'tis given 
To live ; alas ! one Moment sets us even : 
Mark, how Impartial is y® Will of Heaven. 

But we do not find that either of these have taken Place, but the following 
Inscription is engraven thereon, viz. under that curious Bust that was done at 
20 Paris by an admirable Hand, and presented to the said M^ Prior by the late 
French King, we read what follows : —

JiUy e (Mon.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, M'. Ralph Bridges, 
Brother of my laie Friend, John Bridges, Esq., call'd upon me. He 
told me his Brother's Books are lo be sold, but not by Auction. He 
said a few Copies will be printed of the Catalogue of his Brother's Books, 
& that the Catalogue is done after the manner of Thuanus's Catalogue. 

He told me that the Earl of Salisbury hath a Collection of the 
L<1 Treasurer Burghley's Letters, & many other Papers in MSS^, at 
HatReld in Hartfordshire. Perhaps Br. Savage, Govcmour formerly to 
my \A Salisbury, & now Rector of Clothall in Hartfordshire, can give 
some account of ihem. ac 

He said his Brother's Books are in number about six or seven thousand 
Volumes, that they will not appear anything near so valuable by the 
Catalogue as by a view of ihem, they being finely bound, in the belter 
paper, & all clean Books, it being his way always lo procure, if possible, 
the best Paper & the fairest Copies, insomuch y' he laid out a great deal 
of Money sometimes in exchanging Books. For iho' he had a good 
Copy before, yet if he met with a belter, he would spare no money to 
exchange it for that better book.

. July 7 (Tu.). M'. Bridges told me, at the same lime, that he paid 
three Guineas for my Ed. of John Rosse's Hisloria Rtgum Anglia lo 
M'. Fletcher Gyles, a London Bookseller, who had bought it with the 
Siudy of the late Bf of Winchester, Sir Jonathan Trelawny. 4^ 

On Thursday last was married William Bromley. Esq., lately Gentleman 
Commoner of X' Church (& Son of the hon**'* W"" Bromley, of Baginton 
in Warwicksh, Esq., Member of Padiament for the Univ. of Oxon.), to 
M**. Thogmorton, a good fortune, & of a I'ery ancient Family in Warwick- 
shire, This young Mr. Bromley {who is my particular acquaintance) 
returned lately from travelling, having been at Rome. 

July 8 (Wed,). Yesterday the before mentioned M'. Ralph Bridges 
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was presented, in the Convocation House, to the degree of Bach. & I>. of 
Div., as an accumulator, and Member of Trinity College. 

July 9 (Th.). M'. Kimber of Holywell told me last night that he 
might, some Years ago, have had Cressv's Church History (the book 
being then common) for four shillings, w<:'^ I gave lately fourty shillings 
for, tho' my Copy is indeed a fair one. 

July 10 (Fri.), M'. Hawkins, a Chirurgeon of Oxon. (& a younger 

Brother of M^ Serjeant Hawkins), told me yesterday that 'tis strange 

that at Taragon, and other Places where he hath been, such great 

10 Numbers of old Roman Coyns should be found, even under hard Rocks, 

a Thing w^^ however, he knows to be true from his own observation. 

July 11 (Sat.). Yesterday, walking to Stanton S*. John's, I took 
notice of an old pollard Oak, just as we turn out of the road to Brill to 
go to Stanton, w<^^ seems to be as old as 1546, or the beginning of 
Edw. VIt'8 Reign. Adjoining to Stanton Church Yard, at the N.W. End, 
is a Cabbidge Garden, w^^ seems to have been formerly part of the 
Church Yard.

July 11, 1724. H. to J. Murray (Rawl. ixa. 173). Account of sub- 
scriptions received for Langtoft. Thanks for fragments, also received. Has 
J. M. a pamphlet entitled. The Arminian Nunnery at Little^idding in 
Huntingdonshire, 164 1, 4to? Saw it formerly at the Bodleian Library. 

July 11« 1724. J. AnstlB to H. (Rawl. 19. 63). Mr. Pepys' MSS. were 
formerly in the custody of Mr. Jackson : supposes they were devised to some

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Philology, w<* Richardson knows nothing or, & the superior Beadleship 
of Law is annex'd to it.

July 13 (Mon.). Being last Night two or three hours with Dr. Ralph 
Bridges, at his lodgings at Trinity Coll., he shew'd me the MS. of John 
Bever'a Chronicle in that College Library, which was written in Hen. VT' 
time, to whose time the History is carried. It belong'd once to Dr, David 
Powell, that published Gyraldus Cambrensis & the Welsh History. 

He also shew'd me the MS. of Edward the Confessor's Life, in old =' 
English. 'Tis a fair book, but I know not of what authority, tho' the 
D^ said it was better than Aluredus Rhievaliensif. 

There is a MS. of Bevcr in the Cotton Library, thus intit in the Cat.

Hinton, Rector of Lasham in Hampshire, calling upon me to-day, 
told me that the Place where ArchbP Abbot kill'd the Keeper of the Park 
with an Arrow is BranisweU in Hampshire, where Sir John Cope now 
io lives. 

He said that the Place where Walter Tyrrell passed over the River, 
after he had kill'd W^ Rufus, is to this day call'd Tyrrell's Ford. 

Yesterday seeing Sir John Curson of Water Perry's Son, he told me 
that he believ'd there was once a Nunnery at Kidlington, and that there 
is some land there call'd Bury Abbey.

Nicolson mentions it in p. no of 
his Scottish Historical Library, where he says, The Rota Temporum is 
a Chronological Compendium 0/ Scotch History, written by a Brother of 
the minor Observants at Jedburgh, in the year 1533. The Book is in my 
Lord Tarbet'x Library, and is quoted as a good Authority by Cambden \

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July 17 (Pri.). Yesterday Mf. Samuel May of London call'd upon 
me, &. we spent some time together. This Person, tho' a Druggist by 
trade, is yet curious in our English History and Antiquities, & hath 
a good Collection. He went to School with M'. Anstis. M^ Anstis is 
two Years older than he. He hath got a little Thinjf (he said, a sheet 
& an half of Paper), printed in 4*", about General Monk's title to the 
Crown of England. It is a. wonderfull Rarity. He bought it in one of 
M'. Rawlinson's Auctions, He gave about 10 shillings for it. He hath 
been offered for it a Guinea & an half. 

He said some Years agoe he bought the first Ed. of Hollingshede's 10 
Chron., in the Country, in two Vols,, for ten shillings, but, upon his 
Return to London, he was offered ten Pounds for them, tho' the first 
Vol. wants the Title Page. 

He said Mr. John Murray was formerly a Bookseller, what I had not 
heard of before, & can hardly now think that he was so, notwithstanding 
he often sells his Books, when he bath Duplicates, to Friends and curious 
Men, on purpose to oblige them. 

Mr. May hath a compleat collection, as it were, of what hath been 
written upon our Counties, only, he says, he wants Sir Rob. Adkyns's 
Gloucestershire. 1 told him I gave five Guineas for one. He says he i° 
offered five Guineas for one, but could not get it, tho' it was but an 
indifferent Copy. He said it was a very hard matter to meet with a good 
Copy of Sir Rob''» Book. Mine is a very good one. 

He said he ofTered M'. Thomas Rawlinson, some time agoe, five 
Guineas for Dugdale's Warwickshire, for wo*" price I bought two Copies, 
but that now he will give very little for it, M'. Rawlinson having then 
refus'd his Offer, the book being now reprinting, with great Additions, 
by M'. W" Thomas of Warwickshire. 

Mcmorand. yt M^. Ranee, Senior (who hath been ill ever since, & for 
some time before, Whiisontide), told me this Afternoon that out of every 50 
pound that Is paid for printing books at the University Press, if a thousand 
are printed, four shillings are due to the University, but if there be only 
such a small Number as I prim, then only two shillings and six Pence are 
to be p^d in yB Pound to the University.

the new Foundation establjsh'd by his Majesty. 

Last Saturday died the famous M". Manley, Author of the Atolaaiii, and 
several other ingenious Writings. She was Daughter of Sir Roger Manley, 
formerly Governor of the isle of Jersey.

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From Pans we are informed that two of the RufiKans who last Year 
assassinated the English Gentlemen, have been broke alive upon the Wheel, 
one on the fourteenth, and the other on the fifteenth of thb Instant, N. S., 
and that one of them had impeached two Women and two Men. 

Afterwards in the same Paper is the following account of that matter : — 

They write from Paris that, on the 14^ of July, N. S., Sentence was 
pronounced, and the same day executed, upon Joseph Bisseau, who had taken 
the name of Gratien D'avanelle, Merchant Jeweller of Liege, and Peter 
Lefebvre, Merchant Jeweller, in the foUowing manner: A SaiiTold being 
10 erected in the Place called the Greve, in that City, they had their Arms, Legs, 
Thighs, and Loins broken upon it, and then laid on a Wheel, with their Faces 
towards Heaven, where they remained till they dy'd ; from whence the dead 
Bodies were to be conveyed, viz. that of Joseph Bisseau to the Highway near 
Calais, where the English Gentlemen were robb'd and murther'd, and that of 
Peter Lefebvre to the Hi^^way near Peronne, whereabouts the Stage Coach 
of Lisle was robb'd, and two that followed it murther'd, there to be exposed 
to View, each upon a Wheel, for which Robberies and Murthers they suffered 
the severe Punishments above-mentioned. The Judgment of the Process 
against John Baptist Bisseau; Elizabeth Gottequin, Mary Merance, Adrien 
so Beausse, Catherine Moffet, Mary Beausse, Anne Tourry, Mary Catherme 
Francoise, and Mary Joan Beausse, were put off tiU this Execution should be 
over, that the Truth might be extorted from their Mouths of certain Facts 
relating to the Process. 

Some Days ago died the R^ Rev. D'. John Tyler, Bp of Landaff, and Dean 
of Hereford, in a very advanced age. 

In the Storm that happened last Tuesday, a Woman was killed at Waltham- 
Abbey by the Light'ning, as she was sheltering in a Porch, and standing 
between two Men, who received no hurt. 

About the same Time, a Man that was Gleaning in a Field, near Egham, 
30 was struck dead by the Light'ning, while his Wife, that stood by him, received 
no Damage. 

N. B« We had none of this Storm at Oxford.

King Charles the I", upon w^l" he was hang'd, within two days after 
his Design was discovered, upon y* said Oak, wel> is called by no other 
Name than Blake's Oak. 

This Bremicham says he well remembers the Great House in S*. 
Clement's, that is now down, but was then call'd Boleshiplon Farm, 
He says he rented Part of the Grounds formerly himself, that the Farm lo 
was 3D0 libs, per an., & that all those Groiinds on y" left hand y^ way, as 
we go lo Heddington Hill, are still call'd Boleshipton. 

He says that during the Siege of Oxon, all Parts were drown'd, 
excepting the North side, w*^*" could not be drown'd, & the way from 
Oxford to Abbington, wol» lay open to bring in Provisions, wol" were 
constantly brought by Waggons, &c., from Abbington. He says Oxford 
could never have been taken, had not there been treachery. I suppose 
he thinks there was treachery in the Surrendry, whereas it is look'd upon 
as a very prudentiai Thing.

On Monday Night, the day after I rec<i the said Letter, I saw Mr. 
Whiteside, the Keeper of the Ashm. Museum, who, upon my mentioning 
this Affair to him, told me that Dr. Stratford, Canon of Xt Church, had 
ask'd him about the same business some time since, & that he gave him 
an answer. He told me that there is nothing upon this Subject in that 
Voltune, but that there is a little bundle of old writings relaiing to Black- 
more Priory, woli he shew'd me, but, it being night, I did not look them

Ludwell, & 
faatb left what he had, at least much the greatest part thereof, to one lo 
Mf. Harsnel, a young Master of Arts of X'-Church, who was one of his 
Companions in drinking, wab drinking immoderately Uiil'd this young 
Ludwell '. 

This Morning died M'. Weslmore (aged about 70 years), of S*. Jolin 
Baptist's Parish, Oxon., and Mancipat of Magd.

by his present Lady to Pembroke- Col I., Oxon., where he is Gentleman 
Commoner, & proves a Rake. This young Gent., Son to Sir Jemmat, 
was of Westminster School. 

Aug. 8 (Sat,). On Thursday last (Aug, 6), in the Afternoon, died :o 
M'. David Jones. Vicar of Marcham, near Abbington in Berks. This 
Person, who made a great noise in many Places, was the Son of Malth. 
Jones ', of Caervalloch in Flinishire, ft was born in that County, educated 
in Westminster School, elected thence one of the Students of Ch. Ch., 
ia. 1681, aged 18 Years, took the degree of Bach, of Arts, Oct. 37, 
1685', Soon after v."ii he look holy Orders, retired to the great City, 
and became a forward and frequent Preacher, and a Lecturer there. 
But >11 things going not current with his Mind, he returned to his College 
in Michaelmas Term, an. 1693, and in the next Year, saith M'. Wood", 
but the Catalogue of Graduates saith Nov. 9, 1 693 ', proceeded in Arts. 10 
He was a stout, lusty, rawbon'd man, insomuch that he would beat three or 
fourordinaryMen, ofa very turbulent Spirit, & very ready to pick quarrells, 
insomuch that he always lived a restless and uneasy life. He was a very 
great Hypocrite, so that whereas formerly he preiended to a more than 
ordinary Sanctity of Life, ft accordingly preached upon Temperance, 
Sobriety, ft Chastity, and his preaching being always by heart, & using 
vehement motions in the Pulpit. & a more than ordinary Zeal, his Voice 
being also adapted to the pur[.iose, much like the late D'. Burnett's, he 
had usually a vast audience, especially of the vulgar people, who admired 
him, ft would go a great way to hear him. He would often preach up 30 
Damnation, w«l> drew Tears from many. But being found to be a dis- 
sembler, ft a loose, debauched ?Iypocrite (for he would drink [ ] to 

excess), he became despis'd by all sorts of People. He halh printed 
several Sermons, v*' are meer rhapsodical things, & yet the Man was an 
excellent Spholar in Greek & Latin, & would frequently baffle even the 
Proctors themselves in the publick University Schools by his ready citing 
Greek Authors, & speaking in that language ; but then this Scholarship 
consisted only in words, he wanting Judgment & Discretion. He was 
a very bold, resolute Man, * mattered nothing of Reputation to carry 
a point. When I first came to Oxford, he preached in the Afternoon, in 40 



Trinitf College, but the book has been lent out, and is not to be met with. 
The best account of it is in Bp. Williams' Life by Bp. Hackct. Has sent 
Mr, Bagford's papers by Dr. Fiddes: 'you being nam'd in them, ft under- 
standing bis hand, they will t>e best lodg*)! with you.' [PS.] Mr, Pepys* Robert

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Summer time, a Sermon at S^. Marie's before the University. The Church 
\ras strangely crowded. He began well enough, ft proceeded so for 
some time, but afterwards falling into Raillery, he made the Church 
laugh, the Seniors, even the Doctors themselves, being not able to forbear, 
y^i^h David perceiving, he grew very angry, & increased his railing (for he 
preached without notes), ft this made die Congregation (all excepting 
some old Women, who shed tears) laugh the more, upon w«^ David, 
fixing his Eyes upon the D"., cry'd out, / speak to wise men, judge jft. 
This Sermon was printed, but for the most part different from w^ it was 

10 when preached, abundance of Things being left out Some time after, 
David preached again before the University. It was in Ember week, 
upon a Sunday Morning, at X^Church. There was a vast Concourse 
of Auditors. He began, as before, well enough, ft so for some time 
proceeded. The Sermon was about Abstinence, agreeable to the Season. 
But at length he, falling into strange, abusive Language, set the Congrega- 
tion a-laughing^ as before. This Sermon, too, was printed, but many things 
were spoke in the Pulpit that were omitted at the Press. This was (as 
I remember) the last Sermon he preached before the University. For, 
not long after, being prosecuted for some great ft notorious Crime in the 

30 Vice-Chancellor's Court, he pleaded his own Cause there, but at last fell 
into such indecent, scurrilous Language, that the Vice-Chancellour ordered 
him to the Castle (the Vice-Chancellour being present in Court himself), 
w<)b put David into such a passion that from words he fell to blows, ft in 
the Scuffle broke M'. Peter Cox the Superior Beadle of Arts's Staff ft 
one of his Fingers, but being at length out of Breath, he went quietly 
to the Castle, from whence, after some little time, he was released, but 
was for this rudeness expell'd the University, ft then went to his Vicaridge 
of Marcham, w<3b is in the Gift of X^ Church, but led such a vexatious, 
contentious Life, as made the whole Parish uneasy. Being a strangely 

3^ litigious man, he was always at Law, w^^^ occasioned him to be frequently 
in Goal, so that troubles made him turn Grey early. One night he went 
to bed, ft the next Morning half his Hair (I mean one side) was turned 
white, while the other side remain'd black (for his Hair, w<'l^ he used to 
wear very short, was naturally very black). He was suspended by his 
Diocesan several times, particularly once for hindering a Corpse to be 
buried, because the Bearers would not carry it to Church through a Pond, 
woli, he said, was the Church way. When it was brought to the Grave, 
David would neither bury it himself nor suffer any one else to do it ; but 
at last another Clergyman did it, upon w<:^ David leapt into the Grave, 

40 ft said they should bury himself too ; upon w^l* they began to throw 
the Mould upon him also, when he desired to be taken out. Complaint 
was made to the Bp, and he was thereupon suspended, as he was also 
another time for throwing the consecrated Wine about the Floor, upon 
pretence that it was poysoned by one to whom he had just administred 
in Marcham Church. He was married, ft his wife (being forced away 
from him) was sent for from London just after he died. But tho' his 

wife did not live with him, yet he kept another Woman F .] with 

him, who hath at least two Children, a Son of about 18 Years of Age, 
ft a Girl about 16 or 17, as I have been informed. This vile man was 

fo buried the day after his death, in the Evenmg. 
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Aug, 9 (Sun.). I was lold last Night that old M'. Jos. How of 
Trinity-Coll, used always 10 fast solemnly & very particularly & devoutly 
on one day in the Year, being the day on wb he happened accidentally, 
when he was a Schoolboy, to kill one of his Schoolfellows, a Thing I had 
not heard before. 

D'. Alterbury, the deprived Bp of Rochester, being now at Paris, they 
write from thence that since his Arrival there he hath pass'd his time in 
examining the pubUck Libraries and othier Curiosities of that City ; and 
that he hath been visited by raost of the Members of the Royal Academy 
of Sciences, by the famous Father Monfaucon, and Abbe Vertol, ft other 10 
Persons of Distinction and Learning, who seem to pay him a more than 
ordinary Respect. 

Last Tuesday [he Marquis of Carnarvon, Son and Heir Apparent to 
the Duke of Chandois, was marry'd to the Lady Katherine Talmash, 
Daughter to the Earl of Dysert, at the Duke's Seat at Cannons in 
Middlesex. 

Aug. 10 (MOQ.). D'. Walker, in his Sufferings of the Clergy, often 
makes use of a MS. of the famous M'. Jeremy Stephens relating to that 
Subject, & particularly to the horrid Sacrileges committed by the Rebells, 
& he hath a just Character of the Commissioners at Northampton ', for jo 
mrning out honest Clergymen, & persecuting such as were loyal. 

Aug. 11 (Tu.). Yesterday, about twelve Clock, was hang'd, in the 
Castle Yard at Oxford, a Boy of about seventeen years of Age, con- 
demn'd this last Assizes for robbing & assaulting, in a most barbarous 
manner, an old Woman wilh whom he had before lived, but had been 
gone some time, at Teisworih, The Woman contended with him some 
time after he had entered her house, & had like to have oveqxiwered 
him, V^ when he perceiv'd, he shot her with a Pistoll, & then took a 
considerable Sum of Money out of the House, went off, & was taken the 
next day by Watlingion. The Woman is not dead, tho' but in an ill y> 
Condition. I am told the Boy's Father is Clarke of Wormenhall, near 
Brill in Buckinghamshire. Both his Father and Mother were at the 
Execution, & carried the body into the Country to be buried. 

M'. Leonard Litchfield, the Printer, lold me last Night that he is 55 
Years old. 

Aug. 12 (Wod.). Yesterday Morning, about four or five Clock, died 
suddenly M'. Anthony Peisly, of Oxford, Bookseller. On Friday last 

Aug. 11, 1724. H. to [T. Ward] (Rawl. no. 85). Has returned three 
more books and M5S. The pamphlet about Little Giddiag came out in 
tA^i. If the old English Chronicle be John de Trevisa'^ translation of 
Ranulph Hifiden, it has been printed several times. Sir Robert Cotton's 
Account of Henry Ill's reign is not a very scarce book. The old Scottish 
translation of Hector Boecc is very rare. 

Aug. 12. 1724. H. to Bfobard Dyer (Rawl. no. 99). Hopes R. D. 
bad a good journey, and that his alfairs will succeed according to his desires. 
' There is no doubt but in your County [Devonshire] there arc several peculiar 

^^H 1 [MS. ■ NorthomptioD.'] 
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I talk'd with him, as I was going to walk towards Abbington, by his 
House in S*. Mary Hall Lane, & he seem'd very well, tho' he had a 
lethargical Drowziness upon him several Years. He used to have 
Auctions frequently in Oxford, in the old Convocation House at the 
N. East End of S^ Marie's Church, and he talk'd of having one next 
Lent, & not before. On Monday last he rid a-coursing, a spbrt he 
delighted in much. He retum'd home, complaining of an Illness, ft died 
in the morning. He hath one Son of the same trade, about 22 Years of 
Age, & six Daughters, the eldest of w«l^ is married to M'. Beaver, M.A 
10 & Steward of Corpus X^ College; the other five are unmarried. 
M'. Peisly had several Houses in Oxford, & an Estate of about six score 
Pounds per annum at Clifton, near Dorchester, out of w<^ he was to find 
a Curate to officiate at the Chapell there, but he allow'd him very litde 
for his trouble, tho', without doubt, the Minister ought to have in propor- 
tion to the Rents. He died in the fifty seventh Year of his Age, and was 
buried in S<^. Marie's Church this day, in the Evening, about ten Clock. 

Aug. 18 (Th.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, died M'. West, of S*. 
Marie's Parish in Oxford, a noted Upholsterer, being about fifty Years 
old, or something more. He had la}!! ill about six Weeks. He was 
30 a very courteous, affable, civil Man, & was not long agoe one of the 
Bayliffs of the City of Oxford. His distemper came from hard drinking. 
He was a married man, & has left a wife behind him living, but he never 
had any Children \ 

Aug. 14 (Fri). Memorandum that M'. Peisly was full fifty seven 
Years of Age, dying the very same day on w«h he was born, as I have 
been inform'd, woh was Aug. 13, 1667. They put upon his Coffin 58. 
It seems, he had been, as I have before noted, out a-coursing the day 
before his death. He catched a hare, brought it home, & designed it for 
his dinner the next day, but was taken ill in the night, & complained of 
30 his Illness to his wife, who sent in the Morning for a Chirurgeon, but he 
was dead before the Chirurgeon came. 

Wednesday last was one of the hottest days I ever knew, & in the 
Afternoon was Thunder & Lightning, but at a distance from Oxford, 
where we had a little of the rain. I am told that at Wellesbourne, or 
Wellbourne, near Warwick, the Tempest was just in the same manner as 
'twas at Oxford, June 11^^ last, and that there was much damage done 
tliereabouts. That at Oxford on the day specified puts me in mind of

Aog, 16 (Sat.). Yesterday died suddenly the Widow Cheney, an old 
Woman who sold fruit & other small Matters in S'. Peter's Parish in the 
East, Oxford'. Her Husband hath been dead five or six and twenty 
Years, being Rolling Press Man at the Theater Printing House. 

D'. Heywood of SV John's College hath writ the Life of D'. Leigh, 
the Nonjuror, as I am told by M'. West of Balliol- College, who had the 
Information from the Doctor himself. But D'. Heywood declines 
printing it, tho' he hath primed some of the D'"'. Papers, & burnt many jo 
besides. This D'. Heywood hath not put his Name to any thing that he 
hath published. He complains that he looses by what he publisheth, by 
reason his Things will not sell well. 

This day. in the Afternoon, I happened accidentally to see, in 
M'. Fletcher the Bookseller's Shop, the Register of All Souls-Coli. in 
w"!' the Election of Wardens are entered. The Life of the Founder is at 
the Beginning, by Robert Hoveden, with a Catalogue of the Wardens 
and Fellows by the same Hoveden. tho' continued by others. This is 
a Copy only of both the Life & Catalogue, as written by Hoveden (for 
the Original is under the Author's own hand, as 1 take it, by Wood) ; at >o 
least, if this Book be the original, it is made a very thick book, as some 
Things are now to be fis'd in, wh was the reason of its being left with 
Fletcher ; but I think 'tis not the Book as in Hoveden's time, it begin- 
ning (as I remember) with some things after the Year i66o. I remember 
there is an account in it of D^. Leopold W™ Finch's being made Warden, 
by virtue of K. James the 1I<1'« Mandamus in i686 {Jan. ar. I think), 
w«l> Election being look'd upon as null, upon occasion of Mr. Jonas 
Proast (Chaplain of the College) his Appeal to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, il was vacated, & D"". Finch was thereupon elected Warden 
in 1698. by virtue of the Archbf'' (Tenison) Instrument, which is inserted 3° 
in the Register. I saw there also young M'. Wood's Election, but 'tis 
mentioned as an Election only of the Archbishop, as far as I can 
remember, & the Warden is not mentioned in it as being present at the 
Admission, but one of those present was M'. Fiddes, & another 
M'. Chemock ; the rest I forget. As I remember, D'. Irish is made 
there to be admitted Fellow in 1673. 

On Wednesday last died M'. William Godfrey, of Heddington. near 
Oxford, Carpenter, and was buried there this Afternoon, a Funeral 
Sermon being preached for him by M'. Jons, Minister of the Place. He 
was a man of great Probity and Honesty, and was seventy three Years 40 
old. He was the eldest of five Brothers, the second of wcb was

The Rev. M'. David Jones, Rector (it should be Flcar^) of Marcham, near 
10 Abingdon in Berks., died some Days since. He was formerly Lecturer of 
one of the Churches in Lombard-Street, and having preached a Sermon 
against the Sin of Usury, gave such Offence to the Inhabitants thereabouts^ 
that in a short Time he was glad to quit the said Lectureship^ for want of the 
usual Contributions. He was very famous in Combat ; and many People have 
been made sensible of his extraordinary Strength. ^ 

Tuesday Morning dy*d D'. Lyndford, Prebendary of Westminster, Arch- 
deacon of Barnstaple, and Rector of S\ Edmond the King, in Lombard-Street 

We have an Account from Vienna, of Aug. 2, that the Saturday before, one 
Sanekel, a Clergyman, was crown'd in the University there as Poet-Laureat, 
ao with a great deal of Ceremony, the like not having been done for 167 Years 
past. The Poet was seated on a Throne, and a Gold Ring was put on his 
Finger, a Gold Pen in his Hand, and a Laurel on his Head, and a Book was 
presented him ; after which he received the Compliments of Congratulation. 

They write from Hildesheim, Aug. 8, that at Honburg, in the Principality 
of Habberstadt, a certain Musician died lately, aged las ; he had been married 
to three Wives, and play'd so well upon the Musick that he had 40 Children 
by them, which Children brought him in, in his Life-time, 142 Grand-Children. 

From Paris they tell us that, on the 4^ Instant, a Widow of about 30 
Years of Age was passing over the Pont- Royal, where a blind Man was 
30 begging, to whom she gave some Money, as also a fine Handkerchief that she 
pulled off her Neck, telling him she desired to be remember'd in his Prayers; 
she had not gone four Steps further before she threw her self over the Bridge 
into the River ; but her Hoop-Peticoat saved her from sinking, and she was 
taken up without any Hurt. She seem'd as one awak'd out of a deep 
Slumber, and not to know that she had flung her self into the Water. She is 
a Woman of Distinction, in Despair for the Loss of her Husband, whom she 
tenderly loved, and who left her with six Children. 

Aug. 17 (Hon.). The Agrigentines (as Plutarch told us*), after the 
death of Phalaris, prohibited any one to go in sky-coloured habits, 
40 because the Followers or Guards of Phalaris used breeches, or some part 
of their Garments, of that colour. 

Stobaeus's Collections are excell*^y good, and much valued by great 
Scholars. In them he hath preserv'd many ancient Pieces, w^h ^it may 
be) would otherwise have been lost. 

Aug. 18 (Tu.). From a Paper MS. lent me by M'. Ward, on July 
13 last, containing several Prophecies in English Verses, such as Merlin's, 
&c. It is in 8^o : —

Those 1 then look'd 
over are of no great moment, being taken all, as it were, verbatim into ao 
his Alhma Oxon. I say verbatim, because I find now sufficiently 
proved, what 1 had often heard before (Sl the learned Dr. Thomas Smith 
used frequently lo assert it), that Anthony was a meer Rhapsodist, 
throwing together w'ever was sent him about his Subject, without 
considering much how to range or methodize the several particulars, and 
that, too, in the very words of the Writers, concealing their Names.

Andrew Allam penn'd much for him ; so did 30 
divers others in Oxford, &, indeed, 'tis almost incredible what came to him 
by letter, I mean, lives drawn up for him, & Catalog:ues of the respective 
Authors' Writings, 

M'. Hodges, Minister of Witham, near Oxford, was a Man that 
continued blith, bonny, & jovia), even when old, as Anthony attests under 
his own hand in those Papers. 

On Monday last died of a Consumption, at Abbington, M'. Daniel 
Webb, only Son of the iate Sir Daniel Webb of Oxford, Knight, and was 
buried, by his Father, last Night in All-Hollows' Church, Oxford. It is 
thought that this young Man's heart was broke with Grief and Concern 40 
at the ill Circumstances his Father (who was a Man of excellent Sense, 
which the Son was not) died in.

Langbaine, and 
that D'. Zouch came into the Convocation-House, &. told the Vice- 
Chancellour so openly. D^ Wallis came up, too, and denyed it. After 
the Dispute had lasted about an hour after Candles were lighted, 
M'.

10 pleading for D'. Zouch, & D^. Seth Ward & M' Poolen of Trinity-

There is a Letter written by M'. Henry Gandy (Henry de Gand he

* — M'. John Ketdewell* (he says) 'dy'd on Friday, the la of April, 
1695, was bur/d in the Parish Church of Barkin (in the same Grave in 
which Archbishop Laud was layd) on the 15^^ day of the same Month, 
the R* Reverend Bishop of Bath and Wells (D^. Tho. Kenn ^\ performing 

ao the Office in his Lawn Sleeves. He read the Confession ana Absolution, 
then the proper Psalms in the Office for buriall of the Dead, after that 
the Magnificat, then part of the 15^1^ Chapter of the 1^ Ep. to the 
Corinthians, the Lesson appointed. Then read the Evening Service, 
pray'd for the King — & the Queen's, &c. I cannot learn that there is any 
monument or Epitaph design'd. His books shew him to be a very pious, 
as well as learned, person, ft will outlast any Monument his Friends can 
bestow upon him. He was, as far as ever I could perceive, of a sweet, 
courteous disposition, ft very communicative. I will not venture to say 
any more of him, least I should wrong his Memory by giving too mean 

30 a Character of him, which I am sure I must do if I should attempt it. 
The Corps was carry'd in a Hearse from his House in Gray's Inn Lane 
to Tower street, where the Corps was taken out, ft the Company quitted 
their Coaches, ft followed it into the Church. There were, besides 
M'. John Gascarth, the minister, between 30 ft 40 N — (Nonjuring^) 
Clergy, ft as many of the Layety, some of them of good Quality.' But 
these things are printed in col. 923, 924, 925 of the 2^ Ed. q{ Athtna 
Oxon, as M'. Wood's own Wordis. 

Aug. 22 (Sat.). M'. Richard Reeve, who had a very great hand in 

translating into Latin Hist, ^ Antiq, Univ, Oxon,, acknowledges himself, 

40 in a Letter to M^ Wood, dated Jan. 15, 1673, more beholding to Dean

M'. Prince in one letter observes to Anthony that Piiseus de Scrtpiorihui 
was difficult to be got, but that he lighted upon Bale, of the best Ed. (well 
bound), at Exeter, for twenty Shillings, and that he had Weever's Monu- 
ments for ten Shillings. 

M^. Prince was first of Brazennose college, being entered a.d. 1660, at 
17 Years of Age. He took his Degree of MA. in Cajus ColL» Cam- 
bridge. This Letter dated April 16, 1692. 

10 M^ Prince, in a Letter, May 17, 1694, dated from Berry Pomroy in 
Devonshire, tells M'. Wood thus: I find the /amiiie of Wey to he very 
ancient in this County ^ and some particular House or Houses called hy that 
name, but I find nothing of the Person, 

This Afternoon I met accidentally, in New-College Lane, M'. Perldnson, 
who was Confessor to my late Friend, M'. Charles Eyston, of E. Hendred 
in Berks. He turned back with me into New-College, when yomig M'. 
Eyston, Son to the said M'. Eyston, was in the Quadrangle widi an old 
Gentleman that belonged to them. This young M^ Eyston is newly come 
from Doway, & designs now (as he told me) to settle at Hendred. M'. 

30 Perkinson, who is a very worthy, ingenious, & learned Man, hath been 
lately at Rome, where he saw my Friend, D'. Richard Rawlinson, who, 
be says, buys abundance of Italian Books. 

Aug. 26 (Wed.). Last Sunday Morning the Rev^ M^ Thomas 
^len, M.A., and Rector of Murston, near Sittingboume in Kent (who 
was lately Fellow of University-College), called upon me, and spent a 
pretty deal of time with me. He came to tbwn with one of Sir John 
Hales's Sons, who is a pretty young Gentleman (as is also his Brother, 
who did not come to Oxford with him), and likewise call'd in to see 
me, tho' he did not stay. The said two Brothers lately came from beyond 

30 Sea, and are Roman Catholicks, as their Father is. Their Grandfather, 
Sir John Hales, was likewise a Roman Cath., and was Keeper of the 
Tower in K. James II<i'8 time. Their Sister (a Roman Cath. likewise) is 
married to the R* Hon^t the Earl of Litchfeild, who is a Convert from 
the Roman Catholick Religion. 

At Folkstone in Kent was an old Nunnery, founded by King Eadbald 
about A.D. 630, which was destroy'd during the Danish Wars. After- 
wards Nigell de Munewell gave the Church of S*. Mary and S*. Eanswith 
here to the Abby of Lolley in Normandy, a.d. 1095, to which it became 
an Alien-Priory *. There are still some remains of the said Priory. 

40 At Folkstone were lately seen strange bones of an extraordinary Size, 
viz. humane Bones, supposed to have been after some great battle, when 
the Bodies were not buried. M^. Allen told me that these Bones were 

* 4 or 5 Years ago placed in Hyde Church (viz. in the East End of the 
Church), four or five Miles from Folkstone, and that some of the Skulls 
have a great cleft in them, as if split with an Ax« He says 'tis supposed 
the Christians had the better in the Battle, and that they therefore left the 
bodies of the Danes [to] lye unburied, because they were heathens. This, 
it seems, is the common opinion.

At Reculver in Kent was an Abby of Black Monks, 
built by one Bassa, a.d. 669. It was annexed to Chrisl-Church in 
Canlerbury by K, Eadred, a-d. 949 '. M'. Allen told me that tliere are 
two Towers (with Spires on them, as he thought) of the Abbey Church 
still standing. He promised to send me word. 

M'. Allen did assure me (what I had been infonn'd of before) that 
M'. Lewis of Margate hath writ and published, in a thin Folio, the 
Antiquities of the Isle of Thanet, but that it bears but a very indifferent 
character, no better than Harris's Natural History of Kent, a verj' poor 
Performance, of no Character among curious Men. ic 

God's House at Dover was founded a.d. 1220, according to Sprot's 
Chronicle, pag. 71. M'. Allen told me 'tis still in being, & is called 
Hold dt Diru. 

Aug, 28 (Pri.). Shepey Nunnery in Kent was first buill by Sexburg, 
Queen of Kent, about a.d. 710, but being burned by the Danes, it was 
reediGed by W™, ArchbP of Cant., a.d. i i 30, to the honour of S'. Mary 
and S'. Sexburg '. It is now called Shepey Minster, M'. Allen told me 
that the Nunnery Church is called the Minster Church, and they com- 
monly call the place the Parish of Minster, and when people are going 
to Shepey, ihey usually say, ' We are going Co Minster.' This Church is »e 
large and fine. There is a House at the West End of it, built out of the 
Nunnery Ruins. The Church and this House at a distance look like 
two Towers. My Lord Cheney of Shepey and my Lord Shoreland lye 
there buried. There are Monuments to them that are fine. 

M'. Alien told me that the Hospital of Herbatdown in Kent, founded 
by ArchbP Lanfranc' (tlio' Speed says by John Stratford, ArchbP of 
Cant.), is at present a poor Place (as it was also in the time of Erasmus), 
but that there are four Beils (which are the old Bells) in the.Chapell. 

Ang. 38 (Sat,). Mr. Cooke, an old Man, Minister of Liitle-Witnam, 
was made Arclideacon of Oxford lately, in room of D'. Baker, who is 3° 
made Bp of Bangor. This Cooke, who was a very infirm, weak man, is 
since dead, and Dr. Rye, Rector of Islip. is now made Archdeacon, 

At Leedes in Kent was a Priory of Black Canons, built a.d. 1119, or, 
as others, a.d. 1137, by Rob. de Crevequer, Knight, to the honour of 
S*. Nicholas ', It is now called Leedes Abbey. Sir Roger Meredith, 
formerly fellow of Alt Souls-College, hath the Lands of it, but he does 
not thrive with this Estate, notwithstanding he is a worthy man. This Sir 
Roger hath many old writings about the Abbey. He is hospitable and 
communicative. He is a lover of books, and hath a good Library. Some 
part of the Abbey is still standing, as M^. Allen told me, and there is 40 
a great Hall, like a College Hall, in w"'' there ate old Tables, and an old 
bow Window, like Magd, Coll. Hall window. Sir Roger hath four Sisters.

At Boxley in Kent was a Cistercian Abbey, founded a.d. 1144 by WiH 
de Ipre, Earl of Kent, and dedicated to the blessed Virgin \ Tis within 
two Miles of Maidstone. Sir Thomas Seyliard, Bart^ had the Estate 
lately, but did not thrive. He had no Children. I think he is dead 
M'. Allen told me one Chamnejrs hath it now. This Chamneys was one 
of the Kentish Petitioners. He does not thrive. He is a great Libertine, 
and hath wasted a good Estate. 

Aug. 30 (Sun.). D'. Boulter is made ArchbP of Armagh and L4 
Primate of Ireland. 
10 D^. Bowers, Bp of Chichester, being dead, D'. Waddington is nominated 
to it. 

D'. Clavering, Canon of X^ Church, is nominated to the See of Landaff. 

M'. Allen told me, when he was t'other day in town, that by his Living 
of Murston in Kent, close by it, as it were, are two Farms, called Little 
Heyham and Great Heyham, and that there are there a great number o( 
Flint Stones, which seem to have been the Remains of some Religions 
House. I take the said Flints to be the Remains of Higheham Nunnery, 
of which Leland writes thus " : — 

Alta domus. HigJbebam, a poore Priory of Nunnes, about a iiii Miles above 
ao Orrvesende in Kent, on the Shore, was suppress'd by Fusbar Bisshop of 
Rochester's meanes, and given to SK Jobn*s College in Cantebridge. Sum say 
that King Stepban was Founder of it, and that his Systar was Nunne there. 

IS. I find now that it must be different &om Leland's Higheham, the 
Situation not answering. 

Ang. 31 (Hon.). At Cumbwell, or Conwell, in Kent, was a Priory of 
Black Canons, founded by Rob. de Tumham (temp. Hen. II), and dedi- 
cated to S^. Mary Magdalene '. Henry Campion, Esq., is now L^ of the 
Mannour of Cumbwell. M^. Allen told me that he is an ingenious hi^- 
Church Man, & communicative, and as he hath many writings (divers of 

30 which relate to the Place), so he is a Scholar and Gentlemanlike man. 
At Davington, or Daunton, in that County, was a Benedictine Nunnery, 
which D'. Tanner * tells us from the Monasticon Angl., p. 501, T, i, was 
built by Fulk de Neweham, to the honour of S*. Mary Magdalene. But 
M^. Southouse, in p. 146 of his Monasticon Fctvershamtense, informs us 
that this Nunnery was built by Hen. II, about the second year of his 
Reign, and Fulke de Newnham seems to have been a Benefactor rather 
than Founder. M^. Allen told me that 'tis close by Feversham, and that 
the Nunnery Church is still standing. The House the Tenant lives in 
joyns to the Church, & is part of the Abbey, the Hall being just as it was 

40 before the Dissolution. Sir Robert Harrison's Son lived in it lately, he 
being Minister of Luddenham, the next Parish to it. There is at the 
Entrance a Gallery, where, perhaps, there used to be Musick upon 
Festival Occasions. 

Sept. 1 (Tu.). At Ulcomb, commonly called Ookham, in Kent, was 
founded a Collegiate Church, a.d. 1220, by Stephen Langton, ArchbP of

worth about 150 Whs. ptr annum, and the Estate about 300 or 400. Mr. 
Clarke gave the Estate to Sir Gilbert Clarke's second Son, tho' not at all 
related ; which Mr. Clarke hath, without doubt, many things about the 
College. He is but young, about 34 years of age. t)'. Hudson was his 
Tutor at University College. 

At Treweleigh, commonly called Througly, in Kent, was an alien 
Piiory. M'. Allen told me that he thought there is a Park here, and a n 
great House, both going to decay. 

Sept. 2 (Wed.). At Ospring in Kent was a Preceploiy of the Templers, 
founded by Henry III. See Southouse's Rlonasticon Favershamiense, pag. 
148. M'. Allen told me that old Buildings, now in Ruins, are seen there, 
which, it may be, are the Remains of the Preceptory. Ospring is the 
Mouth of the Spring. There is a fine Stream runs across the London 
road, w°'' comes from the Spring. 

On Monday Night last was buried at Dorchester, near Oxford, Farmer 
Day of that Place, who died of a Feaver there. I knew this ^ian, and 
have lalk'd with him several limes at Dorchester about Anliquiiies. He 91 
was a strong, lusty Man, about 50 Years old, very honest, & is much 
lamented. He hath left a Widow and several Children. There were three 
Other Brothers, who are also dead, but their Widows living. A Daughter 
of one of them (a pretty, young, modest G irl) lives with my Friend, Mr. 
Thomas Kimber of Holywell, in the North Suburbs of Oxford. 

And now I have mentioned M'. Kimbei, who Is a man of excellent 
Sense, and versed in History and Antiquities, I must note that being 
some hours in his Company last night, only he and 1 together, and

Tho' there t>e no Printer's 
name to this Bible, yet it seems to have been printed bjr Grafton * \\'hit- 
church, as you will find in M'', Bagford's Papers, who had seen such an 
Edition, an. 15J9, any other Copy whereof I could never meet with, besides 
our own.' [Note by Heame ;— ' Rec", Sept. j, Thursd.'] 

Sept. 2, [1724]. E. Hearno to H. (Riwl. 18. 114). 'These are to 
aquaint you that I am goeing to Leaue this Country [White Waltham], and 
to serue a Gentleman, one Esq. Plyer, alt a place called Frenchhay, towards 
Bristol!. My Mother Remembers her Loue to you, and Desires you 10 send 
her word, a Line or two, if you had the account of the Books which she sent

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meanly the Bodl. Library is furnished with curious Classical Books, and 
Books of our English History and Antiquities, I told him the true reason 
was the neglect in former times that way, the original Design of the 
Library being chiefly for Books against the Roman Catholicks, and 
accordingly D^, Thomas James, M'f. Rowse, & D'. Barlow (who were 
zealous against the Catholicks) made it their Business to get such kind 
of Books, to say nothing of others. This, he said, he never heard of 
before, but would be sure to remember it, it being remarkable. 

Sept. 3 (Th.). Will. Courtney, Arch-bishop of Cant., 19 Rich. 2^, 
10 founded a College at Maidstone in Kent, to the honour of All-Saints. It 
was endowed with 159I. 7s. lod. per an. ; Tanner ^ p. 106. There are 
large Ruins of this College still remaining. My Friend, the Hon^ 
Benedict Leonard Calvert, Esq., took particular notice of them, an. 17 18. 
M'. Allen told me it is still called the College, and that it is let to a 
Farmer, who lives in it with a Parson that married the Farmer's Daughter. 

At West-Peccam in Kent was a Preceptory of the Templers, founded 
by Joh. Culpeper, 10 Hen. IV, valued, 26 H. 8, at 63I. 6s. 8d. per an., 
Tanner ^ p. 106. It belongs to the Twisdens of Peccam. 

Sept. 4 (Fri.). About five Weeks since died the Rev. M'. John Grifi^ 
ao Vicar of White-Waltham, near Maidenhead in Berks., and was buried in 
the Parish Church of Laurence Waltham in the same County. This 
Gent, was originally of Jesus-College in Oxford, firom whence, after he 
had taken the degree of Bach, of Arts, he retired into the Country, k 
being in orders, he used to preach at Maidenhead, and some other Places 
thereabouts, and taught School also at Maidenhead. His way of preaching 
being much admired, upon the death of M'. Richard Clear, Rector A 
Shottesbrooke and Vicar of White- Waltham, William Cherry, Esq., gave 
White- Waltham to M'. Griffyth (but Shottesbrooke to another), where he 
hath continued ever since in very good Reputation. He was a Person of 
30 excellent natural parts, great probity and honesty, & of extensive Charity 
& good learning. His judgment was strong, ft his reasoning very clear, 
tho' it was his misfortune, for above a Year before he died, to be dieprived 
of his understanding. He deserved to have had great Preferment, if the 
times would have permitted. In Queen Anne's time my L^ Harcourt, 
then Lord Chancellour, had promised him Binfield, but broke his promise. 
As he was a good man, so he was very cheerfuU and facetious. He died 
but in mean Circumstances, his Books being sold before his death for his 
Support. He took the degree of Master of Arts, July 7^^, 1687, & after 
some Years married one of the Daughters of M'. Rudge of Laurence- 
40 Waltham, but she died within a year or tw^o, & was buried at Laurence- 



some time agoe. She is afraid itt miscaried, because she neuer heard from 
you since. I would Pray you, when you come ouer to My Mother's, to Lay 
aside w* Books you think fitt for mee. Stow*s Chronicle My father Gaue itt 
mee in his Life time. I supose you haue heard of M'. Griffith's Death, who 
died, I think, about a month agoe, and was Buried att Laurence Waltham. 
Hee is Succeeded by M^ Turkintine, who likwise has Shottesbrook.' 

Sept 4, 1724. H. to Bev. [L.] Torkentine [Torkington] (Diaries, 
104. 137). Wants to know, from the Shottesbrooke Register, in what years 
the two rectors of that parish named Richard Clear died. 
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Waltham, by her Mother (an escellent, good Woman) and Father, wh 
occasion'd Mr. Griffj-t!! (who, I think, was about 70 years old) to be 
buried there aiso. M'. Griffyth hath printed one Sermon, preached at 
Reading, but 1 think nothing more. M' Grilfyth is succeeded by M'. 
Tiirkeniine, Rector of Shottesbrookc, & he holds both together. 

Sept. 5 (Sat.)- The present Incumbent of Frilsham in Berks, is Mf, 
Thomas Latter, who was of Brazen-Nose College, as a Member of w^l" he 
took the degree of Master of Arts, Oct. 15, 1685. I yesterday saw one 
M'. James Taylor, a substantial Miller of Frilsham, who told me this 
Mr, Latter teaches School, & hath done so for many Years, Sc hath had to 
abundance of Boarders. His Living is but small, being a Rectory of 
about 70 libs, per an. He told me ray Lord Abbingion & bis (my L^'') 
Brothers went to School to this Latter, who being severe, & having 
lashed them much, they have not cared for him since, nor taken care 
to do any thing for him, iho" my Lord gave him Frilsham. Latter is 
a Man of an high Spirit, & of no Fj inciples, & never waits upon my Lord 
even when he comes to Frilsham. 

This Taylor told me that Spinham land (as I have also heard from 
others) and Thatcham, near Newbury, are two most wretched, debauched 
places, and that Spinham is called Sodom, & Thalcham Gomorrah. lo 

This Morning was carried out of Oxford, to be buried in Warwick- 
shire, one M'. Stratford, a very rich Man, who died last Tuesday Morning 
at Oxford, in S'. Peter's in the East Parish, having come to Oxford to 
enter a Son of S*. John's Coll.. where, accordingly, he did enter him 
Gentleman-Commoner, being his only child. This Gentleman died of 
the Gout. He might have done well, had he not been a very monied 
man, wob made the Physitians and others pretend that 'twas another 
Dbtcmper, & so, by playing Tricks, they shortened his Life, tho' I heard 
one of the Apothecaries more than once say, after he was given over, 
that 'twas nothing but the Gout. Yet, after he was dead, he was opened, 30 
& now the Physitians, in their defence, say 'twas an uncommon Distemper. 
This Gentleman had the Character of a very high Tory, and of being an 
honest man. 

Sept. 6 (Sun.). From Mist's Journal of Sept, 5, 17*4 : —

Hugh Boulter, 
translated to the Sec of Ardmagh in the Kingdom of Ireland ; and to grant to 
the said D'. Bradsbaw the Deanery of Christ-Cburch in Oion., void by the 
Translation of the said D'. Boulter.

M'. Allen told me he bears but an ill character. M^. Boyse and he were 
left Executors to M'. Ob. Walker. Mr. Boyse thinks M'. Dean hath 
cheated him. M'. Allen heard very lately from M^. Boyse by letter. 
This M^ Deane was Author of two printed Things, one of w^h was 
Reflections on Franc. Atterbury's Vindication 0/ Martin Luther s Spirit,

from Croydon. Dr. Ibbetson is made Canon of Christ Church. [Note by

Acknowledges 
receipt of two guineas for Langtoft. 
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Sept. 9 {Wed.). M'. Richard Reeve, formerly Schoolmaster of Mag- 
dalen College School, was the person ihat convened M'. Kingsly of 
Magd. Coll. 10 popery. 

On the ritl" of July last died the Reverend M''. Samuel Palmer, at 
Maldon in Essex. This Mr Palmer was a Man of Parts and Learning. 
He was formerly a dissenting Teacher, and writ on iheir behalf, & in one 
or more of his books abused the Universities. Afterwards he turned !o 
ihe Church of England, and became a high- Churchman, and had the 
degree of Master of Arts given him by the University of Oxford. The 
Dissenters, upon his leaving them, were much exasperated, ft did him all 10 
the Mischief ihey could, as did also the Low Church Men, so that he 
suffered very much, and thereupon had collections, as I remember, made 
for him. He hath left behind him a Son of both his Names, who is 
a Master of Arts, and was lately Student of Xt Church. I was acquainted 
with him, and have mentioned him in my Preface to Camden's Elizabeths. 
He is now a Minister in Herefordshire. When he was of Oxford, he 
used to be every day at, and spent the greatest part of his time with, 
one M**. Jones, a young, comely Woman, sister to one Jones, a Book- 
binder of S'. Peter's Parish in the East. It was commonly believed thai 
they were married, but tho' ihey were not, yet no one doubts of their 30 
being contracted. But notwithstanding this, afier Mr. Palmer left Oxford, 
and went into Herefordshire, he married another young Woman, by whom 
he hath one Child, & there is another coming. This hath made him 
much reflected on by his Friends & others. 

Sept. 10 (Th.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, called upon me Wra 
Stukeley, Doctor of Physiclt, whom I had never seen before. He told me 
he is about printing a little Folio Book about Curiosities.

This C. Stukeley 
is a mighty conceited man, and 'tis observ'd by all that 1 have talk'd with, 
that what he does hath no manner of hkeness to the Originals. He goes 
all by fancy. Hence his Cut of Waithano Cross is not one bit like it, 
whereas that done by my late learned Friend, John Bridges, Esq., is exact. 
Nor, indeed, is the Print of old Verulam, that he hath given, any thing 
but meer fancy. In short, as he addicts himself to fancy altogether, what 
he does must have no regard among judicious & tmly curious Men. He 
told me he had been at Thame, thinking it was a Roman City. Good 
God ! this is nothing but idle dreaming. How is it possible to think at 40 
this rate i Had he said Heddington had been a Roman City, any one of 
reason would have rather believed him, there being a bit of a Roman 
way passing there. He said his work was to consist of every thing thai 
was curious, whether Roman, Grsecian, ..Egyptian, Norman, 4 what not.

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He said he should have in it Monasteries & other Religious Houses, as 
occasion offered. He pretended to have discovered a Roman Amphi- 
theatre at Silchester, a draught of the Walls whereof he shew'd me. 
This is again Fancy. I have been at Silchester. There is nothing like 
it. The ly. told me he had never been in Oxford but once before, 
& that was fifteen Years agoe. Tho' he be a Physician, yet I am inform'd 
he knows very litde or nothing of the matter. 

Last night, about five clock, was buried in SK Peter's Church Yard in 
the East, Oxon., one Docea Jordan, who died on Tuesday Morning

Marie's in Oxford, is Son of a Father {one 
Chesterman) that is Clarke of S'. Laurence's in Reading. This M'. 
Chesterman the Clergyman's Sister, a pretty sort of a young woman, is 
married to one M'. Nevil Lowiher, a Joyner, who now works at the Lord 
Cadogan's House at Caversham. This Mr. Nevii Lowther is an honest 
man. His Father, I remember, lived in the Parish of Shotlesbroolie, lo 
near Maidenhead in Berks., and was a barber, & sold Ale there.

The most ancient Philosophers were very cautious 
how, and to whom, they reveal'd the Secrets of their Art. Which was 
one reason that the most hidden mysteries of the Egyptians were expressed 
in Hieroglyphicks. It was usual for even Men of the most sublime Parts to 
continue in Egypt many Years before they could be let into the Egyptian 

30 Secrets, This was the case of that great Man, Pythagoras. When the 
Greeks became apprized of this, they also grew as shy themselves. So 
that Oaths were required of those that engag'd in the most occult Sciences 
not to disclose what was look'd upon as a Secret to any but proper 
persons. This Method was transmitted to Posterity. And 'twas mightily 
in >x)gue among the Judicial Astrologers, as may appear from Vettius 
Valens ^w«J*, with other curious Greek MSS. in the BodL Library, ought, 
by all means, to be published) and Julius Firmicus. But 'twas never 
more practised than among the middle-ag*d Chvmical Writers and Pro- 
fes^o^s.

The ueand commandmeni is, Fore this imrl: thou haue a specialle priut 
place from mennes sight, with 2 chambres or j, to make there sublimations, 10 
fixations, caleinafions, solutions, dislillalions, ^ congelations. Such private 
places were common in Oxford, Fryer Bacon always desired such retire- 
ment, whenever he searched into the Secrets of nature. 'Tis true, the place 
in the South Suburbs of Oxford is now very common, but in his lime it was 
much more private, and he had a very privaie way to it; iho', after all, 
I do not think that at that place he carry d on anychyraical Experiments, 
or even the Machines for wli he hath been so famous ever since, even 
among the vulgar, who daily speak of his brazen Head, a thing, w"'', 
nevertheless, others were noted for performing as well as he, as the 
&mous M'. Thomas Allen, of Gloucester- Hall, hath aufBeiently shew'd 10 
in a MS. of the Bodleian Library. Unless I am mistaken, the Place 
known now by the name of his Study (the lower Part whereof is certainly 
very old) was used by him chiefly for his Astronomical Studies, and here, 
I believe, he penn'd many of his writings that any thing related to that 
Subject, whilst what he did in Chymistry was carried on by him in places 
more private, sometimes in the Suburbs (the subgressus, as I take it, of 
oppida, while the out parts of Cities were call'd suburbia, a thing I note 
upon account of the Fragment I published from a MS. of Livy '), in \i°^ 
there was also a fine Grove of trees, now a bare Meadow, & sometimes 
at Sunningwell, then much more retired than even at this time, abundance 30 
of woods having been destroyed thereabouts, particularly a great deal of 
the fine Park of Radley, to V^ the Scholars of Oxford used so much to 
resort. At Sunningwell they have the tradition of Fryer Bacon's studying 
there to this day, where (according to the same tradition) he had an 
Observatory, & that, loo, upon the Tower of the Church. There is 
always some Ground for such sort of Tradition, and 'tis not therefore to 
be despis'd. 'Tis very likely that he might often go up to the top of that 
Tower & make his observations, iho' (as I take it) the Church and the 
tower have been much altered since his days. The Tower seems formerly 
to have stood at the West end of the Church, but now 'tis on the North 40 
side of it, on purpose to make the Form of a Cross, wh, with the South 
Wing & the Porch at the West End (wob Porch is a curious, fine thing, 
that I have often taken notice of, like an Oratory, w<* I believe it was 
once), it really does. Other Scholars of Oxford had, in those times, 
likewise their retiring Places, in imitation of Fryer Bacon, whose Example 
was much followed, he being, indeed, a Prodigy of Learning, woh made 
him so much taken notice of by all sorts of people that be was prosecuted 
as a magician, tho' he writ against that practice.

10 Sept. 26 0^^)* ^st Night I was in company of Mr. Jonah Bowyer, 
of London, Bookseller, who told me M'. Wetstenius, the Dutch Book- 
seller of London, gave M'. Sam. Wilmot, of Oxford, BookseUer, &tq 
Pounds for Grsevius's Rom. Antiquities & Gronovius's Greek Antiquities, 
being the Copy that belonged to Dr. Charlett M^. Wilmot had before 
offered them to me for fourty Pounds, tho' afterwards he would not let me 
have them under sixty Pounds, when I came to see them in the Study at 
University College (for he would not shew them, when he first offered 
them, & I was ready to purchase them). M'. Bowyer hath offered M^ 
Wetstenius fifty Guineas for them for a Gentleman, but M'. Wetstenius 

20 will not take that Money. M^ Bowyer is 4 a years old, as he said lum- 
self (being bom in i68a), and Mr. Stephen Fletcher, of Oxford, Book- 
seller, who was also with us, Ls 44 years old (being born in 1680), as he 
said also himself. 

It was usual, in the times before the Dissolution of Religious Houses, for 
the Presidents of y« Provincial Chapter of any Religious Order to send forms 
of Indulgence, dated in their several respective Provincial Chapters, to such 
as shew'd a particular Affection to any Order. Accordingly, Sir Robert 
Throkmarton, K^, and Godithe Pejrtoo, a devout Matron, had such an 
indulgence transmitted to them by the Presidents of the provincial 

30 Chapter of the Canons Regular of the Order of S*. Augustin, for the 
great good Will they had shew'd and express'd (by many generous and 
charitable Acts, as I take it) to that Order ; by virtue of wc^ indulgence 
they were, living & when dead, to have the tienefit of all the Religious 
Offices of that Order throughout England. But this matter will ap[>ear 
clearer from the Words of the Grant it self, as I find them in an old Slip 
of Parchment that was lent me by my Friend, the ingenious Thomas 
Ward, of Longbridge, near Warwick, Esq. :—

The Seals are gone (having been cut off with the Parchment, to woh jo 
fixt), nor is the Bp'* Name in these Letters patent of Indulgence. But 
his Name was John Penny. These Letters bearing date June 23'^, 1506, 
it Tails out to be ihe ai" of Hen, VIL Lcland takes notice (Coll., vol. 
ii, p. 347) that he was Abbat of Leycestre. So does M'. Wood (Aih. 
Oxon., vol. i, col. 562), from Leiand. He was translated from Bangor 
to Carlisle, a. d. igo8, by virtue of the Pope's Bull, dated at Rome, 
10 cal. Oct. that year, and, on the 73'^ of January (ollowing, paid his 
obedience to the ArchbP of York.

Merilon, mentioned here, was Menon in Surry, a Priory for Canons 
of S'. Austin's Order, founded a.d. iiji, by K. Hen. 1, and dedicated jo 
to the b. V. Mary ; Tanner, p. 219. William, Prior of Meriton, must be 
William Sal}'ng (or Selling), mentioned by Ant. k Wood, Ath. Oson., vol. 
i, col, 640, to be Lord Prior of Mariyn, or Menon, in Surrey, and to have 
taken the Degree of D'. of Div. at Oxon, a. n. 1 503. 

Bcrnewelle, or Barnwell, in Cambridgeshire, was a Priory, to the 
honour of S'. Giles and S. Andrew, for 30 Canons of S*. Austin's Order, 
founded by Pain Pevereil, Tanner, p. aa; before which iliere had been 
there an Oratory of wood, dedicated to S*. Andrew, Leland's Coll., vol. 
ii. p- 434- 

Sept. 86 (Sat,). This Morning call'd upon me M'. James Gibson, 30 
Minister of Wotlon underhill [sic], near Brill in Bucks. He told me 
that the Name of the Vicar of Cuddenton, whom I spoke of some time 
ago, is Causion, and that he is also Vicar of Hadnam, and is an 
ingenious Man. This M'. Causion acquainted M'. Browne Willis, some 
lime since, with many things, as Mr. Gibson said, relating to the 
Antiquities of Hadnam. But then (as I believe), M^ Causion did not 
know of what is said about it (for it belonged lo the Church of Rochester, 
and so, I suppose, it does still) in Textus Roffensis that I printed at the 
Theatre. 

M'. Gibson told me that M', Greenvill hath inform'd him that Wotton 40 
underwood ' belong'd to a Cell under Hatrow on the Hill, and that the 
said Cell belong'd lo the Priory of S'. Gregory at Canterbury. M'. 
Gibson could not tell me the name of the Cell. M''. GreenviU, I think, 
hath writings about this Cell. The Leiger Book of S'. Gregory's Priory, 
I am afraid (from what is said in Somner's Antiquities of Canterbury, as 
published by Battely), is quite lost. 

Sept. 27 (Son.). In perusing ancient MSS., diligent caic should be 
^^L_ ' [AUtredfrom 'nndethiU,"] 
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taken in observing the several Contents, and they are not immediately to 
be thrown by because at first sight they do not seem to be for oor 
purpose. Oftentimes Historical Notes occurr in MSS. that are otherwise 
of quite a different nature. Hence, at the end of a chymical Tract 
(written partly in Latin, and partly in English) that was lent me by 
Thomas Ward, of Longbridge, near Warwick, Esq., is this note, written 
in the same hand with Uie Tract : —

Clodeshale, mentioned in the Deed, I once took to be Cloudesley-bush, 
in the Parish of Monks Kirby, in Knightlow Hundred in Warwickshire*. 
Dugdale mentions Cloudesley-bush in pag. 61 of his Antiq. 

Villata^ villeia^ adunatio plurium mansionum, seu villa major; Du 
Fresm^ sub voce. So that Knitintone, here mentioned (which is the 
same with Knighton, in Dodintree hundred in Worcestershire), was 
30 a large Village even in K. Edw. 3*i'« time, as it had been long before, 
being oftentimes mentioned in Heming's Chartulary of the Church of 
W^orcester. 

I must remember to write about Clodshale, & the other places, to 
M>^. Graves, who, perhaps, can give me information concerning them. 
The figure in the Seal is a Goat upon a Rock. A modem hand (I 
think Mr. Ward's own) hath indorsed the Original Deed thus : —

Murray said that, as he came to Oxford from 
Hanfordshire, he pick*d up» in a Chandler's Shop, a printed Copy of 
50 John Harding*s Chronicie, the finest that ever be saw in bis life. 
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M', Murray said that he happened once, with two or three Gentlemen, 
(o see the celebrated Sally Salisbury, while she was under confinement, 
being the only lime he saw her. They found lier with two or three others 
drinking a bowie of Punch, of about 15 or 16 shillings. M', Munay 
A his Companions sate at another table. But M^, Murray being a great 
lover of Punch, &. expressing himself as if he desired lo last of it, he was 
very civilly accommodated.

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there on Monday, Ike ao**" SepUmb., 1675, printed on one side of a broad 
half sheet of Paper, at London, 1675. 'Tis a Paper of no great note, 
unless it be the Commemoration of so dreadfull an accident. Tlio' it had 
flourish 'd and encreast for many ages together ', yet by this lamentable 
fire it was entirely laid in ashes. But by the liberal contributions of the 
kingdom it was rais'd up again, with much greater beauty, so that now 
'lis, perhaps, one of the most neat, complete towns in the kingdom. The 
old town had within the walls seven Parish Churches, besides two that 
were in the suburbs ; so that it must have been large and populous. 

Oct. 16 (Pri.). On Tuesday last M'. Murray inquired of M'. Peisly 11 
for the ivtb Vol. of Purchas's Pilgrims. He said he could help him to 
the whole v Volumes, but not to the iv'!* alone. ' What will you have for 
them?' says M^ Murray. 'A Guinea,' sailh Peisly. 'I will give you 
three Guineas for them,' saith M'.

Oct. 18 (Sun.). Near a fortnight since, died one M'. Trig (as the 
Prints inform us), a Tallow-Chandler, who had formerly lived near 30 
Stevenage in Hart fordsh ire, a person who, 'lis said, would scarce allow 
himself the common Necessaries of Life. He left his two Brothers (who 
are both Clergymen) sole Executors, wilh Orders in his Will not to bury 
him, but to deposite his Body in the Roof of a Barn at Stevenage 
afoiemeniion'd, the Coffin not to be nail'd down, and to let it lie there 
30 Years; otherwise his Estate, upwards of 30000I., is to go lo the 
Parish. His Will was accordingly comply 'd with, and on the is"' instant, 
at night, his Corpse was depofited in the said manner, but laid in a leaden 
Coffin, to prevent its being offensive to the Neighbourhood. This Will 
was seriously made by the old Man, and was occasion'd from a Notion 40 
he bad entertained, many Years before his Death, that if his Body could 
be preserved from the Worms, he should rise again by the time afore- 
mentioned. M'. Murray lold me he knew the man very well, and that 
he lived a strange, miserable life, not allowing himself even what necessity 
requir'd.

Shillings for the first Ed. I told him I would give him three Shillings 
30 and sixpence for the second Ed. He said I should have the Book, and 
in order thereto, I went back with him to his Shop, but when I came 
there, he would not let me have the book. M. The first Ed. is nothing 
near so good as the second, which hath some Chapters more than the 
first Ed.

Last Week seeing M"". Jackson, head Cook of Merton-College, he told 
me he was fourscore & six Years of Age.

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In former tymes it was a common Practice to keep fayrs and markets 
on Sundays and Holydays. I have heard that there was a Market upon 
Sundays at Eynsham, near Oxford. And 'tis certain that there was 
a great one formerly at Abbington on Ashwednesdays, even in Q. 
Elizabeth's time, and after, tho' now it be kept on the first Monday in 
dear Lent, being altered, as I take it, in the Puritan times. Indeed, it 
was necessary often that such Fairs & Markets should be kept on those 
days. But then caution used to be taken about Irregularities, in 
reference to which practice are the following remarkable Words in the 
lo foresaid MS., which was written, I think, in the time of K. Hen. V: — 

Quaeritur quid[em] de euntibus ad nundinas & ad mercata, quae fiunt in 
festivitatibus. Respondetur secundum Willelmum, Si aliquis homo &cit noD 
ex consuetudine, sed pro sua necessitate, & ante audlvit divina, non credo 
quod peccet mortaliter. Secus si consuetudinarie seu lucrandi cupiditate, 
& maxime subtrahendo se i divinis, aut eciam si hujusmodi mercata \ prdatis 
illius loci prohibita sunt Mercata tamen, quae ex quadam necessitate fiunt 
de victualibus & necessarijs ad diem aliquem, non credo illicita esse, dam 
tamen propter hoc non se subtrahant a divino officio.

Nov. 4 (Wed.). Being last night with M'. Whiteside, Keeper of the 
Ashm.

Besides w«^ Book he alio 
shew'd him Duranius's Rationale Divinorumy on vellam, a wondeifnll 
fair & compleat Book, printed at Mentz in 1459, the same with that in 
All-Souls-Coll. Library, only that in All-Souls is miserably abused, the 

glace & time of printing being, among other Things, cut out H^ 
lostyn bought this Rationale, with other Things, for about 20s., but 
I know not what he gave for the Bible, I suppose but little.

I heard 
this Speech commended upon some accounts, but in this they blamed 
him, that he brought in the Statue lo the Earl of Clarendon at the new 30 
Printing House (which Stattie is a very poor one), and took occasion to 
commend the Duke of Brunswick, commonly called K. George, for 
founding the Lecture of modem History and modem languages.

Rogers, when he put 
up the good Statue to K. James II'' at Univ. Coll., & the word optimus 
was ordered to be erased. Yei tho' these Men cringe, & do the same

each of the Universities for modem History and Languages, no Provision 
being made before therein for Improvements in that part of useful Learning : 
To which Address his Majesty was pleased to return a most gracious Answer,

< The Assurances j^ven me in this loyal and dutiful Address, of the Affection 
of the University of Oxford to my Person, Family, and Government, and of 
your Care and Diligence to instil into your Youth the same Principles of Duty 
and Affection, are extremely acceptable to me : And as I doubt not of your 
joining heartily in your Endeavours to improve what I have begun, to the 
Honour and Advantage of the University, and the Service of the Publick, so 
you may depend upon my constant Favour and Protection.' *

Ifov. 18 (Th.). There is just published in S*", Price is,, Memoirs of 
the Life of the late Reverend Increase Maiher, D.D., Who died August 23, 
17*3. With a Preface by the Reverend Edmund Calamy, D,D, Who 
writ the Life I know not. This D'. Mather, who was diplomated D', of 
Div. by Harward- Col lege, at Cambridge in New England, Anno 1692, 30 
was a learned dissenter, and much respected in that Country & else- 
where. He writ and published a great many Books, a List of which is 
at the End of this Life, among which is, A Sermon an Ihe Execulion of 
a Man/or Murder. In reference to which the Author of the Life writes 
thus : This was afterwards printed a second time in London, at Ihe end 
of a Book enliluled Tiy'\n% Penitents, which occasion' d the Author of Ihe 
Athens Osonienses lo mention LT. Mather as Ihe Author of that Book, 
but it was a Mistake. There are 84 Things there of his writing and 
publishing, but without telling when or where they were printed. Besides 
which, the Author notes that he put Prefaces to several Books written by 40 
Divines in New-England, and to two of M'. Flavel'a Books printed at 
London. 

Not. 20 (Fri.). M'. Bromwich, V. Princ. of St. Mary-Hall, was 
carried out of Oxford on Sunday, in the Afternoon, and buried that 
Evening at Bessilslegh. 

On Wednesday last, in the Morning, died old M", Masters, a Widow 
Woman diat lived near Hart Hall in S'. Peter's Parish in the East, 
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Oicford, and was Mother of that young Woman whose death I mentioned 
a few years since. 

On Tuesday Night last died suddenly M'. Barret, a Joyner, an hones^ 
good Workman, of about 40 Years of Age, of S'. Mary's pai*t, Oxon. 

Yesterday died suddenly old M'. Martin, a Hatter of Si. Peter's in the 
East, Oson. 

KoT. 81 (Bat.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, at four Clock, M«^ 
Masters was buried in S^ Peter's Church in the East.

Professor. 

Yesterday M'. Haslam of Christ-Church told me he gave lately for 30 
Spelman's Glossary, of the second Ed., for another Gentleman, three 
Guineas and an half, being (as M''. Haslam said) a very fair Book, of the 
large Paper.

& took (he said Degree on Oct. 15, 1674, and might afterwards have 
been Masier of Balliol Coll., being an honest, upright Man, but he was 
modest, & declined it, tho' urged to it. He hath been dead several 
Years '. 

Deo. 7 (Hon.). M'. Baker of Cambridge writes me word, in a Letter 

of the 3^ insc, that Mr. Bedford died Nov. as^h last, about ten at Night, 30 
of the Stone. He had been prob'd twice, & no Stone could be dis- 
covered, but, after his death, his Body being open'd, a Stone was found 
and taken out, larger than a Hen's egg.

Marie's Church, Oxford, of vj"*^ he 
was Parishioner, And whereas 'tis said above, p. 135, that he was bom 
at Cogges, I have heard be was bom in Oxford, of which place his 
Father was Mayor, & is buried also in S*. Marie's Church. His 
said Father was Sir Sampson White, who was knighted at the Coronation 
of K. Charles 11^, after his Majestie's Restauration, as I have heard. :o 
The Alderman hath left behind him, besides the three Daughters above 
mentioned, a Son (& 'tis his only one living). Fellow of Merton-Coliege.

He told me that he is two days older 
than the Alderman (they being, as it seems, twins), that he is sixty seven 
or sixty eight Years old, that he hath an Estate of Free land of about an 
hundred libs, per an. at Drayton, and that both he and his Brother, the 
Alderman, were born at Drayton. 

He told me that a Yard land about Drayton is look'd upon to be twenty 
Acres, provided it be good land, such as free land, but other land, such as 
copy hold or barren ground, twenty seven Acres of it ought to go to 
a Yard Land. 41 

Where I saw him in Oxford, which was at one Field's, a Victualler, 
came in a comely young Woman, who also lives at Drayton. He said, 
after she was gone (for she did but just come in, on purpose to ask him 
a question), that her Name was Parsons, and that she was Widow to 
M». Parsons who was lately drown'd at Shillingford-Ferry, as he was 
riding one night from WaJlingford, wo'' M'. Parsons was of Magd. 
College, Oxford, a comely young Man, but idle, being loo much indulg'd 
by his Mother, who, I remember, liv'd in Oxford, in S*. Peter's Parish in 
the East. This M". Parsons, M'. Wise told me, bath a competent Main- 
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tenance, partly firom her late Husband, ft pardj firoio some odicr MeiBS 
in and near Dtajton. 

Mr. Wihnot, of Oxford, Bookseller, told me dus Afiemooo dnt he loU 
I>. Waterland, of Cambridge, when he was latety in Qscford, nqr Ed. of 
the Ada Aposidorum for two Guineas, whereas the IVioe was oolf ten 
Shillings when it first came oat, ft that he sold to the same Doctor, at die 
same time, Dn Fresne's Greek Glossaiy for thirty in^ Shillings.

He said there is nothing in it for 
Denison, iho' there be a Place about the Union of Bcdle and S'. Mary

He said a poor Clergyman in Derbyshire hath got a MS. of New Coll. 
Statutes, being one of ihe three that the Founder left them; that it 
appears that it belong'd to the Treasury ; that M'. Cavendish Nevile, 
who is a Minister in Derbyshire, and Fellow of Univ. Coll., brought 
it some time agoe to Oxford, lent it the Fellows of New-ColL, & proposed 
it to them whether they would redeem it by giving the Clergyman eight i' 
or ten Guineas for it.

Goodwyn, now an 
Irish Bishop, but Chaplain to Bp StiUingflect when he died, and, aAer his 
Death, Archdeacon of Oxford. It D'. Goodwyn were Author, he speaks 
well of himself, he being called in it the worthy D'. Goodwyn. This 
Life, for the most part, runs upon the Bp'» Works of Learning, without 
insisting much upon other Circumstances. He does not speak much 
of the Bp'' Controversy with Mr. Lock, who was generally look'd upon 
to have had much the Advantage of the Bp in that Point. Nor does he 
but just mention the Bp'" Tract about the Unreasonableness of a new jc 
Separation upon Account of the Oaihs, in w^ Tract the Bp amasses 
Instances for taking Oaths, & dwells upon the Mischiefs to a Nation from 
a Refusal, not considering that Instances do not prove right, and that we 
must not do ill that good may come of it.

Yesterday, at four Clock in the After- 
noon, was buried in S'. Peter's Church, just after Evening Prayers, 
M'. Martin Powell, the Apothecary. 

Memorand. that this Morning was no Sacrament at £dm. Hall, 
D'. Felton, the Principal, declining it, by riding out of Town, just after

For his said first Wife being Bedmaker to Gardiner, 
there was fourty shillings due at her death to Roger, but Gardiner would 
pay no more than thirty shillings.

His Father died a few Yean 
since. 

Dec. 81 (Th.). On Friday last died M'. Piddington, a Mason of 
Holywell in Oxford, and was buried last Sunday Evening in Holywell

Warwick, Esq., lent me Eginhartus's Life of Charlemagne, mentioned 
above, pag. 54, he also lent me an English MS. Chronicle in Vellum, 
written about the time of K, Hen. VI. Tis in Folio. It begins with 
the Story of Albion^s being so called from Albine, the eldest of Dioclesian 
King of Syria's xxxiii Daughters, who, having slain their Husbands, were 
by their Father piU to the hazard of the Sea, and were luckily brought to 
this Island, w^^ ync^ named Albion by the eldest, from her own Name. 10 
The story occurrs in Caxton & elsewhere. After this follows the English 
History in Prose (as the Story of Albine is), according to Robert of 
Gloucester, tho' Robert of Gloucester be not mentioned. But then 
'tis often strangely curtailed and misrepresented, the Author not under- 
standing Robert aright. Who the Metaphrast was, I know not. The 
Book is a Curiosity, and that is all, there being not one material point of 
History but what is abeady well known, ft far better delivered in the 
original Robert of Gloucester that I printed than in this MS. However, 
I have given some Specimens of it in my Glossary to Peter Langtoft's • 
Chronicle. M'. Ward had guess'd this Book to be Trevisa's Translation ao 
of Polychronicon. I had guess'd it formerly, when I saw it in M'. Raw- 
lins's Hands (whom I have mentioned upon account of D^ Charlett's 
Books), to be a Copy of Brute of England, and so it may indeed be 
called, tho' it be really different, as far as I can remember, from all that 
I have seen hitherto. There is a Picture, at the Beginning, of Dioclecian 
and his Daughters. The King is represented standing with a sword in his 
right hand, and an hat or sort of bonnet upon his head. The Daughters 
are represented going to a ship. This MS. ends at the Battle of Lewes, 
in which it says the King of Almaine was taken in a Windmill, and 
Prince Edward fled into the Grey Friers. And when the two ostes (these 30 
are the Words) met^ there was many a modre sonne hroght to grounde, and 
the Kynge of Almayne was taken in a wyndemyUe pat somiyme was duke of

I have put points, because a little more than a line 

(which would have quite fill'd the page) is plainly eras'd (the Rasure 
being very visible) by I know not what hand, on purpose to make one 
believe, if possible, that the book is compleat, for w^^ reason a late 
(I suppose the same) hand hath put the word Finis to it, tho' 'tis certain 
*tis an imperfect MS., and I do not doubt but it concluded, as Robert of 
Gloucester himself did, at the Beginning of Edward the I«*'" Reign, 40 
to which Period, perhaps, another Pictxu-e at the End of the Book 
relates. At the beginning of the MS., on the backside of the first 
Picture, is written.

And imprentit in Edinburgh be Tfiomas Dauidson, duxllyng fornats the 
frire wynd. The History consists of seventeen books only, so that the 
Translation, I suppose, was made from Badius Ascensius's Ed. at Paris, 
1526, fol., which has only 17 Books, ending with the Death of K. James 
the First, as is observ'd by Bp NicolsoOj Scottish Historical Library, 
p. 108, whereas the next Edition in folio, Lausan., 1574, was larger, 
having the Addition of the Eighteenth Book compleat, and part of the 40 
Nineteenth, continued so far by the Author himself, iho' what follows was 
the Work of J, Ferrerius, a Native of Piedmont, who carr/d it down 10 
the End of James the UK" Reign. At the End of this English Work is

This, as I take it, is of the Year 361, when Julian' became sole 
Emperour upon the Death of his Couzin German, Fl. Julius Constantioi 
Two of the six Brass ones are of ihe said Constantius ; the others ue 
of Faustina (wife of Marcus Antoninus), Claudius Gothicus, Constantjne 
the Great, and Valens, but are much oblitterated and defaced, and noc i 
so good account as either that I have mentioned of Julian (w^^ is scaroe, 
and not in Occo or Mediobarbus), or two silver ones found in the sane 
Urn of Graiian, very well preserved, w^h M'. Greenway gave the E. of 
40 Winchelsea, having on their Reverse a trophy with virtvs exesot^ 
which Mr. Greenway supposes was a complement to the Army, which 
had here saluted him emperour. But I should rather ascribe it to some 
Victory that he had obtained against the Saxons in Gaul in the year 370, 
since I find that Occo is of the same opinion, when, in p. 509 of tbe

to his Illness, telling me that he lay at Rump Hall, & other places, & 
would not come near him in his Illness, for w':'" reason (if he knew how) 
he had a good mind to cut him off with one shilling; but this he did not 
do, but left the Estate to him, only he is to pay to his Sisters, Sidney and 
Jane Ranee, fif^y Pounds apiece, A something by way of Mourning to his 
Sbter that is married to M'. Johnson of London, &, it may be, some 
other legacies, of w^li 1 know nothing. Last Night his Sisters. Sidney 
and Jane Ranee, call'd upon me to lake their leaves, they being gone this 
Homing with their Biodier in law, Johnson, with whom they are lo live, 
at least for a little while, in London. They staid a very few Minutes. 40

Feb. 22 (Hon.). Last week died Mr. Sadler, in the 71^^ Year of his 
Age, of Garsington, near Oxford, a substantial, sensible Farmer, who was 
Master of a great and happy memory, and a great Master of our English 
History, about which he would talk to the very great Satisfaction of the 
Company, and he was so delighted with such Discourse that he would not 
upon occasion part very soon. His Son, M^^. Joseph Sadler, is about 37 
or 38 Years of Age, & hath now (what by the death of his Father, & what 
by his wife, with whom he had 800 libs, paid down upon the Nail, and 
what by other Accidents) an Estate of five hundred Pounds per annum. 
This old Mr. Sadler's Wife (who, I think, is still living) was an Allam, 10 
being Sister to M^. William AUam of Newenham Courtney, and to 
Mr. Andrew Allam, Vice-Princ. of Edm. Hall. The said William Allam 
had a Son of both his Names, that I well remember when I was a School- 
boy, he being then also a School-boy, but at a different School, in the 
Parish of Bray, near Windsor, at wc^ time he lived with an Aunt (who 
was his Father's Sister), viz. M™. Mason, the Wife of M'. John Mason, 
of Low Brookes in the said Parish of Bray. But the said young Will. 
Allam died many Years ago. 

Feb. 28 (Tu.). Yesterday, in the Afternoon, one Walter Price, Esq., 
being in Oxford, at the King's Arms in Holywell, he sent for me. The ao 
Messenger found me out, & told me a Gentleman who could do me con- 
siderable service wanted to speak with me.

Last Night Mr. Eedes, a Gentleman Commoner of Edmund Hall, told 
me that he was two or three Years at an Academy at Tewksbury in 
Gloucshire, the Govemour whereof, since dead, was one M' Jones. 
This M'. Eedes's Mother is (or, at least, was) a Presbyterian, and is now 
living at Witney, but his Father, who was a Clergyman, was of the Univ. 
of Oxford, where he took the Degree of M.A., as a Member of S*. Mary 
Hall, June 19, 1691, being Theo. Eedes. This M'f. Eedes, the Son, 10 
went for some time to school at the Free School of Witney, under 
M'. Groole, but M'. Goole whipping him once (and it seems but once, as 
I heard M'. Eedes say), he would never go thither afterwards, but got 
himself transplanted, protesting that if he were continued, he would run 
away. And, indeed, it was a trick, among the Dissenters especially, 
to represent M'. Goole as a barbarously severe man, who, altho', it may 
be, he had some Indiscretions, such as making boys whip one another 
round the School, &, when he whipped himself, of taking a turn round the 
School between every lash, yet he was, and is, a good schoolmaster and 
a good scholar, and look'd upon as an honest Man, so far as complyers ao 
may be stiled such. 

Dr. Coney, who is Rector of Chedzoy, near Bridgwater, & is Pre- 
bendary of Wells, hath ten Children living by his first Wife, but he hath 
no child as yet by his second Wife. 

M'. Eedes told me last night that the Govemour of the Academy 
at Tewkesbury taught Hebrew, and that he himself leam'd Hebrew with 
him, and went through the Book of Genesis. 

Meeting M^. Burton of Corpus X^ College on Monday last, when 
he was just going (being on horse back) to ride with two or three more 
Gentlemen out of Town to Abbington, he told me he was at Eaton 30 
at X%iass last, and compar'd Xenophon's 'Ava^ao-19 with the MS. there. 

The above mentioned M'. Loder's elder brother died some time since, 
not lamented at all by his Father, he having, it seems, been sottish. He 
was ill but two or three days. Having a cold, he lay down in the Church 
Yard, sighing, and saying, * Here I must be laid very speedily,' and died 
the next day. 

Feb. 26 (Fri.). M'. West informs me, by Letter of the aa^ inst, 
that he was on Saturday last with Norroy, with whom he tum'd over all 
the Papers that formerly belonged to M^ Gibbon. They are chiefly 
relating to Heraldry, except some few concerning Judicial Astrology, 40 
Impulses, Daemons, &c. There is nothing relating to Stonehenge among 
them, except a Lfeaf at the End of D^ Charlton's printed Book, which is, 
indeed, wrote by M^. Gibbon, but contains only extracts from Charlton, 
without any mention of its being British. 

Looking over some old Things, Mr. West met with a printed Brief (the 
oldest he ever saw) granted by K. H. 8*^ to Thomas Bourege of Kent, 
who being reduced to great poverty by his house and bams being burnt, 
is by this impowered to collect and receive the charitable devocion of well 
disposed People in Kent and Sussex, directed to the Arch bishopes,

At the same time M^ West informs me that M'. Tanner, Brother to 
the Chancellor, his Collection of Inscriptions, Statues, Bas-Reliefii, 
Prints, & Drawings were, the week before the date of his letter, scdd 
by Auction. D'. Mead bought many fine things. He was an eminent 
Surgeon, had been in Italy, and had spent a great deal of Money in 
collecting. 

Feb. 27 (Sat.). Yesterday Morning died old M'. Ellis of Sunning- 

xo well, and the Bell went for him there at 8 Clock that Morning. He died 
at his House there, leaving a Widow behind him (who is Sister to my 
Compositor at the Theater printing House, M'. Joseph Brookland^, and 
three Sons by her, one of w^t (the eldest) is a Compositor at the Tneater 
printing House also. This old M'. Ellis, of whom I have made mention 
above, p. 89, was a very honest, worthy Man, and a good Scholar, and 
was Schoolmaster at Sunningwell many Years, thereby getting a comfort- 
able support. For as for his being Minister of Kennington, it was a poor 
thing of about 5 or six pounds per annum. Yet he served at Kenningtoo 
with great diligence, and was mightily beloved both at Sunningwell and 

«o Kennington. He used every Sunday, all the year round, to walk to 
Kennington, vr^ kept him in health, he being always very hearty, till at 
last very lately he was seiz'd with a Dropsy, which carried him off. The 
chief people of Kennington used every Sunday to give him a Dinner, 
every one in their turns. He was many Years ago presented to the 
Living of Sunningwell by M^ Baskervill the younger, who died lately, 
and the presentation was good, but one Benj. Marshall of X^ Ch. took 
care to defeat the Presentation, by collecting a great many malicious 
stories against M^. Ellis. The said Marshall being a great Whig, & having 
a mind himself to the living, poor M^ Ellis lost it, & one Cary now hath 

30 it, who was of X* Ch., but is not at all belov'd at Sunningwell, being by 
no means a good preacher. M'. Ellis was educated at Dublin. Marshall 
himself thought to have got a lapse of Sunningwell to D*". Burnet, Bp of 
Salisbury, who, he knew, would thereupon presently put him in. Where- 
upon, Mr. Baskervill presented Cary, on purpose that Marshall should not 
have it, and thereupon he, the said Cary, was instituted by the Bishop. 
As for Marshall himself, he is an half strain'd Man, & is now Rector 
of Naunton in Gloucestershire. Some Years agoe he published Chrono- 
logical Tables, printed at Oxford in his own Name, tho' the true Author 
was his Relation, D^. W»" Lloyd, then Bishop of Worcester, & even just 

40 now he hath published an 8^0 English Book about DanieFs Weeks, upon 
wc^ Subject Bp Lloyd had begun to print a Book, and at least ten Sheets 
of it were wrought off at the Theater Press, but being not finished at the 
Press, this Marshall hath pillaged the Bp'* Papers, and published one 
under his own Name.

M'., now D'., Ralph Bridges inform'd me, by Letter from Southweald 10 
in Essex, April 10, 1724, his late Brother John Bridges Esq**" Collections 
about Northamptonshire are very large and curious, and cou'd a workman 
be found of abilities equal to the materials, the Publick might sometime 
or other hope to be the better for them, he having by his last will ordered 
them to be carefully preserv'd in his Family. But his Library is appointed 
to be sold. 

Last Night being with many Gentlemen of X^ Church, one of them, 
M'. Mariott, Bach, of Arts, gave me a paper, being put into his hands for 
me by M'f. Goodwin, the Gentleman mentioned above, p. 134, 135, who 
then shew'd it me, giving me an account of the Maldon Medall, which 30 
paper I have not only here transcrib'd, but inserted, viz.

W™ Budseus did not learn Greek 'till he was 
of an advanced Age, but when he engag'd in that Study, he became very 
eminent, so as to be deservedly look'd upon as one of the best Graecians 
that latter times have produced. Tho' Erasmus exceeded him in Latin,

[Feb.], 172^. H. to T. Bawlinson (Rough draft. Diaries, 115. 92^). *I 
write this Letter on purpose to wish you joy of your new state of life, w«^

that you had been married six Months before. [See Diary, Feb. 13.] 
But before I give intire credit to Reports of this nature, I should be very 
willing to be inform'd of the truth of the matter by yourself, and I therefore 
beg that you would write a line or two in order to satisfy botn myself & others, 
perhaps, that may be readv to put the question to me. However, if you do 
not write (w^^ I wish might be done in a fortnight's time), I shall conclude 
that you are really married, tho' I should endeavour to be silent if any dis- 
course should be started about it.'

' [The words, * llie Impression thereon is as hereunder,' are stmck ont here.] 
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yet Budsus was far superior to Erasmus in GreeL He could both 
speak and write it elegantly, as if it were his Mother Tongue. He was 
extremely critical in it, and, to know the various wajrs of writing and pro- 
nouncing, he was very inquisitive after old MSS. and Inscriptions. But 
Inscriptions were not so common then as now, when great Treasures 
have been discovered in Asia Minor, which have illustrated many Things 
relating to the Ancient Magistrates and to the Greek Customs, as abo 
have Coyns, tho' Cojrns are not so serviceable as the former ; by reason 
of the little room on them for expressing any Circumstance in Histoiy. 
lo Mi*. Tag told me to-day that he hath seen receipts by w^ it appear 
that Paradice Garden, which he rents, was then let for seven Pounds per 
annum, whereas now it stands him in near fourty Pounds per an. 

Mi*. Andrus, the Letter Founder, told me to-day, diat he is fourty sefen 
Years of Age. 

March 2 (Tu.). Yesterday Morning one WiM. Atwood, lately a Tap- 
ster at the Grey Hound and the Angel Irms in Oxford, and now at lut 
to one Haynes at the New Inn, by Cairfax in that City, drowned himself 
at the Bridge where Fryer Bacon's study is, having been melancholy for 
some time, partly occasioned by Haynes*s proving (as he is) a Rascal to 
20 him, and partly by a Wife he had married at Banbury, when some time 
agoe he left Oxford & dwelt there, and she, knowing him to have about 
fourscore pounds, married him purely on that account, spent what he had, 
&, run him in debt, which made him come to Oxford again, but being in 
danger of being apprehended upon account of her debts, he grew mofnsh, 
and so made away with himself, being look'd upon as a very honest 
Man, tho' at best but crazed.

Memorandum that in the Oxford Almanack for 
the Year 1725 there is a Catalogue of the Deans of X* Church, in 
wcli, however, is very partially left out M^, Dean Massey, who, neverthe- 
less, was as much a Dean of that House as ever any one was, he having 
been appointed by a rightfuU King, King James II, and being installed

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I was told tOKiay by M«. Holman, of S*. Peter's in the East, Oxen., 
that one M'. Twining of the Devizes, or at least near that place, hath 
something to impart to me about Antiquities, particularly about the 
Antiquities of the Devizes, that he was formerly of All Souls ColL, & that 
he hath published a Book about Antiquities. I<6. I do find that one 
Tho. Twining took the Degree of MA., as a Member of All-Souls G)IL, 
Mar. 7, 1688, and I do suppose that he is the Man, but I never heard 
any thing eminent, or, indeed, any thing at all, of him. 

March 8 (Hon.). The said Twining that was of All Souls CoIL

confessing the Act, persisting in his Innocency. Yet 'tis said he prayed 
very heartily at the Gallowes. 

Yesterday, very early in the Morning, one Glover, a lusty Man about 
six foot high, a little more than fourty Years of age, and a lissome person, 
who bore a good character, and kept the Crown Inn in Woodstock, was 
found dead upon the Road, somewhere about Begbrooke, in his way 
to Woodstock, having been at Oxford the day before, in the Afternoon, lo 
to bespeak some Wine of M'. Bradgat^ at the Three Tun Tavern in 
Oxford, who served him with Wine. Bradgate and he drank a pint 
of Wine apiece, after w<A this Glover call'd upon one * Robert Matthews, 
Uncle to his Wife, and ^ Keeper of Bocardo Prison in Oxford, where, 'tis 
said, he drank some Ale and Brandy, which disordered him, I suppose, and 
it being, withall, a very dark Night, it might be the occasion of his death. 

March 26 (Th., Ladyday), 1726. The said Glover's Wife is 
a jolly and very handsome Woman. I am told Glover went out of 
Oxford pretty soon in the Evening, that a dead horse happening to lye in 
the Road above Begbrooke, his own Horse thereupon startled, and ao 
pitching him upon his head in a Cart Rut, broke his Neck. 

This day walking to Rewly, I saw many Alterations making on the 
North side of the Remains of that House, now turned into a Brew House, 
particularly a passage made through the Wall for better convenience 
of the Place, as it is now a Brew-House. 

March 26 (Qood Fri). There is just come out an half broad sheet 
of Paper, printed on one side, call'd. The last dying Speech and Confession 
of John Proiheroe^ born the i** of Nov, ^ 1691, near Eversham in Worcester- 
shire, who was executed at Oxford on Mond,, March 22, 1725, y^r the 
barbarous Murder of his Wife. It is the same that is here inserted ', and 3® 
i#$ downright formal lye. It was printed by Leon. Litchfield tit Oxford, 
tho' it be said to be printed at Lond. There is no doubt of the Fellow's 
being guilty of the Murder. He had been a sad, vile Wretch, and is said 
to have murdered one of his Children before. Not one person appeared 
in his behalf, no, not even at his Execution, even so much as to take care

The Author's Name does 
not occurr, but M'. Le Neve justly supposes that the Author was John 
Skelton, Poet Laureat in the time of King Henry the VlII^.

Thence I struck ofi" thro' Sunningwell 
Field, in wo** Sir John Stonehouse of Radley is making large Inclosures, 
to Sunning, and came by Foxcombe Hill to Chilswell Farm, where 
I took more notice of the Ground than ever I had done before. I take 
Chilswell to be so call'd from Cissa, a petty King of the West Saxons, 
who granted the place to his Nephew Heane, to build an Abbey on, woh 
he accordingly began, but 'twas afterwards translated to Seuksham. 
Cissa was first buried at Chilswell, then called the Mount of Abbendun, ao 
but he was afterwards removed to Seuksham. Seuksham was called 
Abbington, after the Abbey was built there. A little way South East 
from Chilswell is a little Wood or Coppice, call'd Pinsgrove. This is the 
Pinnesgrave mentioned in the Monasticon Angl., Vol. i, p. 97, where 'tis 
said the Mount of Abendune was near it.

This day I walk'd to Cumnore, where I was in company of two 
or three sensible men, that mightily delighted to talk of Antiquity, and 
were strangely mov'd when I told them of Mount Abendun (now Chiis- 
well Farm), where an Abbey was begun to be built, but was afterwanb 
translated to Seuksham. And 'tis strange to see how they were trans* 
p)orted when I told them of an Hermit that lived in Cumnore Hurst, 
or Cumnore Wood, that advis'd the building of the Abbey at Seuksham, 
which was afterwards called Abbington. These Men told me of two 
Stone Coffins that had been dug up in Cumnore Church about a Year 

30 ago, in one of which were black Ashes. The Coffins were carefuDj 
buried again, with every thing belonging to them. I told them I thought 
they might be of two of the Abbats of Abbington. They were so 
extremely taken with what I talk'd about Antiquities that as they desired 
to come into the room where 1 was, so 1 had much ado to come awaj 
from them. 

April 3 (Sat.). Yesterday, at 2 Clock in the Afternoon, was a Con- 
vocation, to create the Duke of Beaufort (who is now leaving Universitj 
College) Dr. of the CiWl Law. 

M» Collis (Wife of W«n Coliis, \ictualler of Cumnore) looks as if she 
40 were hardly 25 Years of Age. and yet she told me yesterday she was at 
least 25 Years old when she was married, that she hath been married 
ihinet^n years, and hath had six children. 

Out of Mist's Journal for Saiurd., Apr. 3, 1725 : — 

On Sundav (Easter davM the Rev. M*. Hutchin, Master of the Free-School 
at Febted in Essex, died suddenly of a Fit of the Apoplexy ; a Gentleman of 
extraordinary Accomplishments, and much respected by all manner of 
Persons.

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This is M'. Hugh Hutchin, that was originally of Lincoln-College» 
and afterwards Chaplain and Schoolmaster of X^ Church (where he took 
the degree of M.A., July 8, 1701), and Vicar of Cassenton, and was from 
X* Ch. preferred to the Free-School of Felsted. He published a piece of 
Justin Mart3nr. He married one of the Daughters of old Mn Evans, late 
of SK Aldate's in Oxford, as the Reverend M'. James Gibson, now 
Minister of Wotton under Hill \ near Brill in Bucks., but then Master 
of the Free School at Bray in Berks., had married the eldest of her 
Daughters (there being three Daughters in all), w<^ eldest Daughter died 
many Years ago in Childbed, at Bray, leaving the Character behind her 10 
of a very discreet, virtuous, good-young Woman.

He is a noted Mimick, wol* by no 
means suits with a Man in Priest's Orders. I am told he repeated well. 

April 7 (We<L). Olaus Wormius the great Antiquary of Denmark's 
pieces are grown so very scarce that 'tis a very hard matter to procure 
any of them, and so they have been many Years. Even M'. Webb, when 30 
he was drawing up his book about Stoneheng, against D'. Charleton, was 
extremely put to it to get his Man, Dan,, in so much that all Denmark, 
whither he sent, could not afford it him ', but at last he was supplied by 
a person of honour. 

The Reverend M'. Mathew Gibson of Herefordshire told me to-day 
that in my Lady Scudamore's Library is a MS. written by M'. Jermey 
Stephens's own hand, containing a much fuller and correcter Copy of 
Sir Henry Spelman's History of Sacrilege than that printed from my

Which note I the more readily insert here because 'tis the account tbe 
Abbey of Glastonbury went by. So that whereas 'tis said in Domesdaj 
Book * that Ashbury (in the County of Berks.), w®^ belonged to the 
Monastery of Glastonbury, had a Church and Priest, to whom apper- 
tain'd one hide {Ibi Ecclesia Sf Presbyi, habeni i Hyd, ^ 4 serv0s\ 
we must understand by it that the Parson there had an hundred and wOj 
acres of Land, w<:^ was a noble thing, and enabled him to keep hospitality, 
& to give away in Charity. But not only Glastonbury, but other places, 
went by the same Account, tho' in several places (as a yard-land now also 

ao varies) there were differences ; notwithstanding w***, where the Church 4 
Religion were concerned, there was a certainty, & they were guided by the 
beforementioned explication. And 'tis by that interpretation that I would 
explain the same terms when they occurr in Domesday. So that whereas 
'lis in that old & most valuable Register said that Shottesbrooke in 
Berkshire contain'd 7 hides ', I would understand thereby one thousand 
one hundred and twenty Acres. And whereas in the same venerable 
Monument of Antiquity 'tis said that part of Abbot's Waltham (now 
commonly call'd White- Waltham), w«** belong'd to the Abbey of Chertsey, 
contain'd 10 hides ', I would thereby understand one thousand six hundred 

30 Acres, without any regard to the three hides of Land w^li the same Book 
tells us * belong'd in Bemesh Hundred (by w«^ one would gather that 
it was also part of Abbot's or White- Waltham, wcli is in Bemesh Hundred, 
whereas Laurence Waltham is in the hundred of Wargrove) to the Bishop 
of Durham, & contain'd, according to this Explication, four hundred and 
eighty acres. And moreover, whereas the same Register informs us that 
Cumnore (in Berks.), ^^ belong'd, and always did belong, to the Abbey 
of Abbington, contain'd in £dw. the Confessor's time 50 hides, and but 
30 in K. William the Conqueror's *, the meaning is, that in the former 
King's time it consisted of eight thousand one hundred acres, in the 

40 latter's of only four thousand eight hundred. Yet it must be granted 
that as there were great Alterations between IC Edward the Confessor's 
time and the reign of W"* the Conqueror (otherwise Cumnore could not 



be found in it. Does J. W.'s MS. of Robert Hegge's Legend of St Cutli- 
bert bear hard upon the monks ?

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have been so much lessened), so there have been much greater since the 
Conqueror's time; so as to have even very considerable Changes with 
respect to Counties, Hundreds, and Parishes. How else comes it to pass 
that Cookham, near Maidenhead in Berks., now gives name to a hundred, 
whereas in the Conqueror's time it was reckoned in Bemersh Hundred ? 
For thus in that Register: In Bernes Hund, Rex tenet Cocheham in 
Domtnio, Rex E, tenutt. Tunc 20'* hida^ sed nunquam geld. Terra est 
25 car ^. And here, without doubt, some Readers will be apt to inquire 
what the true meaning of the word haga is. In answer to vi^ I shall 
here transcribe what M'. Somner notes about the word hae^ in his Saxon 10 
Dictionary, viz, ' Haej, Sepes, septum, a hedge. Hinc Latino-barbarorum 
haia, pro septo. Cassis, vel tendicula nobis hodi^que, a hay to catch 
conies, Hage & hagen tot oppidorum Teutanicorum nominibus hinc 
annexum.' Upon w<^ account I would translate the word haga in 
Domesday always by hedge^ and not as others do house ; so as there were 
in Wallingford 276 hedges in the time of E. Conf., 8 of w<* were 
destroyed for the Castle that was built by K. W™ Conq. in lieu of an older 
Casde that had, I suppose, been originally built by the Romans, tho' 
utterly destroyed by the Danes. Wol» hedges were made of Thvigs^ &c., 
and from thence our hedges for Fences of closes, grounds, and fields are ao 
now styled ; but then being covered at the top fit for lodging, they are 
translated commonly houses, as if domus and haga were really the same 
kind of Inclosure or Fence, whereas haga or hedge was of a more 
ordinary kind of work, tho' generally large, as may appear from the 
present site of Wallingford Castle, vi^^ is about 5 Acres, & shews that 
formerly an haga or hedge (since eight hagcB only were pull'd down 
for building it) was of a considerable Extent and compasse. But now 
whereas the word domus instead of haga occurrs in Domesday Book, 
where it speaks of Oxford, as I take it, we are thereby to understand that 
the buildings of Oxford were far better than those at Wallingford. For 30 
that, I think, the true Signification of domus will warrant, the word really 
denoting buildings or Inclosures of a much better kind than those call'd 
hagcB, A thing w<^ may also appear from P. Victor^s Description of 
Rome, in w«*», tho' the several Wards are represented as large, yet the 
Domus (a word always there used, as 'tis sdso in the old anonymous 
description of the same City published by Labbe) are but few in com- 
parison of the Extent of those Wards; much fewer, indeed, than the 
Wards of the City of Constantinople, described also by another anonymous 
Author, published by the same Labbe, and yet the Wards of Constanti- 
nople were less than those of Rome. I should therefore readily conclude 40 
that the Domus in Constantinople (for that is the Word there used also, 
that of haga being not as yet come into fashion) were nothing near so big 
nor so fine as those at Rome, and yet in both places they were of stone, 
to wol> the word haga cannot properly agree, w«li I look upon therefore as 
one reason why 'tis not us'd with respect to Oxford, where they had 
begun to have some Stone buildings some time before the Conquest, 
as may appear from S^. Grymbald's building S^. Peter's Church in the 
jEast oi Stone out of Hengesteseiht (commonly called Hinxey) Quarry,

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Masons being brought for that end out of Normandy, at w^ time also, 
instead of hc^ce, other dotnus were erected of Stone, A the method of 
building therewith being now learned, it soon began to be estabHsbed 
& practised elsewhere. Yet tho' I should reckon S^. Peter's Churdi 
among the old Damns of Oxford, it ought, nevertheless, by no means 
to be reckoned in the Taxation of W™ the Conq., in w^h^ notwithstanding, 
I fear the three Halls were reckoned that were built by K. ^l&ed, 
because I find (see my notes to Sir John Spelman's Life of K. iElfred, 
p. 196) that K. Wm withdrew the Exhibitions that K. iElfred had settled 

10 upon his Schools, tho' others say (Ibid. p. 197) that K. Harold depriVd 
these Schools of their Revenue, and totally destro/d the two lesser 
of K. iBlfred's Halls. But be this as it will, those Halls ought properif 
to be stiled domus ; yea, perhaps, being so much superior to the genenlitj 
of buildings then in Oxford, had the anonymous Author of the Descriih 
tion of Constantinople seen them, and described Oxford, he would, it mtj 
be, have called them damus nohilissinuB^ an expression he uses with 
respect to houses of a better kind than ordinary. However, notwith- 
standing this difference between domus and haga^ we cannot determine 
for certain how big generally those domus were in Oxford. There is no 

ao doubt but they were large, since Domesday Book (Gale, ut supra, p. 765) 
tells us that in Wm Conqueror's time there were only 243 domus both 
within and without the Walls of Oxford, besides 20 muial mansioni^ 
call'd so because upon occasion they were obliged to repair the Walls (m 
order to w^^ there were there as well as at old Athens r<ix<'"^^ 'J 
Iri^arat ra)v ^pycov) ; tho' it withall informs us that 478 lay in ruins, w^^, 
however, will not diminish the notion we have of the largeness of those 
domus , since they seem to have been chiefly on the North West side 
of Oxford, even without the present City down as far as Walton Well, at 
w«*» time also S*. Giles's Church (formerly the University Church, in n*^ 

30 Convocations and Congregations were held, as they were afterwards 
in S*. Marie's Church (Leland's Itin., vol. iv, p. 133)) lay also in its ruins, 
and was not rebuilt by Elwine Fitz-Godegose till about the time of 
K. Stephen (see Leland's Itin., vol. ii, p. 75). And it may be withall 
noted that, as Oxford in old time was extended a great deal farther 
North- West than it is at present, so, I believe, there were once (and that, 
too, before Osney Abbey was built) something farther Westwards than 
now, viz. nearer Botley, Houses that are since demolished, upon which 
account Mans AbbendomcB (y/^^ I take to be Chilswell) is rightly enough 
said in the Monasticon Anglicanum to be on the South side of Oxford, in 

40 relation to which I shall refer the reader to what I have noted in the 81^ 
Vol. of these Collections. 

April 20 (Tu.). Yesterday I was twice with D'. Ralph Bridges, who, 
with his elder Brother, William Bridges, Esq. (who is of the Stamp- 
Office, and hath just entered a Son, M'. John Bridges, Gentleman Com. 
of Xt Ch.), is now in Oxford. The D'. shew'd me, and let me have 
a little while, a Catalogue of his late Brother, my worthy Friend, John 
Bridges Esq''" Books, but would not allow me to have it 'till to-daj 
(so that I retum'd it presently, notwithstanding he had given D^ Stratford 
of Xt Ch. one, as he had likewiia to lA Oxford), pretending it was 
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a wonderfull Rarity, and that there were but an hundred printed. It 
is a good Collection of Books, particularly in Classicks and all kinds 
of History, but the Appenduc of MSS. is but poor, there being but very 
few MSS., and those not of very great Note. 

[Long extracts from, and an acconnt of, John Beyer's Chronicle in Trinity 

College, Oxford, omitted.] 

April 22 (Th.). Yesterday Morning, about ten Clock, one M'. Dike, 
a Commoner of Wadham Coll., almost Batchelor of Arts' standing, shot 
himself, in a little room (not the study) belonging to his Chamber, into 
the heart, that he died immediately. I am told he was a Somersetshire 10 
Man, that his Father came to Town the Night before, but his Son would 
not be found, and that this young Gent, had been very extravagant. 

John Charlton was Fellow of Exeter College in Oxford, and afterwards 
Schoolmaster of Wyrksop, in the Countie of Nottingham, and whilst 
Schoolmaster he translated and published. The Casket 0/ Jewels : con- 
iaynynge a playne description of Morall Philosophie, diligently and after 
a very easie Methode declared by the well learned ^ famous Author, 
Cornelius Valerius, out of LaL into English; Lond., 1571, 8^o. I do 
not find that the said M^ Charlton is mentioned by M'. Wood. 



April 28 (Fri.). On Wednesday Night last, at six Clock, Magd. ao 
College great Bell rung for M'. Bouchier, one of the Fellows of that 
College (and a younger Brother of D'. Bouchier, Principal of Alban 
Hall, & Kegius Professor of Law), who died of a Feaver that day in the 
Country, at Hanbury. He was a silly, good for nothing Fellow. 

Yesterday Morning was a Convocation at nine Clock, when a Letter 
from the Chancellour about an Act was read, and 'twas carried, by one or 
two Votes, that there shall (as there ought to be every year, tho' it hath 
been most scandalously neglected and put ofif) be an Act next Com- 
mencement, to the very great discomposure of D'. Mather, Vice- 
Chancellour, and many others, who are violently against having Acts. 30 

April 24 (Sat.). On Sunday Night last died at Heddington, near 
Oxford, one Stephen Race, in the 41"* Year of his age, a very honest, 
quiet Man. It is generally said that his Death was occasioned by his 
Wife's beating him. She is about thirty Years old, a comely, brisk 
Woman [ ], and very impudent. He intirely loved her, and

would tell her of her faults, which enrag'd her to that degree that she 
would take up any thing Uiat lay in her way, & fail upon him with it 
Nor would he strike again, having made a vow not to beat her or to strike 
her.

Ward, with 
whom he hath been about two Years, who acts as Tutour to him. He 
told me this M'. Ward is the author of an anonymous thing in Latin, A 
30 Asse^ which is a small book in 8^0^ that I purchased some time since. 

He told me that I>. Prideaux's Marmora Oxon. is now come to fov 
Pounds price. 

This Mr. Bruce is intimate with M'. ChishuU, whose Collection of 
Inscriptions, he said, is printing, and that it will make three Volomei 
in Folio. 

He told me of a very scarce Saxon Coyn in the hands of M'. Tha 
Granger, but he could not remember what it is. He promised, however, 
to send me an exact draught of it, with some Notes of his own about iL 
The said M'. Granger, from whom I have had Letters, is a very worthy 
30 Man, & hath got a most excellent Collection of Books relating to our 
English History & Antiquities, as he hath also a very fine CollectioD 
of Coyns & Medals. 

Mr. Bruce told me he had several MSS. Papers of D'. Hallifax (being 
related to him), that was of Corpus X^i Coll., and that he intended at 
some time or other to publish them. These papers, he said, at present 
are in the hands of M^*. Chishull. 

He said some people, particularly Wetstenius, a Dutch Bookseller, had

Jeremy Collier is very poor in his old age, 
having married an odd Wife, mother to M'. Thomas Deacon, iJ*^ 
M'. Tho. Deacon from following Divinity now practises Physick, bdng 
a Non Juror, and Author of several Things.

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May 6 (Th.). On Tuesday Night last had like to have been a great 
Fire at the Angel Inn in Oxford. M'. W™ Oldisworth (a Gentleman 
I have mentioned before), who has lodg'd there for some time, going 
to bed, happen'd either to forget to put out his Candle, or else (w<^ 
is most likely) reading in bed, & so dropping asleep (tho' he says he 
thought he had put out the Candle), the Candle took hold of the Hang- 
ings, burnt the bed, & had he lay two or three Minutes longer, himself 
had been burnt too, tho', even as it was, his nose, feet, & hands rec^ some 
damage from the Fire, so he was forced to employ a Surgeon. 

I have been told that M'. John Ward (whom I have mentioned above) 10 
is the person that translated D^. Mead's Book about the Plague into Latin, 
tho' it had been done before by M'. Mattaire, who did it at D^ Mead's 
Request, & put it when done into the D'.'* Hands, but 'twas retum'd, and 
M'.

She died of a Consumption, a little more than 30 Years old, without 
Children.

'Tis, withall, remarkable, that this n^ Letter ought not 
to be looked upon as of validity to put by the Act, since 'twas not read in 
due time. Nor, indeed, was the first read time enough to give due 
^('arning to the persons that are to dispute in divinity, the Statutes requir- 
ing three Months' or twelve weeks' praeNious notice, so that of consequence 
there ought to be an Act of Course, when 'tis not dispensed with in dnc 
time. But it signifies nothing to talk of things, where Men are resolv'd to 
act contrary to Statute, & to do what they can to the decay of Learning.

judiciously explained at leisure times, and M^ Penton thinks it would be 
of incomparable use : because that short, grave, sententious way of 
Instruction sticks better in the Memory, and helps their Thinking. But 
I cannot yet find that M'. Penton ever published such a Collection. 

Old M'. Bremicham of S*. Peter's in y« East, now in the 92^ year 
of his Age, told me to-day that he had a Kinswoman, one Susan Styler 10

I heare of a great deal of painted Glass at the great (my L^ Abbington's) 
House at Wightham in Berks. I was never yet in this House. 

May 28 (Fri.). When M'. Browne, M'. Nevil, and M'. Cockeril 
were with me the other day, they ask'd me whether 1 had ever seen 
Brian Twyne's MSS. Collections in the School Tower, because they 
understood the whole Case about Edmund Fraunces, relating to their

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College, vas in ihem, I told them I had, and that they were contain'd in 
severd Volumes. I said, sure the Warden of All Souls College (wfao 
pretends to be so much M'. Cockman's Friend^ would shew them to 
them. They said he was very ready to do it, as he pretended, but being 
not in a condition to go up himself, he said his Man could not tell how lo 
find them. I found diis to be shuffling. I told them that in the Musdom 
Ashm., among Ant k Wood's Papers, there was a Book containing 
a particular Account, by way of Repertorium^ of all Things in eveij 
Volimie of Mr. Twyne's ColL I advis'd them to consult ^is, A take 

xo down the very place and volume where what they wanted was to be met 
with. M'. Nevil said he would immediately go to the Museum, and 
do this. And on Wednesday last seeing M'. Browne, he told me tbey 
had found the Book of M'. Twyne's w«h they wanted, the Warden of Al 
Souls College having permitted them to go up to the Tower to search for 
it, and after they had found it, they brought the Volume to the Warden's 
Lodgings, and he said M'. Nevile was actually then at the Warden's look- 
ing over the Book, where was the whole Case, with the Warden. 

On the 8t^ instant (being Saturday) died of a Consumption at Cowlej, 
near Oxford, one M^ Peirce of Exeter College, a young Gentleman (who 

90 was very handsome, I know not whether a Commoner or Gendeman 
Commoner), and was buried in the Church of Cowley on May i^ 
being Monday. 

Mr. Piperd, alias Pepper, of S*. Clement's, alias Bridgset, near Oxford, 
told me to-day, as he hath done several times before, that next August be 
is compleat sixty two Years of Age. 

May 29 (Sat., Bestauration Day). On Monday last was hanged at 
Tybume M'. Jonathan Wild, the famous Thief Catcher. This Man was 
look'd upon, and deservedly, as one of the greatest, if not the very 
greatest Rogue in England. He was the Prince of Thieves & Villains. 
30 Oaths were taken to him, & all Things were at his direction. He knew 
& had hand in all Robberies, Thefts, &c., & had his Proportion, but then 
'twas usual with him to discover many a man, & to get them taken o( 
such as he did not like, or proved otherwise than he would have them. 
He help'd many to their own again, but not without great Rewards, 
k, 'twas this that brought him to the Gallowes. 

M'. Digby Cotes preach'd before the University of Oxford this day at 
S*. Marie's. 

May 30 (Sun.). D'. Rich* Tyson is chosen Physician to S*. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital in London, in the room of D'. W™ Wagstaffe, 
40 deceas'd. He was oppos'd by D'. W^^ Barrowby, formerly of Trinity 
College in Oxford, who married a Daughter of M^ Sellard, of Oxford, 
Taylour (the same that was Mayor, and was discommuned for his Rude- 
ness to the Vice-Chancellour and Scholars, when Queen Anne came 
to Oxford), and now lives in London with her, & hath good Business, as 
I am told. As for D'. Tyson, he is a Man of a very good Reputation 
for his Learning, & Skill, & Success. It seems, D'. Pearce Dod, Fellow 
of All Souls Coll., who practises in London, tho' he hath not much 
Business, had a great mind to this Place, but the D^ being not great widi 
D^. Meadi !>. Freind, D^ Hales, and some of the leading Men, he could 
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not make any considerable Interest, Sc, indeed, he haih been deserted by 
many that were formerly his Friends, purely upon account of his changing 
sides, being now a mighty Man for I>. Gardiner, Warden of All Souls 
College, & his Parly, whereas formerly no man was more warm & violent 
against thens. 

May 31 (Mon.). There is just come out in 8'f. The History o/iht 
Rrvolulion, by Mr. Laurence E^cbard. He calls the Rebellion by the 
Name of Revolution, & the forcing the King from his Dominions 
a Desertion, just like others that stand up in defence of the wicked 
Proceedings at that time. n

Jime 1 (To.). This Afternoon was buried at Heddington, near 
Oxford, old M™. Godfrey. Widow of M'. Godfrey (the Carpenter) of that 
place, a very honest man, who died some time since. Her heart was 
broke, upon account of her Son (Henry Godfrey), a wicked Wretch, who 
keeps company with that vile woman that lately Itill'd her husband there, 
tho' she be permitted to go about, & haih not been apprehended. And 
'tis much fear'd that this Henry Godfrey had no small hand in bringing 
that thing about, as well as old Absalom (a farmer there), who is another 
Companion of this Woman's.

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June 8 (^l^)* M^ Balladoure, the Frenchman (who is one of 
M'. David Gregory's Deputies), told me to-day that he was (some time 
since) Petty Canon or Chaplain of Peterborough, a Place given him 
by D'. White Kennett, then Dean ; but it being small (not above so Ubs. 
per an.), he quitted it, because he could not get any liberty to be at all 
absent, tho* he had fifty libs, per an. offered him to teach French in 
a noble Family, the Dean telling him that (if he were Petty Canon) 
he must be always resident, without any absence at all. 

June 6 (Sat.). Yesterday as I walk'd to Abbington, beyond Blake's

and an half ago, aged 92 Years, and that his Mother died after his Father, 
but in the same Year, aged 10 1. 

Old White and old M'. Brooklande (who hath been dead some Yean) 
of Sunningwell were very great together. White would alwa}^ come 
to Brookland's every year at Sunningwell Feast, Be they would tadk mud 
together, as well as at other times, particularly about the Civil Warrs and 
the hanging of Blake, w<^ both of them saw. White was a very chearfbD, 
so merry old Man. Brookland was press'd to drive his teem at the time 
ot the Edge Hill Fight. Brookland stood at a distance, and saw all the 
fight, as he was under a Hedge. Brookland was about 20 years old 
at the time of that fight. 'Twas in those days a sad time at SunningweO, 
w«*^ lying between the two Garrisons of Oxford and Abbington, thcf 
were very much harassed by the Souldiers, who would take their Bread out 
of the Ovens. Brookland and White were both for the King. Brookland 
was press'd to go to Edgehill for the King. 

June e (Sun.). The Earl of Macclesfield (Sir Thomas Parker) 
having lately resign'd the Great Seal, he being L^ Chancellour of 
30 England, w«*^ Post he held many Years, and got thereby abundance 
of Wealth, he was afterwards impeach'd of high Crimes and Mis- 
demeanours. His Tryal before the Lords lasted several days, and 
all the Articles were prov'd against him, even so far as himself even 
confess'd them in his Defence, which was the poorest that ever was made. 
Among other vile Practises, he had cheated poor Orphans & Widows 
of above an hundred and seven thousand Pounds. But notwithstanding iS

But it seems, as he said, there is in that Church 
a defac'd Monument under an Arch in the Chancell of that Church, and 
M'. Willis saith that tradition will have it to be a Monimient to this 
Henry de Blois, and this is all the ground he hath for asserting that 
he was buried in that Church, w<^ is so very weak that I shall not insist 
upon it, only note that John of Glastonbury, in his MS. Chronicle of 
Glastonbury that my L^ Bruce hath lent me, and w<s^ I design to print, 
expressly tells us that he was buried at Windiester, and M'. Willis now 
acknowledges that he was buried there, and told me that he had found 
other authority in Ashmole's Mus6um, in some MS. Account of the 20 
Burial of Bp*, that he was really interred at Winchester. He also told me 
that the Nunnery of Ivingho was 3 Miles farther than the Church of 
Ivingho, and that there is nothing of it now but a Farm House, in

Willis had formerly 
acknowledg'd to me, both by writing and by word of Mouth. He is very 
angry with D'. Smalbroke for taking notice of him as a poor Author, in 
a Preface to a Sermon preach'd at Landaffe, and he designs to animad- 
vert upon the D'. in a Work he is now printing about our English 
Cathedrals, in three Volumes, as he told me, in 8^0

Willis, Dfis, LCi 
Dominus (a Title for a Bachelor of Arts), it should be ^', i.e. damm\ 
& whereas he hath//, it should be /eat, the verse so requiring also. And, 
indeed, it relates not to Newnton's being made Abbat, but to the Sooth 
Cross Isle of Pershore Church, that was built, anno Domini 1434,17 
Newnton. M'. Willis was willing to justifie his own Reading by saying 
he had it from D'.

till six clock next morning, yery wet June 15, fair after 6, but most part of the 
day cold. June 16^, raiird, & was very cold aU day, & the greatest part of the 
night, even 'till after six Clock Thursd. Mom., June 17, after w^ also it rain*d voy 
hard till past la Clock the said 17 June, & was then fair.

Burton came 
in, particularly his new Book of an hundred Cuts, w^ some very deservedly 
call D'. Stukel/s hundred Fancies, w^'^ I have not yet seen, but 'tis 
universally condemned as strange, weak, ridiculous Stuff, even worse, 10 
as it were, than Poynter of Merton's Things. He indulges his Fancy to 
that degree, as to endeavour to impose any Thing upon the World for 
Antiquity, whereas at the same time his Draughts do not agree to the 
Originals. He published, a few Years since, Waltham Cross, pretending 
it to be exact, whereas it was only as he fancied it should be, but my 
Friend, John Bridges, Esq., gave us one just as it is, quite different from 
Stukely's. What shall we think of a man that can not, or will not, give 
us so easy a Thing as a Cross as it is, but just as his Fancy leads him, 
and yet at the same [time] will pretend to give us Draughts of the most 
considerable Antiquities we have ? In Moll's Britannia we have Stukel/s ao 
Map of the Roman Roads so very strange that as it differs from all others, 
so 'tis by no means agreeable to the Truth. He look'd over M'. Ba[i]l- 
lardeau's Coyns, those that I have mentioned above, p. 32, and put down 
the Names of most of them in a Paper that M'. Baillardeau shew'd me. 
As Mi*. Baillardeau only just shew'd me the Coyns, without leaving any 
of them with me to consider them, so I could not discover D^. Stukely's 
Blunders, but one, I remember, was very palpable, when he put down 
Persa for Vpsa.

He paid enough for it, 
considering how dead such books are now. 

June 29 ([Tn.], S^. Peter and Paul). M'. Ward, in a Letter dated 
from Warwick, Febr. 20, 1724, desired my Opinion about Organs, 
because he had lately met with the following Remark about them, and he 
tells me the Notion in it ab^ Organs came from no less a Man than 
I>. Benj. Rogers, a great Master of Musick. Viz. 

That there never were any Organs in Cathedrall or Collegiate Churches in 
England before King Hen. 8^^, altho' there were Vicar Choralls, Clerks (or 10 
Singing men), and Choristers: for no Organists are foundation men (but 
only as Informatores Choristarum), and are admitted as Clerks, and not as 
Organists, in those Churches. 

He tells me, in the same Letter, that he was since informed there was 
Provision made for an Organist at All-Souls, Oxon., long before that 
time, and he desires me to learn the truth of this. I have inquir'd 
at All-Souls of Mr. Chemock, one of the Fellows, who told me that there 
bad been care there for an Organist before Hen. VIII*^'« time, but 
he could not give me sufficient satisfaction 'till the Return of M'. Fiddes, 
one of their Fellows, now upon his Year of Grace, to the College, who ao 
knows these Matters well.

My Friend, M'. Robert Eyston, writ me word from East Hendred, 
near Wantage in Berks., on May the 20^ last, that the MS. of Nich. 10 
Harpesfield woh belong'd to his late Brother, my Friend, Charles Eyston, 
Esq., had been consulted, at my Request, by his good Friend, M'. Parkin- 
son, with whom I am acquainted, being the Confessor in the Family 
of y® s<^ Charles Ejrston, and is a learned Man, and in the Note at the 
End 'tis two Leaves, and not iwo Lines, as M'. Ch. Eyston, by Mistake, 
had in his Lifetime insinuated to me at Oxford.

use of M'. (Rich<i) Rawlinson, which he (M'. Blount) hath now by him, 
but that I having then had the perusall of them, he doubts whether they 
may be of any service ; if so, he desires [me] to let him know. He said 30 
the likeliest person to help me to Blount's Chronicle (a MS. never yet 
printed) is Edw<^ Blount, Esq., of Herefordshire, he being a very studious 
& well read Gentleman. He knew not his direction, but he said his 
Sister, Mr*. Minshaw, lives in Broad Street, Soho, London, & if I directed 
to him there, he believed she would send it Accordingly, I soon afrer 
writ him a Letter, inclos'd in one to her, to convey it, but I have rec<l 
no manner of answer. 

This day, at 5 Clock in the Afternoon, after my return from a Walk in 
the Country, as I was going to the printing house, I met in Queen's Coll. 
Lane a young Man with a Gown (& he was in company with another 40 
young Man), who said. Your humble serrf, M^. Hearne, My name is 
DodwelL Sir, said I, your humble senf ; & so we parted, without a word 
more. 

July 8 (Sat.). M'. Murray having formerly told me he had Inigo 
Jones upon Stone-henge, with MSS. Notes, upon my Inquiry of him 

July d« 1726. T. Ward to H. (Rawl. 17. 4a). [See Diary, July 39, for 
1 I find ance (M'. Ward having lent me the MS.) that it is so. 
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farther last year, he told me that he had parted with it two jears before 
to M'. Bateman, that the Notes in the Margin were writ by one of the 
Stanhope Family, and nothing at all to the purpose of the History. 

My Friend, Thomas Rawlinson, Esq., hath been married about a Year 
to Mn. Amy Frewin, that was before a Servant to him in cleansing 
his Lodgings, &c. 

Caxton printed the Life of Wenefrede in English, but I cannot learn 
(tho' I writ on purpose to M'. Murray) out of what Language it was 
translated. Nor, indeed, had M^ Murray the Book himself, neither could 
lo he, by any Inquiry, find it amongst any of his Friends. 

W^. Murray also told me (in a Letter dated from Lond., Apr. la, 
1725) that tho' he had several pieces of Skelton, yet he had never seen 
his Image of Ypocresy, nor knew any body that had it, whence I gather 
that it was never printed. Peter Le Neve, Esq., hath a MS. of it, y^ he 
lent me, and I have given an account of it in my Glossary to Peter 
Langtoft. 

Yesterday, about twelve Clock, died, of a Feavcr, 
M'. Thomas Clymer, M.A. and Fellow of Worcester Coll. This Gentle- 
man, who hath been Pro-Proctor more than once, was originally of 
20 University-Coll., where he was Bible-Clark, and us'd to write for Df.

A large Vault has been lately discover'd in the Meuse, curiously tiled all 
over, a fine Spring of Water in the middle, and several Marble Cisterns. By 
the Inscriptions on the Tiles and Motto's, it appears to be the Bathing Place

' We hear from London that on Thursday, the 2^ instant, at eleven 
a-Clock at Night, died D^^. Henry Levett, one of the Physicians to 
S^. Bartholomew's Hospital, and Physician to the Charter-House.' This ao 
D'. Levett, who was of Exeter College in Oxford (as a Member of woh he 
took the Degree of M.A., July 7, 1694, that of B.M., June 4, 1695, and 
that of D.M., Apr. 22, 1699), was a sweet tempered Man, a most excell^ 
Physician, well belov'd, very honest as a Complyer, and had an excellent 
Study of Books. 

July 8 (FrL). About this day Sennight died in London D'. George 
Conyers, Fellow of S^. John's Coll., Oxon., who took the Degree of B. of 
Civil Law on April 3, 1693, and that of D^^. in the same Faculty about 
10 Years since, when I was Beadle of Civil Law. He was a Man that 
had a Fortune, but he spent all in gaming and other extravagancies, and 30 
died much in debt 

M'. West of Balliol Coll., in a Letter from Lond., March 9^h^ i72f, 
told me M'. Anstis's Book of the Register of the Garter was mightily 
bought up, but was as yet reckoned excessive dear (being five Guineas 
a Copy), though he printed but 400 Copies, so that it will grow very 
scarce in time. 

M'. Tanner, Chirurgeon of London, who died lately, had an excellent 
Collection of Things that he had pickt up in Italy, a Catalogue of 
w^ I have seen printed, but I understand D'. Mead had the pic^ng of 
them before they were exposed to sale. M'. Tanner was Brother to 40 
D*. Tanner. 

July 10 (Sat.). On Thursday Morning last, very early, died Robert 
Henly, of Ifley, near Oxford, and was buried in Ifley Church Yard last 
night He lived upon the Parish, tho' he hath two daughters by a 3d wife 
(who hath been dead some years), one married at Cowley, and hath

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Children, the other unmarried at Service. He died in the ninety fourth 
Year of his age. He died very hardly, being from Sunday Night till 
Thursday Morning a-dying. 

July 11 (Sun.). M'. Thomas Rawlinson told me lately by Letter that 
he could tell me nothing about Skelton's Image of Ypocresy^ having 
(as I take it) never seen the Book. 

My Friend, the Rev<i Mr. Hilkiah Bedford (since deceas'd), on Aug. ag*, 
1724, tells me that he knew I made no use of our Publick Library, since 
I had been so unworthily shut out thence : but if any Friend of mine 

10 ever makes use of it, he wishes I could get the Decyphering of the King's 
(Ch. I) Letters, made and lodg'd there by D'. Wallis, compar'd with the 
printed account of them, because the D'. alledg'd in his own Vindicadon 
that the several passages in those letters, not decypher'd in the print, 
which he pretended to be unable to decypher, were left undecyphei^d by 
him, not because he could not, but because he would not, disclose them 
to the King's enemies, as he said was very well known to Bp Dolben and 
Bp Fell, if Mi^. Bedford did not misremember the 2 Bp«' Names. If this 
were so (says M'. Bedford), most probably the Decyphering of the King's 
Letters (said by M'. Wood to have been lodg'd by him in the Bodleian 

30 Library) was lodg'd there by him for his own justification, as containing 
the decyphering also of those passages which he conceal'd from the 
Rebels. M'. Bedford told me, if I could find, at my leisure, any oppor- 
tunity of getting this enquiry satisfy*d, it would much oblige him. 
Upon Receipt of M'. Bedford's Letter, I spoke to my Friend, M'. West 
of BalUol Coll., who consulted D'. Wallis's MS. in the Bodl. Libraiy, 
& writ out for me D^^. Wallis's memorandum at the Beginning of it, 
which I sent to M'. Bedford, with some other Information, but M'^. Bed- 
ford dying some time after, it put an end to any farther Inquirys, w«fc 
otherwise I should have made for him, with respect to this dough^ work 

30 of Dr. Wallis's. 

July 12 (Mou.). On Friday last died in Oxford M''. Pearce, Barber 
in Northgate Street in that City, Brother to M". Rymes, the Widow 
of Mr. Rymes, late Fellow of New College and Rector of Stanton S*. 
John's, near Oxford. This M'. Pearce's heart was broke, upon account 
of his said Sister, who with her Children lay upon him, and put him 
to hard shifts, notwithstanding M'. Colinge, Fellow of New College and 
Superior Beadle of Divinity, ought in justice to have eas'd him altogether, 
since the said M^a. Rymes (who is a comely body) is generally said to be 
Mr. Colinge's Concubine, & whereas Colinge generally lives at Stanton, 
40 she is very often there, and [lives] with him, as I have been assur'd bj 
very good hands. 

July 13 (Tu.). My Friend, Mr. Baker of Cambridge, writes mc 
word, in a Letter from thence of the 8*^^ inst., that he hath Copies of 
most of the Statutes of the antient Foundations at Cambridge ; but most 
of them were too poor to maintain an Organist. King's HaD, now 



July 18, 1726. H. to T. Bawlinson (Rawl. 34. no). Thanks for fresh 
' Recruits,' which prove of good service. Wishes the Life of Thomas i Becket 
had the cut ' I am glad to hear you are drawing a select Catak^gue. But 
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supprest & become part of Trin. ColL, was a noble Foundation, consist- 
ing of 33 Fellows, &c., but there is noting said in their Statutes concern- 
ing an Organist or Organ. King's College, another Royal Foundation, 
he thought the likest where it might be met with, & desir'd a Friend to 
send him the words of their Statutes, which he has done in words follow- 
ing (cap. i): Quorum {sex) Captllanorum stve Clericorum unus sciat 
Jubilare in Organis. M'. Baker leaves me to make my own Inferences ; 
but his Friend was somewhat shy in giving him the words of their 
Statutes, or having them quoted, being sworn (as he says) non revdare 
caput vel capiiulum Staiuioruniy w^ he promist him he would acquaint me 10 
with. It is in vain to seek for an organist in any other of the old 
Foundations at Cambridge. 

In the Oxford Catalogue of MSS., P. 390 of the last Part, are two 
Collections of Pieces, printed by W. de Worde, w<* belong'd to D'. More, 
late Bp of Ely. The latter M'. Baker hath often seen & easily found. 
The former (in w<^ is the Life of Joseph of Arimathy that I mentioned to 
him) he never could meet with, nor does M'. Haderton know any thing 
of it, & thinks it must be lockt up with the MSS., as many of the old 
Editions are, and for that reason cannot be come at. 

July 14 (Wed.). In one of my Letters to M^ Baker, I said some- 20 
what concerning the Age of Piers Plowman. Mr. Baker tells me (in the 
said Letter of the %^ of July, 1725) that in M'. Strype's Ecclesiastical 
Memorials, vol. 2, P. 266, he finds this Account: The Book was very 
antieniy wriiien in the Reign o/Edw, '^,for in the 2** side 0/ the 6%^ leaf 
mention is made of a dear year y John Chichester being then Maior of London^ 
which was an. 1 350. This (says M'. Baker) he quotes from Rob. Crowley's 
Edition, which M'. Baker hath not, but hopes I may have it : and after — 
By some of them (MSS.) he learnt the Author's name was Langland^ 
a Shropshire man, bom in Cleybufy^ about 8 Miles from Malvern Hills. 
And among the antient Copies^ one was noted to be written in the year 30 
Muiicix ; which (says M'. Baker) must be meant of the age of the Copy, 
not the Author, who by this account must be older. If you have (says 
he) Crowley's 2** Edition , you can easily make a Judgment ^ for I write 
in the dark. I have not Rob. Crowley's Ed. of Pierce Plowman, men- 
tioned by M'. Baker. That which I have is the Ed. printed by Owen 
Rogers, 1561, in w^^ Pierce the Ploughman's Crede is also printed. 
In p. 770 of my Ed. of Guil. Neubrigensis I have fix'd the writing of 
Pierce Plowman to anno 1409, by virtue of a MS. Note shew'd me 
by M'. Urry, and the MS. there mentioned seems to have been the same 
noted in Strype. What to say, unless I could see the MS., I know not. 40 
This is certain, that this Work hath been much altered at different times. 
I saw a MS. of it lately, in \s^^ the difference from the print is so very 
great that the Work seems to have undergone the same Changes with 
Robert of Gloucester. In the Creed (which I said is in the Edition 
I have) is mention (in C. ii a) of Wicklef, who appeared not till the end of

Last Night, about six or seven Clock, one Watkms, that lived under 

10 S^. Gyles's Church, as he was going up Stairs with a Tankard of Ale 
from the Buttery to some Gentlemen, fell down Backwards, broke his 
Skull, & never wagg'd more. The Bell went for him this Morning. He 
hath left a Wife. He was a Sot, and was drunk at this time when the 
Accident happened. But I am told that his Wife is a very ill, loose, 
fowlmouth'd woman, and was a perfect Plague to him, so that in all 
probability she forc'd him to drink more than otherwise he would. The 
House in w^ he liv'd was his own, he having bought it lately, haviiq; 
got money by his Skill in Fret-work*. He had no Children by his Wife,

30 CM, an Excise Man in Oxford, who is an elderly man, and hath a wife 
with him in Oxford of his own, a more comely, jolly Woman than 
M". Watkins. This Watkins was about 30 Years of Age *. 

July 16 (Th.). 

On Mend., the 5^ instant, D'. Peters and D^. Stephens (so they are 
call'd, the' they are not so') were chosen Travelling Physicians upon tiie 
Foundation laid by the late D'. Radcliff for that purpose, in order to unprove 
the medicinal Art They are to travel 5 Years in this Country, and 5 Abroad, 
each being allow'd a Salary of 300L per Annum. — Nortbampt. Mercury. 

On this day Sennight (viz. Thursd., July 9>^) died at London the 
30 Reverend D'. Richard Fiddes, Rector of Halsham, near Hull in York- 
shire, and Author of a Body of Divinity in two folios, of an Annual Course 
of Sermons in one folio, of the Life of Cardinal Wolsey in one folio, and 
of some books in 8^o, one whereof is an Essay concerning Homer. He 
was originally of University Coll. in Oxford, where he was a very hard 
drinker, and was Collector for the Lent Disputations. He left the 
College, took holy Orders, and married, and hath left several Children 
and his Wife behind him. Some Years since he lost the use of his 
Voice, and dedicating some Sermons to D^. Smalridge, printed in 8^, 
the Dr. got him the Degree of Batch, of Div. (tho' he was not Master of 
40 Arts) conferred on him, w<^ was done ii^ith difficulty, there being great 
opposition in the Convocation House, and afterwards he was created 
Doctor in the said Faculty. He had a living also given him by the 
University, but that he could not hold, by reason the person (who was 
pretended to be a Roman Catholick, and therefore not qualifyed to 
present) contested the matter, and was too hard for Fiddes. He was

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a Man that had a good Command enough of English, but had not much 
learning, especially in our History & Antiquities (to wo^ he at last, 
meerly to get a penny, for his Wife and Children reduc'd him to. penury, 
addicted himself), for w^'^ reason his Life of Cardinal Wolsey is a very 
poor, injudicious, weak performance, as would also (without doubt) have 
been his Life of Bp Fisher and his Life of Sir Thomas More, both w<>^ he 
had also undertaken, but I know not what progress he had made m 
them, tho' he had excellent materials from M'. Baker of Cambridge, 
M'. Anstis, and some others. His eldest Daughter, who lived with her 
Father & Mother several Years in Oxford, some time since, was married to 10 
one M'. Barecroft, first of Queen's Coll. in Oxford, and afterwards Fellow 
of Merton Coll., w^ he left, & bought a Commissioner's Place, as I have 
been inform'd. He is a good natur'd, loving husband, but she a contrary 
Wife, and a great Company Keeper, w<^ occasioned them to live asunder 
for some time, but now, I am told, they cohabit together again. She 
appear'd modest and demure in Oxford, and was look'd upon as tolerably 
handsome, tho' but half-strain'l The D*. was little more than fifty 
Years of Age. 'Tis thought his heart was broke with the Troubles of his 
Family, & some other Misfortunes, and, it may be, he was affected not 
a little to find his Life of Cardinal Wolsey slighted, as it deserves. I was ao 
told one remarkable Thing of this D'., viz. that he could write (and did 
therefore use to write) as well in company as out of company. 

July 16 (Fri.). Last Night I spent the Evening with M'. Whiteside 
of the Museum Ashm., M^^. Twysden, Gent. Com. of Univ. Coll., and 
M'. Wm Oldisworth. 

M'. Oldisworth then told me that the Gendeman whom he a little while 
ago inform'd me had a MS. of Francis Thynne's about Kts of the Bath, 
is lately dead, & hath left him ten libs. He said he would endeavour to 
secure the said MS., and another also, to himself. 

M'. Oldisworth said that had D'. Fiddes lived, he should have had 30 
about a quarter of a year's work to look over his Papers, meaning his 
Undertaking about Bp Fisher and Sir Thomas More. lie said he look'd 
over four Chapters of the D'.'» Work, when he was last in Oxford, and 
that if the Widow would put the Papers into his hands/he would finish all. 
He said that D'. Fiddes had some curious Papers about Sir Thomas 
More, that a Friend of his by his (D'. Oldisworth's) means help'd him to. 
I heard lately that M'. Oldisworth assisted the ]>. in Cardinal Wolsey's 
Life, a work not for either of their Credits. 

M'. Oldisworth said he had very lately read over M'. Rowland's Mona 
anttqua, or. History and Antiquities of the Isle of Angles^. He said there 4^ 
is a vast deal of Learning in it, tho' writ in a poor, creeping, heavy stile. 
This Rowland was a Clergyman, a native of the Isle, was never out 
of the place all his Life time, and died just before his Book was published. 
His Name was Henry Rowland, and he was Vicar of Llan-Idan in the 
Isle of Anglesey. There is a great Character of him in Nicolson's Engl. 
Hist. Library, p. 24, Ed. Fol., whose Characters, however, are generally 
very partial. 

Jtily^ 17 (Sat.). At the same time M'. Oldisworth told me that 

» [MS. * June'] 
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he believ'd he could help me to a sight of the Catalogue (tf the late 
D'. Brathwayt Warden of Winchester's Books, which, indeed, I should 
be very glad to see, he having collected many curious, scarce little pieces 
relating to English History and Antiquities. He said they were sold 
(he did not teU me to whom) for two hundred (tho' they were worth 
eight hundred) Pounds. 

M'. Parkinson, when he was in Oxford the other day, wondered that 
we did not print Thomas Eccleston's Book de aduentu Mmarum m 
Angliam, since he said he understood there were two Copies of it in oar 
lo Publick Library, one perfect, the other imperfect. But I soon convinc'd 
him that there was no MS. there, only some Excerpta out of this woik 
among M^. Wood's Papers in the Ashmolean Museum. Leland hadi 
given us some good Extracts out of it, in pag. 341 of the ^^ VoL of 
his Coll., I suppose from the MS., w^^^, in p. 298 of his Book €U Scrtptorik 
BrtLy he tells us was in Queens' Coll. Library at Cambridge. I know 
not whether it be there now. 'Tis mentioned in p. 4 of the ii^ Tome of 
the Oxford Catalogue of MSS. to be in the Cathedral of York, niim. 46. 

July 18 (Sim.). Yesterday, after I had writ what goes before about 
Thomas Eccleston, I went to the Ashmolean Museum, and was shew'd 

ao by M'. Whiteside the Volume of Anth. ^ Wood (a Quarto Vol., Num. loi), 
in wo*' are M'. Wood's Excerpia^ by his own hand, from Thomas 
Eccleston, but he does not tell us whence they were taken by hioL 
They are short, and not very many, nor so considerable as what he hath 
given us in p. 67 & seqq. of the i^^ Book of his Hist. A: Antiq. Unif. 
Oxon., where he speaks of the Franciscans or Grey Friers, ft in the 
Notes at the Bottom of the page we find that he made use of two MSSn 
one of w^'^ he tells us was an imperfect one in the Cottonian Library, hot 
I cannot at present see (upon a cursory view of D'. Smith's Catalogue) 
that Eccleston is at all in the Cott. Library. 

30 On the 15*** of June last was in Oxford, and staid there some days, 
one Mr. John Stanley, who was chosen Organist of the United Parishes 
of Allhallows, Breadstreet, and S*. John Evang., London, 23 October, 
1723, then aged 11 Years, 9 Months, and 6 Days, having been blind 
from 2 Years old. This youth is look'd upon as the best Organist 
in Europe, it may be, in the World. He plaid to admiration upon aJl the 
Organs in Oxford, & said that even the Organ at S^. Peter's in the East, 
that lately stood in the Theatre, notwithstanding despised by some of the 
Parish (some of w^^^, however, have chang'd their mind, upon hearing 
them playd by Stanley, for their own Organist, one Church, Brother 

40 to Church, the Univ. Clark, is a very ignorant Man in Musick), b one of 
the very best in the Kingdom of its bigness, nay, that 'tis as good as anf 
of no bigger a Make. 

July 19 (Mon.). M^^. West of Balliol-College told me yesterdaj> 
in the Afternoon, that M^^. Sanford of that College had inform'd hiii 
of an old Register or Chartulary of Plimpton Abbey in Devonshire, dut 
begins at the Saxon Times, and is in the hands of a private Gentloim 
M'. West could not tell who, but said he would inquire more. He 
tioned also a little book, call'd Clynne's History of England, in the 
of a Friend of his.

Afterwards I spent the Evening with M'. West, M'. Whiteside, & 
M', Lang, woh M^. Lang is a young Master of Arts of Balliol- College, 
a good natur'd, honest man, and Subtutour (Dr Hunt. Master of Balliol 
Coll., being the chief or principal Tutour) lo M'. Baihurst, a young 
nobleman, newly come to that College, Son of the Rt Honl>'e Allen, 
Lord Bathurst, and born Aug. ii, 1711. 

M'. Lang told me then that he did not know of any more considerable 
Ruins of an Abbey than those of Tintern Abbey in Monmouthshire, V>\ 
being upon a hill, look very venerable. 

Joly 20 (Tu.). Yesterday seeing M'. Fiddes of All Souls Coll., i< 
I aak'd him {and he is said to know these Things more than any one else 
of the College) whether they had any Provision for an Organist by their 
Statutes. He said, no, only for Priests, Chaplains, and Choristers, iho' 
he confess'd they had formerly a little Organ. He said, however, thai he 
would consult the Statutes and their College Rolls (to see if in these 
Rolls there was any Thing paid to any Organist, & what), and would let 
me know. 

Charles Gray, of Colchester, Esq., 
June aa'l, 1723, that he don't find, 1 
seen, among any of his Papers {of w"' 
our Anliquiiies) any thing relating t 
Abbington in Berkshire, and 'till he hath a.n opportunity of reducing his 
Amiquiiies into good order, he can't let me have a good Account of the 
places they relate to. His Collection chieSy consists of a vast number of 
original Deeds, and some Court rolls from the Conqueror's lime down- 
wards, of Manners and Lands in several Counties, but most in Essex and 
Suffolk, which he has not yet (as he said then) half sorted. Among 
them he finds some letters patents from y= Crown, some few ancient 
Computus's of the revenues of Mannors and religious houses, some 
Grants of Villains cum tota sequela, & other such Affairs ; the rest are 30 
common Conveyances, many of which are curious for their Anliquiiy 
and fair Character, or for tracing the original of Families, He designs 
(as he said then) to range 'em in order, and make an Index of names & 
places, and then 'tis probable some of them may be usefull. 

Last Night, about ti Clock, was buried in Holywell Church, in the 
North Suburb of Oxford, one Mr«. Danvers, Wife of M'. Danvers, 
formerly Gentleman Commoner ' of Trinity College in Oxford, and now 
Recorder of Nonhamplon, where this M". Danvers, his Wife, died, and 
from whence she was brought yesterday. She was buried in a Coffin of 
Lead, by her Failier and Mother, her Father being the famous M'. Samuel 40 
Clark, right en^inent in the Oriental Tongues, & Superior Beadle of Law 
in the University of Oxford, and, dying (Athen. Oxon., Vol. ii, col. 330) 
on the 27 of Decemb. in 1669, was buried in the middle of the body 
of ihc said Holywell Church, dedicated 10 the Holy Cross. M'. Danvers, 
the foresaid Recorder of Leeds \sie], is an eminent Lawyer at Northampton 
and the adjacent Parts, doing most of the top Business there. Mb* 
Danvers had a Brother, cali'd Samuel Clark, who waa a Stationer i 
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Oxford, & Verger of the University, and another Brother a Printer, both 
of which are dead. 

This Afternoon, meeting in Oxford, in High-Street, M'. Hinde, Vicar 
of Waterstoke, near Thame, I took the opportunity of asking him about 
the Antiquities of Waterstoke, particularly about the Founder of the 
Church, who lies buried there, and some years since there appeared a piece 
of his Inscription, w^*^ I have put down in another Volume, but M'. Hinde, 
with whom I have formerly discoursed upon this Subject, can tell nothing 
of it, tho' he said he was willing to renew it, and now wish'd that nothing 

10 of this nature was destroyed. I thence took the liberty of inquiring 
of him about the Prone that was formerly in the Church, & commemorated 
both the Founder & the Benefactors, of w«** kind there were others in all 
Churches & Chappels in England. But of this he was also ignorant, 
at the same time, however, pretending to lament the Cessation of this 
practise, and of wakes. 

I then ask'd him about the Parsonage House of Chinner, vi^^ I>. Plot, 
in § 129 of Chap, ix of his Nat. Hist of Oxfordshire, describes as very 
eminent for its Greatness, Commodiousness, and Elegancy of Building. 
M'. Hinde knows the place very well, and referr'd me to D'. Mather, oar 

ao Present Vice-Chancellour and President of Corpus X^ College, for 
particulars, but said himself that 'tis certainly (notwithstanding its strange 
largeness) the most ill contrived Parsonage House in England. I XM 
him that 'twas built by D'. Nathaniel Gyles, formerly Rector there 
(tho* not mentioned as such by Anthony ^ Wood), & was of Magd. ColL 
in Oxford, where he was, as a Member of that House, made 1>. of 
Divinity, being a Compounder, on July 8, 1625 (Athen. Oxen., vol. i, 
col. 232, Ed. 2^), the same Giles, I mean, that became Canon or Pre- 
bendary of Windsor in the latter end of 1623 \ and, in the latter end of 
1626, Prebendary of Worcester, in the place of Hen. Bright, deceased, 

30 and died in the time of the grand Rebellion (Wood, ibid, in Alh. Oxon.)*. 
This Dr. Giles is omitted as Prebendary of Worcester in a Book call'd 
The Antiquities of Worcester^ printed at Lond., in 8^0, 17 17, where, how- 
ever, he should have been mentioned in pag. 147. He was very great 
with the famous John Hambden, Esq., who was kill'd in Chalgrove-ficld, 
and was the Contriver of the foresaid Parsonage House of Chinner. 
Whence 'tis that we read this Passage, in page 241 of Sir Philip Warwick's 
Memoires of the Reigne of King Charles I, &c., a posthumous Work, 
published by my late very learned Friend, D'. Thomas Smith: The 
Doctor was a near neighbour and friend of M^. Hambden s, and bein^ 

40 an opulent man^ he had built a very good Parsonage-house (at Chinner)^ 
in the contrivance of which structure M^, Hambden had used his skill. 

Mr. Hinde told me that his (Mr. Hinde's) Nephew, M^". Kennctt, 
Master of Arts of Merlon College, was lately made Prebendary of Peter- 
borough, worth at least 100 libs., & sometimes 150 libs., per an., by his 
Father, D'. White Kennett, Bp of Peterborough. I call him his Nephew, 
because M^f. Hinde's Wife & the Bp'» second Wife were Sisters.

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Jaly 21 (Wed.). M'. Gray, in his Leiter above memioncd of June 2t^, 
1723, told me that as to Monasteries. &c., he hath a large parcel of old 
Deeds, Grants, and Computus's relating to the Cell of Rumburgh (an 
Appendant to a Priory in York '), and to the Priory of Layston in Suffolk, 
and thai of Hcdinjiham in Essex, some few to Much Lees and Iklington, 
Letters Patents of Foundation of a religious house al Badlesmere in Kent, 
temp.

One MS, he hath 
which he should greatly value, if he could say it was more than a Frag- 
ment. 'Tis a Transcript, taken with great Care & Accuracy by Sr Simon 
D'Ewes, about the Year 1633, from the records and registers of the 
Abbey of S'. Edmonds Bury, some of which were in the hands of S' "EAra^ 
Bacon. The first he finds there is a Copy of several Fines, levied to or 
by the Abbot and Convent of several Advowsons of Churches in Suff., 
temp. Hen. a'' ; then a Grant from King j9^gar cuidam Matrons: nomine 10 
jtUSelfJed, chcrles wedan quam & ipsa Sancto ^dmundo donavii ; it 
is witnessed by z Archbishops & 1 Bishops {but does not name their 
Sees), I Abbot, 4 Dukes, and 5 who call themselves Minister; then 
follow 3 pages, in a small folio, of !ike transcripts of Deeds and Wills 
before the Conquest, & leaves off imperfect ; then follow plea rolls of the 
revenues of the Crown, 16 folios, in what reign he knows not, for the 
beginning is torn away.

The same Evening the Physicians met at their College in Warwick -Lane, 
and chose D'. Plumtree their Treasurer, in the room of the said D'. Levet 

Sir Philip Sydenham, in a Letter from Brimpton, June 15, 1723, gave 

me leave to publish what I thought fit out of M^f. Hatcher's Catalogue of 

King's College, wcl^ I had of Sir Philip, he being so kind as to lend it mc, 

and at the same time he informed me M'. Upton, from whom himself had 

40 it, readily granted it also. 

Sir Philip has part of a Letter wrote by Oliver Cromwell himself, 
in these Words, to General Monk : 'Tts said there is a cunning Fellow in 
Scotland called George Monk, who lyes in wait there to serve Charles 
Stuart ; pray use your diligence to take him^ ^ send him up to me. 



Bruce of Hackney is. But this nos inter nos^ [PS.] Sees no reason to alter 
his opinion of the print of Sir Thomas More, which he had from Mr. Murray. 
' You take the most elegant Prints and Efiigies to be the most ancient, I the 
contrary.' 
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In ihe same Letter Sir Philip observes that Gen. Monk's Lady. Sister 
to Dr. Clarges (tho" Sir Philip believca he never was Doctor), had a Gown 
called the Treason Gown, wch she ofwn put on, and had the liberty 
to paint out the Men' of Westm. in iheir bloudy, rebellious Colours. 
& this she did, says the Historian (so Sir Philip writes), with a great deal 
of Wit, and often influenced her husband. 

M'. Firebrass (says Sir Philip) in his treatise mentions difTerent persons 
from Dr. Barwick's. ColL Lidcot's X"""" name was Leonard. S' Ric. 
Willis, Gov' of Newark, was so insolent and base to the King's own 
person tiiat an Historian writes that the King ought to have hanged him lo 
up, 4 also that Prince Rupert & Maurice were as bad and provoking; 
they both then left & deserted the King, & saw him no more. Perhaps 
they had pensions from the Rebellious Parliament, as was well known 
their Brother, the Palatine, had, who died of the Plague. S' Rich. Willis 
afterwards betrayed King Charles the 2\ which was discovered by 
M'. Sam. Worland, Cromwell's envoy to Piedmont. King Charles I'' 
escaped from Loyal Oxford to the Perfidious Scots in a Clergj-roan's 
habit. Mr. Thorndike was chosen, on the Death of D'. Ward, Master of 
Sidney College, & confirmed by the King, but by the Fanatical pany not 
suffered lo be admitted. M'. Houlet (in the Preface to D'. Barwick's k 
Life) was Reel, of Lachington in Essex, pres, by AbP Laud. He waa 
Tutor in Sidney Coll., of woh he was Fellow. [The] AbP gives him a great 
Character. 

July 23 (Fri.). On Wednesday last, at a Clock in the Afternoon, 
was a Convocation for gi\-ing the Degree of Master of Arts to one 
M^ Freeman, lately Gentleman Commoner of Magd, Coll., wdi was 
accordingly done, he being, as I am told, above standing for that degree, 
and having taken (as Mr. Whiteside loid me) the Degree of Bachelour of 
Arts regularly. He is a Man that bear^ a good Character, as having 
been studious & sober. He is a great Walker. 3= 

Mr. Baker of Cambridge, when I was printing Robert of Gloucester. 
told me by Letter that he knew nothing of Robert of Brunne, tho' there 
were 5e\'eral of the name, and one Johannes de Brune (a considerable 
man) was Prior of Barnwell, near Cambridge, in the time of Edward the 
third, who (says M'. Baker) probably took hia name (with the rest) from 
Bume, or Brune, a Town of that name within 3 or 4 Miles of Cambridge. 
M, In my Preface to Peter Langtoft I have shew'd that Robert of 
Brunne, that I have quoted in Rob. of Glouc, & who translated and 
improved Peter Langlofi, was so call'd from the Priory of Brunne, or 
Bourne, in Lincolnshire. 4' 

July 24 (Sat.). Yesterday, as I came from Sandford, at IfBey I met 
with one Robert Day, a Man of sixty sis Years of Age, as he told me, 
whom I do not remember to have seen but once before. He lives 
at Bureot, near Dorchester, with his Wife, by whom he hnlli had (as 
I was told at Iffley) ten line Children, several of w** arc now living. He 
is a Man that brings Fish often lo Oxford, and is a basket maker by 
trade. He pretends to much Sanctity and Religion, and great SkUl 

^^L ' [Above ' Men ' n whiica ' Tytinti.'] 
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in the Scriptures. But I was well inform'd that he is a* downright 
dissembling Hypocrite, that he is a Presbyterian, and often preaches 
or holds forth to those demure People. His Wife is fifty six Years 

of Age, and hath been a comely body, but she [ ] 

absented from her husband, went to Bath & other places, and lived 
a debauch*d, vicious course of Life for ten Years together, & at last was 
sent home to her Husband by a Pass, but she is now so very infirm, & so 
distempered, that she is incapable of helping herself in any degree. I am 
told her Elopement was occasioned, in good measure, by the ill Practices 
lo of her Husband. 

July 25 (Sun., S^. James). Memorand. that about a Week since 
was entered, as Gentleman-Commoner of Edmund-Hall, by the direction 
of M^. Burton, Pro-Proctor of Corpus X** Coll., one M^. Thompson, 
descended of English Parents, but bom at Congingsburg in Brussia [sic], 
as M^. Burton told me Yesterday, when I met him accidentally, and 
he added that he designs to stay here 4 or 5 years, that he is about 
23 Years of Age, that he understands Latin, Greek, and Hebrew excel- 
lently well, & is a good sort of Man. So he said. We are apt to 
commend Forreigners too soon and too much. He put on his Gown 
20 Yesterday. 

The said M^. Burton preached on Thursday Morning last, at S*. 
Marie's, the Assize Sermon before the two Judges, viz. the Lord Chief 
Justice Eyre and M^. Baron Hale. M''. Greenway of Hart-Hall was put 
up to have preach'd, but it seems he had a Cold, w^b hindered him. 
This Mr. Greenway is a Tutor in Hart Hall, and a pretty forward Man, 
and is Nephew to Stephen Fletcher, one of our Oxford Booksellers, 
to whom he serv'd at the trade for some time in his Shop. 

July 26 (Mon.). Some time since I writ to M^ Baker of Cambridge 
about the MacJfid Index Expurgatorius. In answer to my Letter, he 

30 told me. the 24*^ of April last, that the Bp of Ely's (D^ More's) Books 
are so numerous, & yet in such disorder, that it is hardly possible to meet 
with a Book w^^ I want. But M^. Baker lookt [at] his Catalogue, and 
finds it thus: Index Expurgatorius^ Madriti^ 1640, Fol. Idem ibidem^ 
16 1 2. Iterum, 1667. So it seems there are more Editions than one; 
\\^^ is the scarce one, M^. Baker does not know. That there are more 
is confirm'd by Bp Barlow in his Directions to a young Divine^ &c., P. 68. 
His Words are: Index Hispanicus, Madriti^ 16 12, Fol, Several other 
editions there are — that uf^ is beyond all others most compleat and use/ull is 
that Afadriti, ex TypographcBo Didaci Diaz, FoL, 166*1, ^' in the margin 

^o cites the rest thus, Madrit., 1571, 1584, et Madriti, 16 14, ei Madrid 
iterum, 1640. That which he commends as mostusefull, M*". Baker says, 
they have in their College Library of S'. John's at Cambridge, under this 
Title : Index Librorum prohibitorum et expurgandorum novissimus, 
Madritiy ex TypographcBO Didaci Diaz, mdclxvii, FoL, & is, indeed, 
a very usefull Book, but v^-^^ Edition is most scarce or uncommon, the Bp 
says nothing. See what is said about an Index Expurgatorius in the 
first Volume of these Remarks.

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This Morning S*. Peter's in the East Bells rung for George, L'* 
Brudnell (son of the Earl of Cardigan), it being his Birth day, and he 
being of Queen's Coll. in this Univ., iho' he hath not yet put on a Gown. 
He was born, July 26, 171a, his Mother being ihe Lady Eliz. Bruce, 
eldest Daughter of Thomas Bruce, Earl of Ailesbury. 

July 27 (Tu.). Yeslerday Morning died my Lady Tyrrell, in S'. 
Peter's Parish in the East, Oxford, where she lived with her second 
Husband, D^ Rich^ Frewin (M.D.), her first Husband, who hath been 
dead many Years, being Sir ... . Tyrrell. By both her Husbands she 
had several Children, but there is not one living that she had by the D'. ; 10 
but she hath left two Daughters living by her first husband. She was 
a little more than fourty Years of Age, was a very good Woman, belov'd 
by her Neighbours and others, & was charitable. She was afflicted 
a great while mightily with the Gout and Rheumatism. 

My Friend, Thomas Rawlinson, Esq., just before he sent me his 
Alfred of Beverley, fi"^ I afterwards printed, lent me 3 Volumes of his 
odd Things, Letters P. & S. They were not half full, but he observ'd 
that something might be fixt from them, that the least Notilia was worth 
observing, and that honest Anthony Wood furnish'd his Book with such, 
0/ Hit DcTelicia (sailh Mr. Rawlinson), and what has since happirid, ao 
t dispaire nol/romyour hands in betler Timts of a better Wnrk. 

M', West of Balliol College lold me yeslerday that the Gentleman who 
hath got the old Register of Plimpton Abbey (see above, pag. 112) 
is M'. Strode, near Plymouth. Plis Ancestors, as 'tis said, had a Quarrel 
with the Monks, and so got the Register some way or other. 

The History of England M'. West told me of a little whUe ago ' 
he said yesterday belongs to M'. Sandford of Balliol College, that 'tis in 
Latin, & was written by one Clayn, a Dutchman. 

July 28 (Wed.). Arthur Vansittart, Esq., hath now the Estate 
in Berks, that was M', Cherry's, and is Patron at Sbottesbrooke, and 3" 
both ShoUesbrooke and White- Waltham are in his Gift, and he lately gave 
both to the 'RA M'. L. Torkington, a Cambridge Man. 

M'. (now Dr) Ralph Bridges told me, in a Letter from London, 
May I, 1734, that whereas I mentioned, in a Letter 10 him, the Flan that 
his Brother, the late John Bridges, Esq., had got done of Caesar's Camp 
in Windsor Forest in Berks., he remember'd to have seen the rough 
Draft of it in his Brother's Life time, and heard the Plate was engraved, 
but could not as yet find any notes or observations of his own upon it, 
nor had he then seen the Plate it self. Since that he met wiih the Plate, 
and sent me a Proof, but 'twas not corrected, nor had he light upon any 40 
Observations of his Brother's relating to it. I am told by M'. Allen 
of Xt Church that he certainly writ down some Notes or Observations in 
a Book, but that they were of no great accounL 

July 29 (Th,). M'. Ward of Longbridge writes me word from 
Warwick, in a Letter of the ^^ instant, that, looking over Ihe Index 
Nominum Scriptorum in Bale, he was not a little pleas'd to meet with the

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following remark : ' ^j^ Joannes, Archicantor Romanus, ritum cantandi 
ac modulandi cum Organis Anglis tradit ' ; but, turning back to the place 
directed, he could find no such mention of Organs there, nor in Bede, 
from whom the Story is taken : so he concludes this Passage was inserted 
purely by way of sneer, John Bale being a known Enemy to Church-

ao Univ. of Oxford, p. 7), before w«^ Year 1455, perhaps, they had no 
Organs, there being no mention of any in the College Statutes, or if they 
had any, they were small ones. All Souls College (Langbaine, p. 9) 
was founded anno 1437, |f of Hen. VI (eighteen Years before the 
great Organs were given to New College), and Magd. College, anno 
^459» il of Hen. VI (four years after those Organs were given to 
New-Coil.).

JtQy 80 (Fri.). Last night, between five and six of the Clock, was 
buried, by two Children that she had by her second Husband, D'. Frewin, 
my Lady Tyrrell, in S*. Peter's Church in the East, Oxon. The Funeral 

30 was private, & not splendid, according to her own order and direction. 
For, happening to look out of the Window when D^. Frampton's Lady 
was carrying, in a very magnificent manner, by to be buried in the same 
Church, & seeing the rudeness then committed, more like to a bear bait- 
ing than a Funeral, she was so affected at it that she declared and desired 
that when she died she might be buried privately and decently. This 
Lady had been some Years ago a very gay Woman, insomuch that she 
used to say that my Lord Hillesborough, who hath been, and so he 
is still, a very handsome man, had two hundred Graces in his lips. 
This Lord Hillesborough is one of those wanton, immodest Gentlemen 

40 that, a year or two ago, us'd to ride naked, & make strange work with 
young Women, and others, of wch we had accounts in the publick Prints, 
'till at last a Carter happened to whip some of them, as they were thus 
naked, at a place in Buckinghamshire, after w<^ we heard no more of their 
Pranks. She was fourty six Years of Age. The Servants mightily 
lament her, as having, they say, lost the best of Mistresses. 

On Wednesd, the ai^t instant, the Earl of Macclesfield paid his Fine 
of thirty thousand Pounds into his (as they call the Duke of Bnmswid:) 
Majesty's Exchequer, whereby his L^ship is discharg'd from his Confine- 
ment in the Tower. The next dav he came to his House in 
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Inn-Fields, and the day after (being the 23d) he made a Visit to the 
Dutchess of Marlborough, at her House in S^. James's Park. 

July 81 (Sat). The Widow Oilman, Sister of the Revd Mr. Wm 
Meers, M.A. of £dm. Hall in Oxon., May 3, 1680 (who died at his said 
Sister's in S*. Peter's in the East, some Years ago, a Batchelour), was 
threescore and fourteen Years old last April. 

My Friend, Thomas Rawlinson, Esq., writ me word, a litde more than 
a Week since, that his Wife is a poor^ good naturd, honesty persecuted 
Creature, alluding to the Troubles m w<^^ they are both involv'd, occasioned 
by his Creditors. 10 

M'. Rawlinson said he hop'd I had read D'. Hale's Speech for the 
English Interest of Physick. I have not yet had the opportunity of 
reading it. 

At the same time M'. Rawlinson tells me that the Glasse Fairford [sic] 
Windows being captivated from abroad, he questions whether any 
Eternity was meant in England for the unknown Artist. 

He hath but an indifferent opinion of my Friend, M'. John Murray, 
whom I and others look upon as a very honest Man, as without doubt he 
is, but my Friend, M'. Rawlinson, is disgusted. M^. Rawlinson calls him 
tmmane quoddam Monstrum, says he only knows how to be sly, and that ao 
he was educated under his Hounsditch Pawn-broking Father. At the 
same time he tells me John Bagford, as he takes it, was a much honester 

Man than John Murray, and more knowing, and that the other has 

instead of it. ^B. M^. Rawlinson owes M'. Murray Money, an hundred 
Pounds, I am told, upon bond, w<»^ M^^. Murray is urgent now, upon 
M'. Rawlinson's Marriage, to have again, wcJ» puts ray Friend, M'. Raw- 
linson, out of humour. 

Ang. 1 (Snn.). M^. Rawlinson at the same time hinted that D^. Mead, 
&c., are only my pretended Friends, and have encourag*d my Studies 
seemingly to make themselves Glory, I must beg his pardon. D'. Mead, 30 
&c., profess true Friendship, and I have rec^ signal Instances of it, and 
I have not as yet found any cause to be jealous. 

He says, the Lord Oxford, that fat, booby Calf, as they call him, is 
a Rascall ; that he knew AT, Rawlinson meant an Epitaph on poor John 
Bagford, yet slighted him (M^ Rawlinson), and has givn none himself. 
My Lord hath shew'd me many particular Instances of Friendship, and 
I am willing to believe him sincere. 

M'. Rawlinson says hi doubts Lenthalfs Picture of Sir Thomas More's 
Family (mentioned in my Preface to Roper)/(?r an Original, and signifies 
that a pretty Picture is in a drunken^ sorry wretches hand, one Southerly 40 
he thinks they call the CrecUure. This is M'. James Sotheby, whom 
I have mentioned in my Books more than once as an ingenious Man, 
and, indeed, he was curious formerly, and was much assisted by M^. Bag- 
ford, but, it seems, he is grown an idle, useless Sot, as I have been also 
inform'd by M'.

Streat of Merton-College, who, as he 
is a most rank, vile Whig, so he extoU'd this Prince (as I am told) in as 
lofty Colours as he could, telling them, in the usual manner, that he was 
the most excellent that ever sat upon die Throne, and that his Goodness 
and Virtues are universally seen and acknowledged even in all Countries, 
that he is a most generous & kind Friend and Benefactor to our two 
Universities, with abundance of other canting stufif. 

lo On the Sunday immediately before, preached in the same Church 
before the University (viz. on July 25), in the Morning, M'. Bowles 
of Oriel Coll., upon John, v. 39, Search the Scriptures, and made, as 
I hear from all hands, a most vile, scandalous, incoherent, rambling Dis- 
course, more like a Romance than a Sermon, in w^^, among other 
Things, he fell upon D'. Mill's Testament, signifying that he had not 
collated his MSS. rightly, and call'd him by Name a down right Trifler, 
at the same time, however, speaking honourably of Bishop Fell, as he did 
also of the Writer of these Matters for publishing Acta Apostolorum, w«*»,

'I am well pleas'd 
with whatever Memoirs you send, and I take care to make entrances in ray 
little Books, w®^ may be of good service hereafter, if they happen to fall into 
honest hands. But in some of your Memoirs you are too dark. I do not yet 
understand what Principles the Hounsditch Pawnbroker was of, and yet I 
would willingly know. But I durst not ask you any question, least I should 
put you out of humour, as I did by mentioning your MS.

I am grown very shy of conversing with any, unless I am pre»t»jBMi* 
what they are. M'. Ward of Gresham, I am told, is a Presbyteriaii^ 1 
his Pupil, Bruce, is no otherwise. This Bruce was lately in OmSoH 
upon me twice, tho' without any recommendation ; neither Im^ 
ledge of him, any more than his subscribing once to me by f 
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came out first at Lovain, dedicated Petro JEgidio, in 4^0. Certainly 
(saith he) More's Life in 4*0 was printed beyond the Seas. 

On Friday last (July 30) was buried in the Vault of the Stonehouses of 
Radley, near Abbington in Berks., Rich^ Stonehouse, of Tubney, near 
Abbington, Esq., Cousin to Sir John Stonehouse. He was about 
45 years old, a good natured sot, and died a married Man, strangely 
aflflicted with the Dropsy. He died about Wednesd, July 28*. 

Last Night S*. Peter's Bell in the East went for M». Clements, 
a pretty Woman, of Cherlbury in Oxfordshire, Wife of M*".

Wild, 
an old Woman of that Parish, whose Husband had been a Capper or 
Hatter in that Parish. She died poor, so that Money was collected for 
her Funeral.

Aug. 6 (Fri.). M'. Baker of Cambridge tells me, in a Letter of the 
31 of last Month, that what I said to him of antient Copies of Piers 
Plowman, w''', as 1 told him, seems to have been altered, as in Rob. of 
Glocester, ft on the other side, of Wickliff & Brine being mentioned in 
his Crede, leaves it very doubtfull where to fix his age. All M'. Baker 
knows further is (what he believes I know already) that Stow, in his 
Annals, Pag. 238, Ann. r34a, has these words : This yicrt (1342) John 
Mahtrnt. Fellow 0/ Oriall CoUtdge in Oxford, madt ^ finhktd his 10 
Booie enlilukd, The visions of Pitrci Plowman. M'. Baker observes 
that if they have any Register at that College so antient, his age might 
thence appear. Wcever, Fun. Mon., Pag. 7a, placeih him under the 
same Reign (Ed. 3), but Mr. Baker presumes he may follow Stow, & so 
ihey both make but one Authority. M'. Baker's Edition of Pierce 
Plowman is the same with mine, 1561. Crowley's Edition he cannot 
meet with. 

My Friend, M'. Dyer, being retired from Oriel College into Devon- 
shire (his native County), and not like to return again (iho' he hath not 
resign'd, neither does design to resign, his Fellowship). I catmoi tell now »o 
how to get any Information about their Registers at that College. M'. Wood 
mentions this John Malverne, othenvise, as he notes, called Robert de 
Langland, in p. 106 of his \\'^ Book of Hist, & Antiq. Univ. Oxon., but 
he quotes no Register, w°^, I suppose, he would have done, had he seen 
any.

Aug, 7 (Sat.). In my last Letter to M'. Baker I roention'd Tho. 
Ecclesion's Book de advenlu Minorum, ftc, upon which he lells me (in 
bis said Letter of July 31) thai this Book must be very valuable, if it 
could be met with: bul he dares say it is not at Queens' College in 
Cambridge. He hath turn'd their MSS. some years ago (which are not 
many), and must have taken notice of it, if it had been there. D'. 
Tanner (he says), who call'd upon him lately in his way to Oxford (where 
he is now), is the likest man 10 have heard of it, if it is to be found, since 
it might be of use to him in his present design, which is almost finisht 40 
(viz. his Notitia Monasiica), but he has so much other business upon his 
hands that (says M'. Baker) / doubl we ikall not see il in hast. When il 
goes to the Press, he intends lo make quick dispatch by tvtploying more 
Presses than one. I have not yet had an opportunity of speaking with 
D'. Tanner. We have exspected a new Ed. of his Notitia Monasiica

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many Years, and, when he was in Town above a Year since, he told my 
Compositor, M'. Ranee (since deceas'd), that it would be ready in a year's 
time, and that he would bring it with him in his next Return to Oxford. 
I really believe him in earnest with this Work ; but for Leland & Boston 
of Bury de Scriptoribus, & the Antiquities of Wiltshire, and some other 
Things, I begin now to despair of seeing them from him. 

This day Sennight, viz. July 31, M". Gift Miller was married to M'. 
Newe at Holton, by Whately. M'. Gardinef of Corpus married them. 
M'. Newe is son of M^. Newe and M». Newe that kept the King's Arms 

10 in Holywell, and his Mother died very lately at Sandford, where she lived 
with her Son after the Death of her husband. He is a thin, halfstrain'd 
Fellow. The Match was kept off as long as his Mother liv'd, who was 
a sensible Woman, but since he was drawn in, and I have heard it said 
that if his Wife dies first, he is so tied as not to marry again. She is 
the only Child of M". Miller, who lives behind the Angel Inn in Oxford, 
whose Husband died two or three Years agoe, and being bom when they 
were elderly people, even when no body exspected that she would have 
a child, it was named (as I have heard) Chrisfs Gift This Daughter, 
who is hardly twenty years old, is a swinging, lusty body, and no great 

ao Beauty. She hath lived 'till now with her Mother, who is a miserable, 
covetous Wretch, as is also her Sister, M^. Stafford, a Widow Woman, 
who lives with M". Miller, as does also M». Brooks (a Maiden Woman, 
near fourty years of age), who is Niece to M". Miller & M". Stafford, 
and is reported to be courted by the before-mentioned M'. Gardiner, who 
hath got a good Parsonage, & hath just resign'd his Fellowship. 

Aug. 8 (Sun.). I had made Enquiries after D'. Fiddes at Oxford 
for M'. Baker, who had lent him two MSS. But could not tell where he 
was, any otherwise than at London, and at last I understood he was dead.

Tho. More's Life. Just after M^. Baker had finished his Letter, he 
had one from M^. Anstis (as he tells me in a Postscript), signifying the 
Receit of his Books, and giving him some faint hopes of seeing the 
Doctor's two Lives in print. 

Aug. 8 (Mon.). I was told last Night that M'. William Reynolds, 
Aug. 8» 1725. H. to J. Murray (RawL 1 1 a. 303). ' This Morning I was 
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A. B. and Fellow of Exeter College, desires nothing more than to be the 
best Scholar in the World. He is the Son of M'. W™ Reynolds, 
Schoolmaster of Exeter, who put out Pomponius Mela. This young 
Reynolds hath put out Proposals for printing Lucian de Historia con^ 
scribenda, in Gr. and Lat., at the Theater Press. It is to be put to the 
Press by Michaelmass next. 'Tis to be in 4*0, Besides Notes and var. 
Readings, he designs to prefix a full account of L. Verus's Parthian 
Expedition, extracted from Capitolinus, Xiphilinus's Epitome of Dion, 
and scattered Passages of all other Authors who have incidentally touch'd 
upon this part of History ; illustrated and supplied by above an hundred 10 
Coins and Inscriptions, engrav'd by the best hands, several of which have 
never yet been made publick. 

I was told at the same time that M'. Hutchinson of Hart Hall (who is 
printing at the Theater Xenophon's Cyropaedia, in Gr. Lat., 4^) is a 
most horrid, conceited, proud, illnatur'd Fellow^ cock-brain'd, and a much 
worse Scholar than he takes himself to be.
